FREIGHT RAILWAY. 

A public hearing was held on the 
petition of the Fore River Ship and 
Engine Co. for a location for a freight 
railroad from the shipyard to the N. 
Y., N..H.& H. BR, 

Thomas A, Watson, president of the 
company, said the road was absolutely 
necessary if we are to increase our 
business. We are now employing 2000 
men with a pay roll of from $20,000 to 
$25,000 per week. With the present 
method of transportation we can not 
increase, with the railroad there would 
be no limit to the size our plant, Bids 
are to be opened next week in Washing- 
ton for y aie battleship costing 
$4,000,000,00. It would be useless for 
us to bid for this vessel unless railroad 
connection was secured. There are 
also other industries whose coming 
here depends upon this railroad. At 
present we must do heavy carting over 
the streets. We ask to cross the streets 
at grade, If we should be required to 
seperate ae the expense would 
be prohibitd. Fora long time there 
would be but one train a day, and some 
days none. At present our own loco- 
motive could do the work. Later we 
hope to equip the line with electricity 
Under the law the City Council could 
impose restrigtions but he hoped ‘they 
would not impose impossible ones. 

In reply to Councilman Nickerson 
Mr. Watson said, to go under Quincy 
avenue would cost per cent. and 
possibly 50 per cent. more. He did 
not think $20,000 would raise Quincy 
avenue. We would have to stand the 
whole expense of building the road. 

In reply to’ Councilman Nichols, Mr. 
Watson said it would be more expen- 
sive to build a trestle over Quincy ave- 
nue than to raise the street. They 
could not have any heavy grade on ac- 
count of tl@® heavily loaded cars. A 
trestle would add $30,000 to cost. 

In reply to Councilman Whiton, Mr. 
Watson said one train a day would 
take care of the freight for the Fore 
River and for the Tube works. One 
train a day would be sofficient for the 
next two years.

More Warships. 

‘*The German navy of today owes its 
magnitude to a carefully conducted 
campaign of education of the masses of 
the empire by the German Navy League 
and to the firm stand taken by the 
Kaiser himself,’’ said Kear Admiral 
yeorge C, Remey in a Washington dis- 
patch of Wednesday to the Herald. 
Continuing he said: 

**Do I think we need a very much 
larger navy? Certainly, and I say it 
with all unselfish heartiness, for I shall 
go upon the retired list in a few 
months, We want battleships, armored 
cruisers and the multiplicity of lighter 
craft that go to make the sum of an 
efficient navy, and we need them upon 
such a scale that the older ships shall 
be replaced as rapidly as they cease to 
be strictly up-to-date fighting machines. 

‘*Battleships are the unite of naval 
strength—war-time naval strength at 
least—and we need double the number 
now mentioned on our list as built, 
building or projected. The armored 
cruiser, mighty as she now is, is not 
the peer by long odds of the battleship. 
I should like to see Congress make 
provision for eight or ten of the biggest 
of armored ships, and I should not 
want to see guns and armor skimped 
for the sake of extravagant speed.’’

SECOND PAYMENT IS DUE 


Large Portion Goes For Missionary 
Claims For Damages Arising From 
Boxer Outbreak -Large In Number

partment has been officially 
through its fiscal agents in China that 
the second instalment of the Chinese 
indemnity fund, which falls due today, 
must be paid on a silver basis. This 
resuit has been anticipated. The first 
instalment of the indemnity, which 
was due Juiy 1 last, was likewise paid 
on a silver basis, the nations receiving 
the money reserving the right to reclaim 
the difference between the silver and 
gold basis. Therefore the depart- 
ment will today have placed to its 
credit $496,098, for it has without hesita- 
tion decided to accept the payment on 
the basis proposed. 

Some idea of the extra charge that 
would be imposed on China did she 
yield to the almost general demand 
of the powers for payment of these in- 
demnities on a gold basis may be 
gathered from the fact that the Chinese 
tael, which was the basis of the calcu- 
lation of the indebtedness, was worth 
74 cents at the time the agreement was 
signed in Pekin, while it is now worth 
only 61 cents. 

The impression prevails here among 
persons who have taken part in these 
settlements that the indemunities de- 
manded by the powers are far beyond 
China's ability. She may for a year or 
two borrow enough money from various 
internal sources to pay the instalments 
falling due every six months, but in a 
short time the powers will be compelled, 
at the risk of losing everything, te 
conie to a readjustment of the whole 
indebtedness, either by submitting the 
case to arbitration at The Hague, which 
China urgently desires, or by a mutual 
agreement between the creditor nations. 

Most of the first instalment paid to 
the United States last July, and amount- 
ing to nearly $500,000, was in payment 
of missionary claims for damages aris- 
ing from the Boxer outbreak. The de- 
partment adopted the plan of paying 
out 25 percent of each large claim. This 
absorbed nearly ail of the first instal- 
ment. By this method something like 
two years will be required for the set- 
Hlement of the claims. It is said at the 
state department, where many of these 
cases were handled (and the records of 
the American commission show that the 
Same statement was true as to tle 
claims presented in China), that prob- 
ably never in the history of the depart- 
ment has there been so many heavy 
claims presented to the atte ntion of a 
settlement commission as these coming 
from the missionaries as a result of the 

3oxer uprising. 

The commission has cut into 
With a ruthless hand. The claims were 
conunon to organizations and in- 
dividuals. In one case a claim was sub- 
mitted amouuting to $250,000 for mis- 
sion property destroyed. Reliable af- 
fidavits show that $100,000 is a generous 
titiate for the property.

Pekin, Jan. 1—The ministers here of 
the foreign powers have telegraphed 
their governments the refusal of China 
to pay the international indemnity in 
gold notes, and have discussed the mat- 
ter among themselves. It is proposed 
to inform the Chinese government that 
failure to fulfill the obligations pro- 
vided in the protocol will entail grave 
consequences. 

The policy of the United States pre- 
sents an obstacle in the way of deliver- 
ing 2 join note to China on the matter, 
and the present difficulty is generally 
attributed to the encouragement given 
the Chinese by the American govern- 
ment’s endorsement of their arguments, 
The Chinese are content to await de- 
velopments, believing that the powers 
will find it so difficult to agree on” 
course of action that the present dead- 
lock will be prolonged indefinitely.

TEXT NOT GIVEN OUT 


Venezuela’s Reply to Suggestion of 
Arbitration Signifies Acceptance 
Washington, Jan. 1—The answer of 

President Castro to the proposal of the 
allies to submit to the arbitration of The 
Hague tribunal the Venezuelan difti- 
culties, has reached Washington 
through Minister Bowen. The answer 
nmounts to a general acceptance of the 
principles of the proposition, President 
Castro being willing to submit his case 
to the arbitration of fair and impartial 
authorities. The details of the answer 
will not be published here in advance of 
its reception by the European allied 
powers, and in fact they may be with- 
held entirely from publication on the 
ground that the answer really concerns 
those powers. 

The answer is being prepared at the 
state department for transmission to 
Europe. As it is quite long and un- 
doubtedly will require careful considera- 
tion by the foreign offices at London, 
Berlin and Rome, it is not expected that 
any further steps toward a final settle- 
ment can be taken for a day or two. 
The feeling here, however, based on a 
knowledge of Castro's position, is that 
his answer practically clears the way 
for the submission of the case to arbi- 
tration. The answer bas given great 
satisfaction here.

COUSINS USED ARSENIC 


May Have Important Bearing 
on Richardson Case 


DIDN'T SIGN GREEN'S BOOK 


One, a Horse Trainer, Used Poison to 
Brace Animals Up In Races—An- 
other Says He Bought Deadly Stuff 
to Drive Ants From Refrigerator 


Littleton, N. H., Jan. 2—An admis- 
sion that may have a very important 
bearing upon the case of Miss Cath- 


erine V. Richardson, arrested at Re- 


vere, Mass., on the charge cf attempt- 
ing to murder her mother by pgisoning 
her, was made iast night by R. M. 
Richardson, a second cousin of Cath- 
erine, who resides here and is a horse 
trainer by occupation. Richardson has 
stated heretofore that he knew nothing 
about the purchase of poison at Green’s 
drug store and the signature for the 
same in Green's book. 

When questioned again about it last 
night, he complacently remarked that 
he didn’t know but he had bought the 
poison himself. He remembered that 


on the day after, Sept. 11, he went to! 


St. Johnsbury with a string of horses 
to the fair. On such occasions he al 
ways bought a supply of arsenic, which 
he administered to the animais during 
the race for the parpose of bracing them 
up. He often had obtained the  poi- 
son without signing for it and as he was 
in a hurry that day he knew he did 
not sign for it. It was his candid opin- 
ion, he said, that he bought the poison. 

Frank Richardson, an own cousin of 
Catherine, a carriage manufacturer of 
Littleton, also said last night tbat it 
was possible that he may have bought 
the arsepic, as he had often bought the 
poison to drive ants from his re- 
frigerator. He said it was easy and 
would not be considered unusual for a 
woman to have made the purehase, as 
arsenic was used by many families for 
that purpose. If he made the  pur- 
chase, he had not signed it, and he vas 
certain that his wife had not bought 
any. 

The initials of the signature V. C. W. 
look as if written by a woman, and 
there is great anxiety here to have the 
mystery regarding the writer of them 
cleared up. <An effort was made to 
get a statement regarding this mat- 
ter from Mr. Green, proprietor of the 
drug store, but he went on a hunting 
trip yesterday mornin, and has not re- 
turned. 

There has been considerable talk to 
the effect that there would'be no money 
forthcoming for Miss Richardson's de- 
fense, but her sousin "rank stated last 
night that if a guardian is appointed 
for her on Jan. i2, +s vetitioned for, 
there was no question Wiitever Lut that 
he would furnish what-ver movey is 
needed for the purpose.

Balch Bros., was given a sentence of 
not more than seven nor less than five 
years in state prison.

Stevens said: ‘Lockwood is evidently 
a man of education, he is evidently a 
man of abiity, he is a man of good 
presence. He has been engaged in a 
criminal career of life for over 15 
months and his theft was not an isolated 
case. It is possible that he may have 
lived an honest life in the past, but mep 
who life an honest life to the middle age 
do not as a rule at such time of life 
turn out to do criminal acts of this na- 
ture.” 

Lockwood had on Thursday made an 
eloquent and impassioned appeal for 
acquittal. 


Lorimer Matter Still Unsettled 

Boston, Jan. 2.—The executive com- 
mittee of Tremont Temple church did 
not have a conference with Dr. Lor- 
imer last night regarding his acceptance 
of the pastorate, as had been ex- 
pected. The committee met, but ad- 
journed before the Lorimer matter was 
brought up. At its previous meeting 
the executive committee voted 21 to 18 
against calling Dr. Lorimer, while 68% 
percent of the church members cast 
their votes in his favor. 


Explosion, Fire and Death 

Stoughton, Mass., Jan. 2.—A dust ex- 
plosion in a drier, one of the ma- 
chines used in preparing shoddy ma- 
terial, produced a fire which destroyed 
the factory of the Stoughton Mills com- 
pany yesterday and burned to death 
Thomas Dowden. ‘The property loss is 
$35,000. The fire broke out at 4 o'clock, 
and it spread so quickly that the 25 
employes had to move lively to get out. 
Dowden was caught on the upper floor. 


Old Landmark to Be Remodelled 

Boston, Jan. 2.—One of [Boston's 
mbst interesting of historic landmarks, 
the Old State House on Washington 
street, is to be modernized by trans- 
formation into a station for the new 
East Boston subway. A contract was 
awarded yesterday for remodelling it, 
and while its quaint exterior char- 
acter will not be altered, the faterior 
will be entirely changed. The work is 
to be finished by July 1. 


Girls Took Big Jumps 

Bristol, Conn., Jan. 2.—F tre yester- 
day afternoon caused $12,000 damage 
to the stockenette factory of N. L. 
Birege Sons & Co. The blaze caused a 
panic among the girls employed on the 
upper floors. Five of the gi:ls jumped 
£1% stories to the ground, but only one 
of them was injured. Winnie Pusker, 
19 years old, sustained a broken leg and 
a sprained ankle. 


Saved From Terrible Death 

Lynn, Mass., Jan. 2.—Mrs. Carrie 
Thurston, who owns a home on Tucker 
street and occupied the upper tenement, 
was rescued from death by burning last 
night by two men who saw a fire in the 
house and forced an entrance. The fire 
started in some unexplainable manner 
in a room adjoining Mrs. Thurston's 
cbamber after she bad retired. 


Six Hundred Men Out 

Amesbury, Mass., Jan. 2.—The strike 
of the carriage makers to enforce their 
demands for a nine-hour day and a 12 
percent advance in wages is in full ef- 
fect, and although the factories have 
been kept open, only six out of the 600 
union men are at work. A few non- 
union men have remained at their 
benches in each factory. 


Foul Play Not Suspected 

Bridgeport, Conn., Jan. 2.—The body 
of James K. Scudder, who had been 
missing since Dec. 16, was found yes- 
terday in Moody's pond, northwest of 
the city. It is supposed that while 
walking along the bank of the pond he 
tell in.

COAL MAY 


PRICE TWO CENTs, 


BE HIGHER, 


Independent Operators Said to be Breaking 
Contracts. 


Scranton, Pa., Jan. 2—Some  addi- 
tional light was shed on the Boston coa: 
situation yesterday by the manazer of 
one of the largest independent 
mining companies here, who said that 
the railroad companies are not 
eeiving anything like the reported 
amounts of coal from the independents. 
He stated that while the railroud com- 
panies claimed to be shipping 90 per- 
cent of the coal to Boston, he doubted 
that they were reaching more thun 65 
or 70 percent. A large nun:ber of the 
independents have broken their con- 
tracts to deliver coal to the railroad com- 
pauies for $5.75 a ton, as they can get 
more than twice thut sum and will pay 
the railroads for shipping it to New 
York. 

A point which has escaped attention 
is the fact that these independent con- 
tracts call for the payment by the com- 
panies of 65 percent of the selling price 
at tidewater, and the independents set 
up the claim that the companies are act- 
ing as selling agents for them and 
should obtain the best possible price in 
New York, instead of paying the per- 
centage of the arbitrary $5 rate. This 
leaves the companies in the position of 
being liable to be sued by the inde- 
pendents if they insist upon the per- 
forinance of their contracts, and may 
explain the seeming indifference of the 
railroad companies to the action of the 
independents in deserting the “Jine busi- 
ness” to the coal-operating railroads. 

At any rate it is learned that one of 
the independent operators in Scranton 
had a bid for coal at the mines, by a 
New York speculator, at the rate of $7 
a ton. Local consumers are being sup- 
plied by the People’s Coal company, 
which succeeded the Oxford company 
during the strike, at a rate of from 
$3.25 to $5a tondelivered. Several peo- 
ple are doing a profitable business here 
by buying smal lots of coal at the 
mines and hauling it away to load cars 
for New York, although the companies 
do not sanction this business. 

lu spite of the fact that the coal com- 
panies announced that they would work 
yesterday, it was a holiday all through 
the Scranton region. It is expected 
that within three or four days, however, 
conditions will get back to normal, but 
the loss of a day’s output ineans a great 
deal to the districts where there is a 
scarcity of coal. 

An effort was made by all the coal 
operators te work their collieries yester- 
day, but it met with ill success. Ateach 
colliery the foreman went around Wed- 
nesday and gave notice to all hands that 
the company was very desirious of 
working, that the relieving of the coal 
famine might not be retarded. Some 
men reported at every mine, but it was 
only in a few instances that enough 
reported to make a start. 

The Dalaware, Lackawanna and 
Western company got four of its 19 col- 
lieries started, but at noon they had to 
shut down, the hands, particularly the 
slate pickers, refusing to continue. The 
Delaware and Hudson got two of its 
22 places started, but they worked only 
a few hours. The Erie started two 
places, and one of them ran all day. 
None of the 13 Ontario and Western or 
of the eight ‘Temple Iron company’s col- 
lieries even made a start.

Plenty of Coal In Boston Harbor 

Boston, Jan. 2—The Post says: 
From a thorough and searching investi- 
gation, made by Post reporters yester- 
day, it was found that 54 vessels of all 
kinds, carrying 69,900 tons of coal, are 
now in Boston harbor, 47 being at docks 
and seven anchored in the stream. The 
position of every one of these craft was 
accurately taken and charted down by 
a Post artist. It is claimed that the 
46,111 tons of anthracite included in 
the total of 69,900 tons wouid, if prompt- 
ly placed on the merket, fully relieve 
the stringency in the coal situation.

A break in the coal prices of Quincy 
is good news, and nothing which a 
Mayor of a city can do at this time is 
of more moment. Mayor Bryant has 
purchased first grade of Franklin coal 
and had it shipped to Quincy, partly by 
rail, and although it is said that the 
charges by rail are prohibitive, the 
Mayor offers the coa! at the rate of $9 
per ton. 

This price is about one-half what is 
charged by some dealers of Boston and 
vicinity who buy their coal at old con- 
tract prices, and shows that exorbitant 
profits are being made. 

The prices cbarged by the 
dealers are a severe tax upon prosper- 
ous business men, and are so high that 
the poor have had to suffer more from 
the cold this year than ever before. 
Many families in the city have no coal 
whatever in their houses. 

The success of Mayor Bryant 
that itis possible for coal dealers to 
obtain coal and to sell it at good profit 
at a much smaller figure than they 
quote today. They should be forced to 
reduce prices.

Mayor Bryant Gives Quincy a New Year’s 
Greeting--Coal at $9.00 per Ton. 


ant the city has secured, direct from the mining companies, about 100 tons cf 
high grade ‘Franklin’ anthracite coal, 

For some time past, Mayor Bryant has not been satisfied with the situation 
in Quincy and the prices and coal deliveries of the local dealers. These dealers 
were filling some of the city orders at 60 cents per hundred pounds, but 
since the early part of December they have positively declined to deliver a 
single pound of hard coal at this price, even when the city teams were placed 
at their disposal free of charge. The dealers have, however, beea supplying 
hard coal to their private customers. 

Under these conditions the Mayor sent a personal representative, Mr. A. 
F. Schenkelberger, to New York and Philadelphia to interview the heads of 
the coal companies. Mr. Schenkelberger made two trips to Philadelphia, 
balf of which consists of egg size suitable for stove, the other half of broken 
coal suitable for furnace. ‘Two cars of the coal arrived this morning and are 
being unloaded at the city yard, Quincy Adams, 

By order of the Mayor, City Messenger Tirrell is prepared to deliver 
buyer, at 45 cents a hundred pounds.

SPIRIT OF MILITARISM 


Its Growth In United States May 
Change Whole World’s History 

Vienna, Jan. 2.—In the course of an 
exhaustive review of the history of the 
world, contributea to The Neue Freie 
Presse by Max Nordau, the writer deep- 
ly deplores the growth of military im- 
perialism in the United States and says 
that by the admission of the spirit of 
uilitarism, which was formerly rigor- 
ously excluded, America is raising ob- 
stacles to the entrance of emigrants 
whose only capital is their strong work- 
ing arms. 

Speaking of the future of the new 
world, M. Nordau says the opening of 
the Panama canal under American own- 
ership will mark the beginning of a new 
epoch. The tragic stage of the world’s 
history, which, in ancient times, cen- 
tered in the Mediterranean, and which 
moved in the naval ages to the Atlautic, 
will then be transferred to the Pacific 
ocean. 5.

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“PLAGUE STRICKEN CITY’ |CHOWFA'S LOVE NOTES 


Five Thousand Persons Have Fled In 
Terror From Mazatlan, Mex 

Mazatlan, Mex., Jan. 2.—There is no 
longer the slightest doubt that the dis- 
ease now afflicting this city is genuine 
Asiatie plague, for microscopic investi- 
gation proves that bubonic pest baccili 
are in the blood of those afflicted with 
the disease. 

The plague has grown virulent with- 
in the last 48 hours, and the alarm, 
which had begun in some measure to 
abate, has returned with increased 
strength. ‘The people are fleeing from 
the city at the rate of 300 a day and 
some 5000 persons have gone already. 
More than 50 percent of the persons at- 
tacked are women. 

‘The news of the recrudescence of tha 
plague at this port bas reached the in- 
terior towns of the state and is causing 
a panic. Sanitary cordons of armed 
men have been placed around the towns 
to prevent the entrance of any one from 
this place. 


Hints From King Leopold 

Brussels, Jan. 2—King Leopold made 
a curious response to the president of 
parliament yesterday. He alluded to 
the initiative he himself had taken up- 
on many occasions, notably in China, 
and asked the chamber to continue to 
show the same blind confidence in him 
that it had always done and continued: 
“Thanks to the close union between the 
king and the legislative chambers, we 
shall be able to achieve things which 
cannot be explained at this moment, 
but of which the people will understand 
the bearing only by the results.”

Siamese Prince’s Wooing of 
an American Actress. 


SENT HER MANY WARM VERSES, 


Love Letters Recent Royal Visitor 
to the United States Is Said to 
Have Written to Miss Mabelle Gil- 
man While He Was at College In 
England. 


The passionate press agent for Ma- 
belle Gilman has broken into that ac- 
tress’ writing desk and stolen there- 
from a packet of letters, and the other 
day he gave to the world the love let- 
ters of the Prince of Siam, says the 
New York Tribune. Miss Gilman, who 
is called Tcherno Okaya by her Sia- 
mese swain, was sorry—quite grieved, 
in! fact—that the letters had got out. 
She could not understand how the 
press agent dared to take them with- 
out her permission. 

The prince, by the bye, has left the 
country and is well way to 
Siam. The wise heads may take this 
fact for what it is worth. 

The Prince of Siam ftirst met Miss 
Gilman in London, when she was there 
with “The Belle of New York” and “a 
dangerous rival of Edna May in the af- 
fections of rdyalty” (the phrase is a 
bubble from the lips of her press agent). 
Their friendship seems to have in- 
spired the crown prince to pour forth 
verse that if quantity counted should 
have won for him the Newdigate prize. 
Letters from him to her in 1901 bear 
the seal of Christ college, Oxford, and 
in all of them are inclosed verses, 
sometimes two or three separate 
poems. On the backs of the photo- 
graphs he sent her he was more mod- 
erate, contenting himself with quoting 
from the poems of other men. If the 
letters themselves did not furnish proof 
of the genuineness of the story, the 
fact that these quotations are from 
Lovelace, Carew, S. T. Coleridge and 
Omar the Tentmaker would at once 
put them beyond the invention of Miss 
Giliman’s press agent. 

The first of the letters made public 
is dated from the Siamese legation, 
London, in December, 1900, and begins 
“My Dear Miss Gilman.” 

One year later, writing from Oxford, 
he opens as follows: 

My “Tcherno Okaya”—I hope you know 
what this means by now, for you should 
have got the book I sent you the other 
day. But in case of accidents I had best 
explain that “Tcherno Okaya”™ is Russian 
and, being translated, means “sparkling 


on his 


eyes.” Who deserves the name better | 
than you? 

This he signs “Bijou.” 

In this letter the verse begins. It is 


funny how Oxford affects people, as 
Sue used to remark to Jude. The poem 
inclosed is called “The Prince’s Rey- 
erie” and consists of five quatrains 
modeled on the Rubaiyat and prefaced 
by the famous quatrain beginning “Ah, 
love, could you and I with him con- 
spire,’ which the prince misquotes, 
though Mabelle probably didn’t know 
it. His problem seems to be some- 
thing like that which faces the hero of 
“Alt Heidelberg,” for he sings, after 
three prefatory and ardent stanzas: 


Ah, love, if only thou wert born princess 

Or else myself were only something less 

Than that which I am now—of rank so 
high— 

Oh, then we two might know such happi- 
ness! 


The best hours of my life away have 
flown, 
But I am so thankful that } have known 


The best and sweetest joy upon this 
earth 
And that once I did call thee, love, my 
own.

The poem is of four stanzas, wherein 
he goes Lovelace, who furnishes the 
model, one better.

OXYGEN FOR FISH FRY.

Ingentous Swiss Devise a Very 
Clever Invention, 

Lack of oxygen causes the death of 
fish fry rapidly in transportation for 
the purpose of planting in foreign wa- 

| ters, as fish commissioners often learn. 
For a long time the device of constant- 
ly supplying fresh water by an attend- 
ant has been adopted, and sometimes, 
says a writer in the Brooklyn Eagle,

distance entirely new water must be 
supplied to the tanks. Max Kern and 
Alfred Wiget, residents of Switzerland, 
have invented a means of supplying the 
necessary oxygen to the water by pass- 
ing into the water either air or the con- 
stituent thereof which is necessary to 
the maintenance of life. 

Attached to the transport vessel that 
contains the fish are two cylinders con- 
taining air or oxygen, which is com- 


pressed in one cylinder until the pres- 
sure reaches the proper power, as shown 
ou a gauge al the tup. Before this air 


or oxygen is introduced into the water 
it is transferred to the other cylinder to 
reduce flowing from this 
reservoir to a pipe leading to the bot- 
tom of the water tank. The air bub- 
bles from the bottom of this 
tank, from the perforations in the sec- 
ond pipe, and mingles with the water, 
thus giving the needed oxygen to pre- 
serve the fish fry.

A small army of experts and laborers 
is at work establishing the plant of the 
Atlanta company cn the Chattahoochee 
river, and one of the finest dams in the 
world is planned, says the New York 
Post. The building of the plant will call 
for the expenditure of $1,500,000. The 
dam will be built of concrete, will be 
about 1,100 feet from shore to shore, 
50 feet high and 65 feet wide at the 
base, tapering to about 14 feet at the 
top. It is expected that the work 
of establishing the plant will consume 
between eighteen and twenty-four 
months. ; 

To build a structure of such magni- 
tude will, of course, take time. Coffer- 
dams will be constructed as the work 
proceeds, and a new plan of construc- 
tion will be in force.

| HAD MEMORABLE STRUGGLE Were taken, and preparations were 


Against Adverse Winds and Waves to 
Bring Hitherto Isolated Community 
Two Thousand Miles Nearer the. 
Parent Continent

Honolulu, Jan. 3.—The voysse of the 
cable ship Silvertown, which laidthetirst 
section of the submarine cable that is 
to connect the United States with its 
insular possessions in the Pucifie and 
eventually with the continent of Asia, , 
was eventful and at times unpleasantly 
exciting. Twelve hous out from San 
Francisco the ship was beset by bad 
weather, which continued, with the ex- 
ception of one day, to the end of the 
voyuge. Variable winds, that at times 
approached the velocity of gales, and 
heavy seas, retarded progress aud en- 
dangered the safety of the cable. In 
fact every adverse condition that is 
usually encountered in the laying of a 
cable was met with. At times the task 
was almost hazardous. 

On Dec. 15 the vessel ran intoa squall , 
of wind and rain that came out of the | 
west. Steering a southwesterly course 
the Silvertown offered a broad veam to 
the storm. Soon the vessel was rolling 
in a manner most dangerous to the 
cable. Towards evening the rain 
ceased, but the storm continued un- 
abated throughout the night. 

‘These were anxious hours for the men 
charged with the safety of the rte | 
‘wo courses were open, either to keep 
on the true course or to cut and buoy 
the line. Both were fraught with dan- 
ger. A deviation from the course was 
obviously out of the question, as much 
for the reason that such action would 
not have lessened the strain upon the 
cable as the more important considera- | 
tion of the waste of time and the dan- | 
ger of getting into nuknownu depths. | 
To cut and buoy the cable would have | 
been equally dangerous. 

All chances were carefully weizhed 
and the vessel's bow was kept to the 
southwest. Tuesday, the 16th. brought 
no improvement in the weather condi. 
tions. The wind continued to blow} 
great blasts from the west and the seas 
constantly bombarded the big ship's 
starboard beam. } 

At times the ship rolled terribly and | 
it seemed that the great strain would! 
prove disastrous to the cable. Under 
ordinary conditions the line is paid out 
7 percent faster than the speed ef the 
vessel. ‘This was increased during the 
storm to 10 percent. Even with this 
concession the strain was terrific. As 
the ship lifted and lurehed the great 
drum around which the strand was pass- 
ing would almost cease to revolve one 
moment, only to resume with a rush the 
next, rendering the life of the men in 
the tanks in danger. 

The dynomometer regulating the 
speed of the line and the strain was 
fluctuating wiidly at such times, rush- 
ing from an indicated struin of two tous 
or less up to four and even five tons. 
The breaking strain is 8 5-4 tons, anda 
failure to relieve the strain promptly 
meant disaster, as the loss of that line 
in 2500 fathoms would have resulted in | 
a long and serious delay in the com- 
pletion of the work of laying the cable, 
as well as being a most expensive hap- 
pening to that contracting company. 
Rare good judgment in the handling 
of both the ship and the cable at these 
critical times averted an accident. 

Throughout Monday night and until 
Tuesday noan, when the wind abated 
in force, the ship’s ofticers and crew and 
the cable staff were on duty without rest 
or sleep. Great relief was expressed 
when the apparently critical situation 
was passed. 

On Friday the first section 
cable, measuring 929 nautical miles, 
was finished, and the vessel was 
stopped at 8 p. m. to make the change 
to the after tank, ccntaining the second 
section. 

This interesting and hazardous opera- 
tion was successfully carried out in a 
little more than an hour, and progress 
was resumed. As the vessel grew 
lighter the rolling increased. The 
character of the carge and the ponder- 
ous deck machinety made her par- 
ticularly suscentible to the onslaught 
of the seas. For 24 hours euding at 
noon Sunday, the 21st, 217 knots of 
cable were laid.

At present there are four districts in 
Turkey in which any one who so de- 
sires may enter into the business of 
meerschaum mining simply by paying 
the Ottoman government the sum de- 
manded for a license—namely, 5 pias- 


ters. These districts are Sari-Sou, Se- 
petdji, Geikli and Menlon. The 5,000 
miners already engaged in this indus- 
try are Kurds and Persians, and all of 
them work according to the most primi- 
tive methods. 
gangs composed of fifteen men at the 
most under the authority of a section 


boss. 

The first work done, says the Revue 
Scientifique, consists of sinking a well 
until the miners come to a reddish clay 


soil, which indicates the presence of 
the meerschaum, this latter being | 


found at a depth varying from ten to 
200 feet. The meerschaum appears in 
the form of round lumps, more or less 
irregular in form, the size of which 
rarely exceeds thirty or forty cubic 
centimeters and the usual size of which 
is about that of an apple or a walnut. 
When they reach the bed, the miners 
dig horizontal galleries through the red 
clay, and, as there is no direction or 
plan pursued, the gangs frequently 
meet each other. The work is carried 
on night and day by means of petro- 
leum lamps, the blocks of meerschaum 
being brought to the surface still im- 
bedded in their matrix. On the weekly 
sale day the workmen meet and sell 
their goods to the “Iuledjis,” or pipe 
manufacturers of Eskichehir. The 
blocks are then taken to the town and 
washed, after which they are cut into 
suitable pieces while the matter is still 
very soft. Sorting and classing are then 
proceeded with, and the “luledjis” in 
their turn sell their purchases to the 
larger dealers, who export the meer- 
schaum, carefully enveloped in cotton 
wadding.

is composed of about 


70 per cent of carbonate of magnesia, 
.25 of silex and .05 of aluminium. 


One of the essential conditions for 
the speeding of automobiles at night 
is the proper lighting of the road. Or- 
dinary side lanterns are inadequate, 
land therefore headlights which throw 
bright rays in advance of the vehicle 
must be used. Acetylene Is well adapt- 
ed for obtaining a brilliant light. It is 
by no means uncommon to see car- 
riages provided with two searchlights, 
placed at the right and at the left of the 
vehicle. Such lights, says a writer in 
the Scientific American, should have a 
common generator. 

The geueriator of the Bleriot light 
may be regarded as a typical example 
of the generators usually employed.

lithe.” The compound has the great 
advantage over ordinary carbide of be- 
ing less sensitive to moisture and of 
not leaving any solid residuum. In or- 
der to introduce it into the lantern 
, without difficulty the generator is 
made in the form of a eylinder which 
slips into the receptacle behind the re- 
flector when the cover of the search- 
light has been raised. 


| The generator is charged by unscrew- 


ing the cover, B. When this is lifted, 
it draws with it the cylinder, C, which 
contains the basket that holds the car- 
bide. The bottom of the basket is per- 
forated and furnished with vertical 
partitions, 8S, which prevent the ear- 
bide from packing too solidly and fa- 
cilitate the access of the water. The 
generator cylinder terminates on top 
{n a gas conducting tube, A, into which 
{s introduced a tin cartridge contain- 
ing ordinary carbide between two 
plugs of wadding and which serves as 
a purifier. The gas is obliged to pass 
through this tube before escaping by 
the cock, R, and in so doing it is puri- 
fied. The water is poured into the 
cylinder, E, up to the proper level, after

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The Medicine Closet.

The sweet oil and lmewater 
which the druggist will mix in exactly 
the right proportions is the best of 
remedies for a burn. Add to these a 
ten cent box of absorbent cotton, a roll 
of antiseptic bandages and a hot water 
bag, and the closet will be ready for or- 
dinary accidents.

WEIGHT OF THE BRAIN. 


The Masculine Crgan Heavier Than 
That of Woman, 
M. Marchand has investigated the 
brains of 1,173 persons immediately 
} after death. The weight of the brain is 
influenced by the disease. Diphtheria, 
for example, increases the weight. The 
| brains of newborn boys weigh on an 
|average 371 grains, of newborn girls 
361. At the end of the first year 
the figures are: Boys, 907; girls, 893. 
By the end of the third year the weight 
| of the brain has tripled, and from this 
epoch it increases very slowly, especial- 
ly with girls. It attains its greatest 
| weight at about nineteen and one-half 
years for men and at about seventeen 
for women. 
The average weight of the brain of 
an adult male is 1,400 grams, of an 
} adult female 1,275 grams. The reduc- 
|tion of weight due to senile atrophy 


| commences with men about the eight- 
| jeth year, with women about the sey- 
entieth year. We may recall for com- 
parison the following facts: The heavi- 
/ est brain on record is that of the nov- 
elist Turgeneff,.2,120 grains. One of 
} the lightest is that of Gambetta, 1,160 
| grams, 

The weight of the brain is thus one 
factor, and only one, in the comparison 
of different men and of different sexes. 
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Neuralgia, says a writer in La Na- 
| ture, is sometimes caused by a lesion 
|} or functional trouble of the nervous 
centers and sometimes by an inflam- 


| ritis, but whatever may be the cause 
all neuralgia is characterized by pains 
the violence and intensity of which we 
all know more or less. There is no 
form of illness which is more rebel- 


| painful cases it has been necessary to 
perform grave surgical operations. 

Here is a new and very ingenious mode 
of treatment, discovered by Dr. Cor- 
, dier, a surgeon of the hospitals of Ly- 
| ons, Which is based on the fact that in 
| certain cases of troublesome sciatica 
| the elongation of the nerve bas not 
only been advised, but practiced, the 
nerve, after having been quickly 
Stripped of its coverings, being raised 
and drawn in such a way as to stretch 
its fibers. 

Inspired by this idea, M. Cordier 
thought that in treating in the same 
way the peripheric network, the small- 
er nervous ramifications, one would 
succeed in easing the pain. To obtain 
the distention of the nervous network 
he has recourse to gaseous injections 
and to insufflations of air, which are 
simple to make, painless and harmless, 
In this procedure we have a great ad- 
vance over the elongation which neces- 
sitates a real operation under ames- 
thetics. 

The needle used in ordinary hypo- 
dermic injections is sufficient te make 
the insufflations of air, and a rubber 

ball can serve as an insufflator, but it 
j is better to take a little bellows like 
| that of the Potain apparatus, and as 
the air contains but few microbes it 

may be injected in its native state. To 
reassure the timid, however, it is easy 
; to place between the rubber bulb and 
the needle a glass filled with sterilized 
| wadding, which will arrest, if there be 
need of such, all microbie life, and in 
this connection it is useless to insist on 
| the absolute necessity of the aseptic 
condition of the needle, of the skin and 
of the hands of the operator. 

The needle is buried in the cellular, 
subcutaneous tissue, and a eertain 
quantity of air, variable according to 
the locality, is slowly injected, follow- 
ing which there is formed a ball, the re- 
sult of the distention of the skin. This 

| distention is not painful, the patient 
| having merely. a slight tingling and a 
| disagreeable in pressing of puffing. To 
bring about the real distention and the 
elongation of the fine nervous termina- 
tions M. Cordier recommends that, the 
air ball once obtained, a vigorous mas- 
sage should ensue in order that the air 
may be diffused.

Declaration That No European State 
Has Never Even Recognized It, or 
Will Do So—Doubt as to What 
Regulations Result from It 


Berlin, Jan. 5.—Several newspupers, 
in their yearly political reviews, de- 
vote much attention to Venezuela and 
the Monroe doctrine. The Vossische 
Zeitung (Independent Liberal) regards 
Germany's proceedings against Vene- 
zuela as entirely within the jiuiits of 
international law. 

“Whoever bas a claim against an- 
other,” says this journal, “tries to col- 
lect it, whether they be private in- 
dividuals or nations. If anybody dis- 
putes our right to compel payment of 
the Venezuelan claims we must ask 
that person if he be willing to pay the 
debt himself, or give guarantees there- 
for. If so the matter speedily could 
be settled; but, if this other person is 
unwilling to give such guarantees, his 
objections do not concern us. The 
United States could settle the trouble 
between Germany and Venezuela ina 
moment if it would stand good for the 
payment of our claims; but the Unit+d 
States is unwilling to take this st2p urd 
we cannot demand that it do so. In 
this case the United States should not 
hinder Germany from pursuing the 
course that is deemed expedient.” 

The Vossische Zeitung refers to what 
it calls the “wild noise” in a portion of 
the American press which declares that 
Germany has no right under the Mon- 
roe doctrine to take forcible action in 
Venezuela, and that Germany bas not 
even recognized the Monroe doctrine. 
“The latter assertion is correct,” says 
the journal. ‘“No-other European state 
ever recognized this doctrine, and we 
believe no European country will ever 
do so. The Monroe doctrine is not 
adapted to become a subject of diplo- 
matic negotiation, and the document 
hardly exists in which this dovtrine Is 
laid before any European power with 
the request that this power make a 
declaration thereon.” 

After reciting the history end the 
origin of the framer of the doctrine, the 
paper asserts that the right of int>r- 
vention claimed by the Holy alliance 
bas long since been abandoned. The

The last meeting of the City Council 
of 1902 was held Saturday night and it 
proved to be the most interesting one 
of the year. 

Councilman Adams was the only ab- 
sentee. 

WOODWARD FUND. 


Mayor Bryant sent a communication 
asking that the ordinance concerning 
the management of the Woodward 
Fund be so amended that those who 
received a salary from the city should 
not receive any compensation for ser- 
vice on that board. Also that the or- 
dinance concerning city salaries be a- 
mended so that the salary of the City 
Clerk and City Treasurer should be 
$1,400 each instead of $1,200. 

Laid on the table until later. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEES. 


The Committee on Ordinances re- 
ported reference to the next Council 
of the ordinance prohibiting the use of 
sling shots, etc. Accepted. 

The Committee on Streets reported 
reference to the next Council on the 
petition for lights on Johnson avenue. 
Accepted. 

FREIGHT RAILROAD. 


The Committee on Streets reported 
asubstitute order granting the Fore 
River Co. a location fora freight rail- 
road. 

The substitute order provided that 
all crossings at grade may be revoked 
at any time if public safety required 
aftera public hearing; that the city 
shall be held harmless for all damages 
in maintainance of said track; that the 
city shall be reimbursed for any change 
of grade; that street crossings sball be 
paved between the tracks and for a dis- 
tance of ten feet outside the rails; that 
the Mayor and Council may make reg- 
ulations as to power and speed, and 
may order such changes in tracks as 
necessary, the expense to be born by 
the company. 

The report was accepted and after 
taking its second reading the question 
was on final passage of the order. 

In reply to Councilman Piper, the 
City Solicitor said that the City Coun- 
cil could revoke the location after a 
public hearing and that the Fore River 
Co. could not get an injunction stop- 
ping it. That the Council had full 
power. 

Councilman Piper spoke against the 
order. He could not vote to have the 
railruad cross at grade as all grade 
crossings were dangerous. It is a mat- 
ter of dollars and cents to the company 
but to the public it means life. 

Councilman Whiton opposed. The 
travelling public have some rights. 
The time will come when some one 
will get hurt. There was a big scheme 
behind this to extend tracks across 
Washington street. He would be will- 
ing the city should bear part of expense 
of abolishing grade. 

Councilman Fallon believed we 
should give the company all the en- 
couragement possible. He hoped mem- 
bers would be broad minded and vote 
for the order. 

Councilman Nickerson opposed. He 
did not believe it was a burden tothe 
company to expend $25,000 to change 
the grade. He hoped matter would go 
to next Council. 

City Solicitor Blackmur stated that 
the first order gave an irrevokable 
franchise, but the present order made 
it possible to revoke location at any 
time. 

Councilman Freeman favored order. 
He cited the Union Freight railroad in 
Boston where they never had an acci- 
dent. They handled from 125 to 150 
carsa day. He believed is encouraging 
all industries. It will mean the bring- 
ing of other large industries to our 
borders. 

Councilman Nichols favored the 
order. He did not believe there would 
be any special danger. We are inclined

Buhamara, the pretender, 
having claimed the intention of en- 
throning Mulai Mohammed, his rebe}- 
lion has no longer any reason for con- 
tinuance, as the sultan has) pub}i ly 
reconciled himself with his brother and 
Mulai Mohammed bas made a solemn 
entry into Fez, acclaimed by the popu- 
lace. 

The sultan has announced the ap- 
pointment of Mulai Mohammed 4s gov- 
ernor of the province of Fez, thus dis- 
proving the rumors that Mula! Mobam- 
med aspired to the throne. When this 
had been done the tribes around Fez 
swore fidelity to the sultan und de- 
nounced Buhamara as an impostor 
whom they would prevent from cvom- 
ing to Fez. 

All immediate danger has disap- 
peared. The routes from Fez to the 
coast are open. It is said the sultun 
is now preparing a large expedition with 
the intention of crushing the rebellion.

Was Broken by Workmen—Wbdby 
Some Were Evicted After Strike 
Was Declared O1fF 


Philadelphia, Jan. 5.—The answer of 
G. B. Markle & Co., independent coal 
operators, to the demands of the miners, 
was made public here yesterday. It 
was written by John Markle, managing 
partner of the firm. The statement is, 
in part, as follows: 

“The firm employs about 2400 men, 
aud many of its employes reside in the 
villages of Freeland and Hazleton. The 
lessees erected and own all the im- 
provements upon the property, Includ- 
ing breakers, stores, shops aud teue- 
meut houses. 

“From the time of my first connection 
with the business, in 1880, there have 
always been a resident pbysician and 
assistant physicians upon the property 


| until recently, with the exception of a 


The firm selected the 
ussist- 


short interval. 
head physician, who chose his 


| ants, and we collected 75 cents a month 
from the married men and 50 cents a 


month from the single men over 21. 
The amount collected was paid over to 
the physician. This arrangement was 
not compulsory upon the men or fami- 
lies. 

“Stores for the sale of general mer- 
chandise and of miners’ supplies have 
always been maintained upon the prop- 
erty, and have been and are an ac- 
commodation to the men and their fami- 
lies. The men have never been  re- 
quired to deal there. 

“Ry the terms of the coal leases G. 
B. Markle & Co. are required to pay 
all the taxes upon the property. The 
taxes paid by the coal operators con- 
stitute the largest portion of the taxes 
collected in the county.” 

Continuing, the answer says a sliding 
scale basis of labor had been agreed 
upon in 1875 and had from thut time 
been generally in force in the Lehigh 
region. In September, 1897, a commit- 
tee of miners presented certain demands 
to the firm. An agreement was then 
in existence between the company and 
men to settle differences by arbitration 
The company replied to the demands 
and received no further commuulication 
from the miners. Work at the mines 
continued uninterrupted until the latter 
part of 1900, when Jghn Mitchell made 
his headquarters at Hazleton and en- 
deavored to organize the Markle ew- 
ployes. 

In September, 1900, another list of 
grievances was furnished the firn:, the 
company’s answer being that if the 
mnen were not satisfied with the reply 
the officials would be willing to arbi- 
trate. The next communication from 
the men demanded arbitration, but the 
committee selected by the empioyes re- 
ported that the latter had broken their 
agreement with the company by strik- 
{ug before their grievances had been 
submitted to arbitration. Finally, on 
Oct. 27, 1900, a committee of the men 
applied to the firm for an adjustment 
of the differences. This was accom- 
plished and on Oct. 29 work was re- 
sumed at the mines. 

The answer further states: “Be- 
tween 1900 and 1902 many requests 
were made for the correction of alleged 
grievances, which were all taken up and 
considered and acted upon; but not 
either individually aor collectively, 
orally or in writing, did the men make 
any complaint in reference to the 
method of collecting the dues for the 
doctors or the priests, nor wus our at- 
tention called to any defect in respect 
to ventilation, unfair treatment at the 
store, nor as to the size of the cars, nor 
as to the slope cleaning, or the docking, 
unti] April, 1902; and we had every rea- 
son to believe that, taken as a whole, 
the men were entirely satisfied with the 
conditions of their employment. 

“In the course of the hearings at 
Scranton complaint was made of the 
size of the cars, but in reality the size 
has not been changed, as will be proved 
by the testimony of the bullders, who 
will be produced. It was also alleged 
that the docking was excessive, but the 
accountant will testify that it was less 
than 2 percent. Objection was also 
made that the full 10 percent advance 
Was not given. The manner in which 
the advance was computed was re- 
peatedly explained to the men, and it 
will be shown by the expert eccountant 
that it was correctly ca'culated. 

“As we Lad not been parties to the 
correspondence under which the antbra- 
cite strike commission was appointed 
and the strike declareg off, we were not 
willing to permit our men to return to 
work without a distinct understanding 
that they would abide by the award to 
he made by the commission. We were 
then informed that some of the men 
objected, upon the ground that the u.en 
should be taken back in a body, and 
the rumor was started to the effect that 
they would be required to sign an iron- 
clad agreement, as a condition of zo- 
ing to work. Pickets were stationed in 
the neighborhood of the office and along 
the lines of the road to prevent the 
men from coming to the office, where 
they might have learned the truth and 
arranged for a resumption of work. 

, “Meanwhile I had been informed that 
the same men who had been maki 1g 
trouble during the strike were taki 1g 
& leading part in intimidating and 

tening any one coming to the office 


work. No attempt was made to collect 
the arrears of rent which had accrued 
during the strike, und the parties were 
evicted on Nov. 6, 1902.” 

The earnings of the evicted men for 
the year 1901, according to the state- 
ment, varied from $350 to $1000. 

The answer further states that the 
father of the boy—Chippie—was killed 
fs a result of his own negligence. He 
was not indebted to the firm at the 
time of his death. His earnings for the 
previous six months, from Feburary to 
July inclusive, amounted to $330. Mrs. 
Chippie paid nothing on account of rent 
or coal. 

Attached to the answer are several 
exhibfts, one of which is a statement 
showing the earnings of certain con- 
tract miners during 11% mouths, in- 
cluding 11 Of the highest earners and 
five of the lowest, the highest receiving 
$4000 and the lowest $400. 


This Week In Congress 

Washington, Jan. 5.--Many of the 
senators who left Washington for the 
Christmas holidays are still absent, and 
when business was resumed today 
there was not a very full attendance. 
Before the week is far advanced, how- 
ever, the senate again will be in regular 
working order. During the present 
week and probably for some time to 
come the omnibus statehood bill will be 
the chief topic of discussion on the 
floor. 

No complete program is mapped out 
for the house for the week. The lead- 
ers are very anxious to force the ap- 
propriation bills ahead as rapidly as 
possible. The Indian bill is on the 
calendar and headway is making in 
committee with the vostoffice, diplo- 
matic and consular District of Columbia 
bills. The latter at least, will be re- 
ported to the house before the eng of 
the week. 


Topsy Will Kill No More 

New York, Jan. 5.—Several hundred 
spectators witnessed ihe execution by 
electricity at Coney Island yesterday 
of Topsy, an elephant who bud killed 
three men and had recently become un- 
manageable. Immediately after 200 
grains of cyanide of potassium bad been 
administered, concealed in a carrot, a 
current of 6600 volts was turned on 
through copper plates on which the 1ni- 
mal stood. At the end of 10 seconds 
the elephant was pronounced to be. cad. 
An autopsy showed that the poison had 
not had time to take effect. 


Engines Came Together 

Burlington, Vt. Jan. 5.—Two extra 
trains, one a long freight and the other 
a passenger train returning from Rut- 
land with persons who went there to 
attend the funeral of Engineer Ma- 
honey, who was killed in the collision 
of Friday afternoon, collided in the 
railroad yard here last night. Both 
engines were damaged. All the pas- 
sengers were shaken up, but only one 
was injured, and he not serlously.

FUEL FOR THE CITY. 


The distress of our people at the 
present time occasioned by their in- 
ability to procure fuel, except occasion- 
ally at prohibitive prices, has led me 
to investigate the question as to 
whether or not it will be advisable for 
the city to make provision to purchase 
its own coal and wood in large quanti- 
ties in the future. 

We already own property at Quincy 
Adams, formerly used by the Water 
department, upon which there is a sid- 
ing connecting with the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad, and 
there is situated on the property a 
building in which a certain amount of 
coal can be stored. 

The city uses about 2,000 tons of coal 
per year. This includes the amount 
consumed at the schoolhouses, public 
buildings, hose houses, and that dis- 
tributed by the Poor department. 

If the duty of purchasing coal for all 
of these departments were imposed 
upon one officer of the city government, 
it would enable us to buy ip large 
quantities at a considerable saving in 
cost. 

Heretofore the School Department has 
advertised each year in the Quincy pa- 
pers for coal, which bas brought bids 
from none but Quincy dealers. Of 
course that department did not have 
the facilities for the transporting of 
coal or storing it, but if the city gov- 
ernment undertook to deal with the 
supply of fuel for the entire city on a 
systematic basis, I believe it would 
have no difficulty in purchasing its coal 
outside the state at a considerable sav- 
ing,and could distribute same with the 
city teams. 

It may be necessary for you to make 


}a small appropriation to carry out cer- 


tain plans, which I shall later submit 


to you, in reference to enabling us to 


receive coal at tide water. 

I would also call your attention to the 
fact that there will probably be some- 
thing done in the way of securing legis- 
lation to enable cities and towns to 
borrow money for the establishment of 
municipal coal yards. 

It may be that it will take several 
years to secure such legislation, but in 
the meantime if we equip ourselves 
with the means of furnishing coal for 
various departments, we sball be ina 
position temporarily to supply our in- 
habitants in cases of emergency, such 
as we are now facing. 

CONCLUSION. 

Finally, members of the Council, it is 
obvious that not only the best but the 
only way of achieving a successful ad- 
ministration of the city’s affairs is by 
intelligent co-operation; not alone the 
executive with the legislative, but each 
member of your body with the others. 

It is my political experience (which 
has been fairly long and continuous)an 
almost unknown thing that a member 
of Council supports a measure from a 
selfish or mean motive, although in the 
heat of argument it is not uncommon 
to have this allegéd. I would urge to 
each a wider tolerance of the opinion 
of the other as the best attitude of ac- 
complishing a barmony of results. 

Personally, I invite each member of 
this body, whether iu oreutof session, 
to confer with me unreservedly about 
any measure contemplated or in pro- 
cess of enactment, believing that the 
frank, mutual discussion of position is 
the surest guarantee against misunder- 
Standing. 

Tn the coming year let us unite in 
our common purpose of accomplishing 
the solution of all municipal problems 
as they occur, with confidence in each 
other, and to this purpose I pledge my 
most earnest endeavor.

Harley C. Richardson, was laid before 
Judge Bosson in the district court yes- 
terday in the testimony of Dr. Eunice 
Kinney, who attended Mrs. Richardson. 
The main feature of Dr. Kinney's 
testimony were the accounts of the three 
occasions when she was called to see 
Mrs. Richardson while the latter was 
suffering from what Dr. Kinney dig- 
nosed as arsenical poisoning; an in- 
stance in which Dr. Kinney herself was 
made similarly sick after tasting of 
medicine at the Richardsons; and 
finally the finding during a personal 
search by a woman representative of 
the Revere police of a small druggist’s 
envelope containing two powders in 
Miss Catherine Richardson's stocking. 
This last named discovery was made 
immediately after Miss Richardson's 
arrest by Chief Sackett, and was fol- 
lowed by Miss Richardson's fainting. 

The government has not yet shown 
whether or not these powders were 
white arsenic, although one of them has 
been subjected to a chemical analysis. 
The envelope, hewever, was marked in 
pencil “10 gr. Sodium Bromide.” 

Dr. Kinney was put through 
vere cross-examination by Mr. Bartlett, 
counsel for Miss Richardson, during 
which she made a few contradictory 
statements and a number of admix 
sions, but the substantial portion of 
her direct testimony was in fairly good 
eondition when the court adjourned. 
Mr. Bartictt, however, will continue his 
attack on this testimony today. 

Dr. Kinney proved rather a difficult 
witness to examine, for she continually 
explained her answers and many were 
thrown out expressing opinion. 
Nevertheless she gave her testimony 
with evident care. The most telling 
point made by the defense was that 
of obtaining from Dr. Kinney an admis- 
sion that Mrs. Richardson was evi- 
dentiy mildly insane. and rambling in 
her statements, which admission came 
direclly after Dr. Kinney’s testiniony 
that it was Mrs. Richardson who called 
her attention to changes being made in 
the medicine which Dr. Kinney had left 
for her. 

During the time in which Mrs, Rich- 
ardson was under Ir. Kinney’s care, 
from Dec. 12 to Dec. 25, the latter 
visited her on an average of twice a 
day. On the first occasion, Dec. 12, the 
call was by telephone, and it was then 
that Dr. Kinney found her suffering 
from burning in the throat and stomach

and retching. Although Dr. Kinney 
believed then that Mrs. Richardson's 


illness was due to arsenic, she admitted 
under cross-examination that she did 
not zive her the usual antidote. 

She told Miss Catherine Richardson 
that the symptoms were arsenical, and 
the latter said it was strange that every 
time they attempted to change their 
boarding place her mother was always 
taken siek, and her brother also. 

Five days later, Mrs. Richardson had 
another attack, and two days later a 
third. Between those times she was 
able to be dressed. On Dec. 12, or be- 
tween Mrs. Richardson's second and 
third illnesses, Miss Richardson was 
also taken sick with the same symp- 
toms, and Dr. Kinney was _ hastily 
called. Miss Richardson told the doc- 
tor she must have taken the wrong 
medicine. 

Shortly after this Dr. Kinney came 
into the room suddenly, and foond

Yinally there came the report to the 
police, which was followed by Miss 
Richardson's arrest and the search of 
her person by Mrs. Rollins, a repre- 
sentative of the authorities. The dis- 
covery of the powders was the resnit. 
Dr. Kinney did not say what these 
powders were, and as yet this evidence 
remains hidden. 

The cross-examination was at times 
quite technical. Dr. Kinney admitted 
that after seeing symptoms of arsenical 
poisoning in these instances she did not 
take any ching for analysis until she had 
been treating Mrs. Richardson for 11 
pays. 

Then a sinall quantity of urine was 
taken, but it was lost by accident. A 
second quantity was turned over to the 
police. Dr. Kinney declared that her 
suspicions were not aroused until after 
she herself had been made sick, as she 
claimed, by the medicine. She stontly 
@eclared that her medicines had fre- 
quently been changed. She admitted 


her mother had similar attacks hefore 


| Dec. 12, and that she did not know that 


the family had other medical advice 
Mrs. Richardson. 

With this last admission the day’s 
hearing closed, and further cross-ex- 
amination was postponed until today.

After four hours’ fighting 
the revolutionists abandoned the field 
and the town of Guatire. They had 57 
men killed and many wounded. Oncof 
their guns was captured. A prisoner 
captured by the government forces is 
authority for the statement that the 
revolutionists still lack ammunition,

Berne, Jan. 6.—A writ which the Ger- 
man consul at Geneva purposes to serve 
upon the Crown Princess of Saxony is 
a petition for judicial separation. The 
document requests the crown princess 
to return to Dresden and appear before 
a special tribunal. The princess, on 
the other hand, demands alsolute 
divorce from the crown prince.

Washington, Jan. 6.—In a letter to the 
navy department Rear Admiral Evans, 
commander-in-chief of the Asiatic sta- 
tion, calls attention to the crying need 
of officers for the ships on his sta- 
tion, and urges the navy department to 
come to his assistance as soon as pos- 
sible.

according to the Mayor’s inaugural is 
$70,540.35, nd as no pressing public 
improvements were mentioned in tbe 
address, it should be easy to keep the 


pew notes well within this amount, 


and every dollar inside will reduce the 


municipal debt just so much. 
The park debt will be 
$1,000 this year_as in the past, and be- 


ginning next year $2,000 a year will be 


paid. ‘The interest on the park debt 
has each"year amounted to more than 
the notes™maturing, 
1901, $1,680 in 1902, and $1,640 this 
year. According to the method adopted 
for payment, our playgrounds are very 
ex pensive. 

The maturing water debt this year is 
$33,500, and the debt should be re- 
duced at least $3,350, and the depart- 
ment woald not be crippled if $15,000 or 
$22,500 instead of $30,000 was appropri- 
ated this year for extensions and con- 
struction. 

The maturing sewer debt is about 
$15,000 this year, and there is a good 
sized balance from the special sewer 
appropriation of $80,000 in 1902. The 
sewer assessments will not much longer 
be large enough tu meet the cost of 
maintenance and maturiog .sewer debt, 
so the °City Council will be wise if it 
goes slow in increasing the sewer debt 
untjl it finds out just how the city is 
situated. It will soon be necessary to 
include in current expenses an appro- 
priation for sewer maintenance, and to 
raise by taxation the amounts needed 
for maturing sewer debt and interest. 

The burden of most of the inaugural 
addresses in Massachusetts cities on 
Monday was the heavy mortgages placed 
on cities, the maturing debt and 
interesting requiring altogether too large 
a part of the tax rate. The situation in 
municipal government is really serious, 
and very discouraging to taxpayers. 
We commend a careful reading of the 
financial part of the address of Mayor 
Collins of Boston.

At the same time that education 
was an important factor, the necessity 
of having a trade or the knowledge of 
something by which to earn a living 
was equally important and should be a 
part of the reformatory training. 

He presented an encouraging outlook 
and suggested an intermediate school 
between the parental and reformatory 
similar to the English school which is 
called the industrial school and where 
the inmate is educated to become a 
self-supporting citizen rather than aa 
expense ina penal institution. The 
audience was very attentive, which is

“TWO OFF DUTY.

It has been the rule of the depart- 
ment that an officer should pull the 
boxes on bis beat at certain intervals 
through the night; that is, he should 
place the hand in the box at his num- 
ber and pull the hook which registers 
the box number, time and officer’s 
number on a strip of paper at the 
central station. The telephone call was 
not used unless the officer desired to 
speak to the officer in chage of the 
station. 

A new rule, however, has gone into 
effect which obliges the officer after 10 
o’clock P.M. to use the telephone 
when ringing in bis duty calls, so that 
the officer at the station may know who 
it is that pulls the box.

HISTORIGAL PAPER 


And Music and Meeting of Daugh- 
ters of Revolution. 


It is always a pleasure for the mem- 
bers of Adams Chapter, Daughters of 
the Revolution, to meet with Mrs. 
Elisha Thayer of Crescent avenue, 
South Braintree, and on Monday 
afternoon there was a full attendance 
of members at her home. Mrs. Thayer 
was assisted by her daughter, Mrs. 
Charles F. Sprague, Mrs. F. Eugene 
Dyer, and Mrs. S.J. Wilde, all of 
South Braintree, and active in the 
patriotic work of the chapter. 

Mr. Frank A. Bates, who is follow- 
ing in the footsteps of his father, Sam- 
uel A. Bates, the historian, has given 
considerable time to historical study of 
Braintree and its early settlers, gave a 
most interesting paper on ‘ Braintree 
During the Revolution.” He was 
listened to attentively and his praise of 
the women of the Revolution was much 
appreciated by their descendants of to- 
day. 

He said they checked the tears caused 
at the parting of husband, son or sweet- 
heart, and set to work to support the 
family. They tilled the fields, cared 
for the cattle, and even melted the pew- 
ter dishes from off their tables to fur- 
nish bullets to drive away their uppres- 
sors. 

Braintree was slow to wake up to the 
troubles of her country, as there were 
many loyalists ia her midst, but when 
once aroused she did her duty faithfully. 
She contributed 671 soldiers; 28 went 
on the ill-fated expedition to Canada in 
1776; 17 to Rhode Island in 1776-8; 54 
to New York, and the rest served as 
coast guards. 

No battles or even skirmishes were 
ever fought in Braintree, although 
the town saw considerable fighting in 
Boston. harbor. 

Mr. Bates claimed three Presidents 
from Braintree, viz: John Adams and 
John Quincy Adams, and John Han- 
cock, first president of the Continen- 
tal Congress, something that no other 
town in the country can boast of. 

The paper was full of interesting 
anecdotes and facts, but space will not 
permit of lengthy excerpts. Mr. Bates 
was heartily applauded at the close of 
his paper, and during the informal re- 
ception later in the afternoon the ladies 
showed their appreciation of his paper 
by personally discussing with him some 
of the subjects to which-he had alluded. 

Besides the paper by Mr. Bates there 
was singing by Mrs, Albert E. Avery 
of East Braintree, who sang several 
solos, her sweet contralto voice capti- 
vating the ladies who heartily encored 
her selections. 

A social hour followed, refreshments 
being served by the hostesses. All the 
members declared it one of the pleas- 
antest meetings of the season. 


A KING’S POEM. 


Autograph Verses by James I, In a 
Book Owned In Boston. 

An interesting volume in the Boston 
Public library is Montaigne’s “Es- 
says,” printed early in the seventeenth 
century, which was owned by James 
I., the English king who was so largely 
responsible for the publication of the 
accepted version of the Holy Bible. 
The book is the first English transla- 
tion of the great French author and 
was made by John Florio, a friend of 
many of the famous Elizabethan writ- 
ers, including Shakespeare himself, 
who drew several suggestions from its 
pages for well known passages in his 
plays. 

The Boston library copy has a mod- 
ern binding, but the ancient fly leaf is 
preserved on which is written the fol- 
lowing poem, in King James’ auto- 
graph: 

Here lyeth I nakit to the anatomie 

Of my fraill hairt, o humane devitie 

O trust the Almychtie, lyk the Almychtie’s 
word 

O put on me thy robe as guhylom lord 

Thou putest once more me in thy blest 
beliefe 

And in my souill thy secretst law engrave. 

The queer words and quaint spelling 
are characteristic of early Seotch poe- 
try, which King James, as a Scotch- 
man himself, took great delight in 
writing, and perhaps the average reader 
will have no more difficulty in decipher- 
ing the royal meaning than in making 
out a page in a modern Scotch dialect 
novel. 


Liquid Oxygen, 

Liquid oxygen when first formed is 
milky in appearance owing to the pres- 
ence of some impurity which may be 
removed by passing it through ordi- 
nary filter paper. When pure, it is of 
a pale blue color, which, however, is 
not due, as some have thought, to the 
presence of liquid ozone, which is of a 
dark blue color. Liquid oxygen is a 
honconductor of electricity, but is 
strongly magnetic. It may be lifted 
from a cup by presenting the poles of 
a strong electro magnet. It seems to 
have very slight chemical activity, 
since it will extinguish a lighted match 
and has no action on a piece of phos- 
phorus dropped into it. It is’ well 
known that the A and B lines of the 
solar spectrum are due to oxygen, and 
from experiments on the top of Mont 
Blanc it is thought they are largely if 
not wholly due to the oxygen in the 
earth’s atmosphere. Professor Dewar 
showed that these lines come out very 
strong when liquid oxygen is inter-

QUEEREST GF LAWwsurts. 


A Highwayman Sued His Partner 
For His Share of Spoils. 
Perhaps the most remarkable suit 
ever brought is on the records of tha 
court of the exchequer in England. It 
was filed on Oct. 3, 1725, and it sets 
forth very clearly that John Everit and 
Joseph Williams were highway rob- 

bers. : 

In its succigst legal phrases the com- 
plaint says that the men formed a 
partnership for the purpose of carry- 
ing on business as highwaymen. It 
was mighty profitable, as was shown 
by the fact that Everit sued Williams 
for the equivalent of $5,000, “being for 
moneys wrongfully appropriated to de 
fendant’s private purse.” 

This was the amount in dispute after 
the partnership had lasted only a year. 
Then Bverit claimed that he discoy- 
ered that his partner had not made a 
fair division of the spoils. 

The action was adjudged to be a 
gross contempt of court, and the plain- 
tiff was ordered to pay all costs, while 
the solicitors who served the writ were 
fined. One of the solicitors, a man 
named Wreathcock, refused to pay the 
fine and was sent to prison for six 
months. Both plaintiff and defendant 
to the action were subsequently hang- 
ed, one at Tyburn and the other at 
Maidstone. 


Trivial Causes of Wars, 

History records one war that was 
caused by a glass of water—the war of 
the Spanish succession. A lady, Mrs. 
Masham, a celebrated court beauty, 
was carrying a glass of water when she 
was obstructed by the Marquis de To- 
rey. A slight scuffle ensued, and the 
water was spilled. The marquis lost 
his temper, and bad feeling ensued be- 
tween the English and French courts, 


with the ultimate result that war was | 


declared. The campaign cost France 
many severe battles— viz, Blenheim, 
1704; Ramillies, 1707; Audenardi, 1708, 
and Malplaquit, 1709. 

Fully as absurd in its origin was the 
war that took place during the com- 
monwealth of Modena. A soldier stole 
a bucket from a public weil belonging 
to the state of Bologna. Although the 
value of the article did not exceed a 
few pennies, the incident was the signal 
for a fierce and prolonged war. Henry, 
the king of Sardinia, assisted the Mo- 
denese to retain the bucket, and in one 
of the subsequent battles he was made 
a prisoner. The bucket is still exhibit- 
ed in the tower of the cathedral of Mo- 
dena. 


Uncle Isrul's Foresight. 

Uncle Isrul Trask was one of those 
thrifty Yankees who, his neighbors 
ayerred, would squeeze a dollar “till 
the eagle on it hollered” before allow- 
ing it to leave his pocket. He was a 
shopkeeper in a small way, but his 
business had not proved in the long run 
so profitable as his several matrimo- 
nial ventures, which had been three 
times celebrated. Soon after the last 
event of the kind had been solemnized, 
one of his intimates rallied him with: 

“Well, Uncle Isrul, heard’s how you’d 
be’n an’ done it agin. How'd you 
make out this time? Pooty well, as 
usual, hey?” 

“Well, neighbor,” drawled Uncle 
Isrul, in his soft and saintly way, “I 
did pooty well, ’s you may say, pooty 
well. Ye-es, Hetty’s a godly woman, 
neighbor; a godly woman—with a lee 
tle prop’ty!’—New York Times. 


How Fruits Act. 

The Medicine Brief thus summarizes 
the various uses of fruit in relieving 
diseased conditions of the body. The 
list is worth keeping. Under the cate- 
gory of laxatives, oranges, figs, tama- 
rinds, prunes, mulberries, dates, nec- 
tarines and plums may be included. 
Pomegranates, cranberries, blackber- 
ries, sumac berries, dewberries, rasp- 
berries, barberries, quinces, pears, wild 
cherries and medlars are astringent. 
Grapes, peaches, strawberries, whor- 
tleberries, prickly pears, black currants 
and melon seeds are diuretics. Goose- 
berries, red and white currants, pump- 
kins and melons are refrigerants. Lem- 
ons, limes and apples are stomach sed- 
atives.

CAN MAKE OR PREVENT WAR

Ownership of Great Labor Employ- 
ing Interests Will Remedy Trust 
Evils—Thinks His Own Bill Will 
Eventually Solve the Problem 


Washington, Jan. 6.—In the 
today Senator Hoar made a long and 
interesting speech devoted entirely to 
the question of trusts. He assumed 
that all thoughtful men are agreed as 
to the necessity of legislation for the 
control of trusts. He said that as yet 
there had been only apprehension and 
alarm, but no serious injury, except in 
the case of the recent coal strike, on ae- 
count of trusts. Stifl there is, he said. 
actual peril, and it is none the less real 
because it involves only the future and 
not the present. 

The senator took up the discussion

| of the effect of the control of vast wealth 
by individuals, saying that in such a 


system there was much to threaten Re- 
publican liberty. Most of the vast 
fortunes of the present day had been 
accumulated within 30 years. 

“Is there anything to render it un- 
likely,” he asked, “that if one of tlese 
vast fortunes has grown from a hun- 
dred thousand to a hundred million or a 
thousand million in 30 years, that in the

This was true, he said, because the 
natural man dies and his estate is dis- 
tributed under the law, while the cor- 
poration lives forever. “It never goes 
through the probate court,” 
“Its internal transactions kept 
secret. It is not zealous for its own 
honor or reputation, exe»pt so far as 
its honor or reputation is essential te 
its getting money. It has no soul and 
ho conscience. In general the men who 
fre most powerful in its management 
can, if they see fit, avoid responsibility 
to public opinion. They always ex- 
pect to avoid personal liability for obli- 
gations.” 

The senator said that now the great 
corporations are in good hands, but sup- 
pose some Napoleon of fluance should 
come into the control of a thousand 
million dollars, would not that pos- 
sibility be real public danger? Sucha 
power can make wars or its can prevent 
wars, It can threaten a community 
with a coal famine or a wheat famine 
and it can execute its threat. He had 
no fear but that the American people 
could meet such emergencies, but it 
were better to forestall them.

Mr. Hoar said that many as were the 
evils in the great combinations of cap- 
ital some ef them would be counter- 
balanced by corresponding advantages, 
and added: “I confess I like to see 
Pierpont Morgan buying up great lines 
of ocean steamships. I like to hear of 
foreign potentates and principalities 
and powers bowing down when he 
visits the continent of Europe. We 
need great individual power if we are 
to rival foreign nations in the great 
matters which they also control by in- 
dividual power. But it will be a bad 
bargain if we buy the dominion of the 
continent or the empire of the sea at 
the cost of American local public senti- 
ment.” 

Mr. Hoar said that he did not agree 
with those who think they find an ade- 
quate remedy for the evils of the trusts 
in the removal of the tariff from all the 
trust made articles. He announced 
his opposition to government owner- 
ship of great labor employing industries, 
including coal mines and railroads. 
Socialism, he said, furnishes no rem- 
edy, but would be quite as bad.  So- 
cialism may do for China or for Turkey, 
but it will never be a Yankee remedy. 
We had fio permanent danger to fear 
from that source. 

Speaking of corporations Mr. Hoar 
said no power less than that of the en- 
tire nation is capable of dealine with 
them. The question was the most iin- 
portant that had come up for a long 
time, “for,” said he, “we are to deal 
not only with foreign commerce, but

The measure, he said, is based 
entirely on the theory that congress can 
impose on a corporation created by any 
state such obligations as it shall think 
fit and reasonable as a condition for 
its being permitted to engage in com- 
merce with foreign nations and among 
the several states. He then presented 
the following outline of the restrictions 
imposed by his bill on corporations: 

First, publicity in the conduct of 
their business and the constitution of 
their organization; second, the powet 
to stop their business altogether if they 
violate the laws enacted by congress; 
third, strict penalties on them and their 
officers for sucli violations; fourth, per- 
sonal liability for all debts, obligations 
and wrong doings of the directors, offi- 
cers and agents unless the laws be fully 
complied with. This liability “is se- 
cured by requiring the personal consent 
to the provisions of this bill and ac- 
ceptance of all its obligations by such 
oflicers, directors and agents before 
they euter upon office. 

As to the effect of the measure in 
case it should become a law, he said: 
“If this bill shall become a iaw, and 
prove effective, no corporation engag- 
ing in the commerce which is within the 
jurisdiction of congress can keep its 
condition a secret. No such corpora- 
tion can do business on fictitious eap- 
ital or watered stock. No corporation 
can oppress any rival, whether cor- 
porate or individual, by any unlawful 
practices. If it does it will be on the 
condition that every one of its man- 
agers become personaily liable for its 
debts and its torts, and will be liable 
also to heavy criminal liability. This 
bill depends for its validity on the con- 
stitutional powers of to 
regulate international and interstate 
commerce.”

DID NOT USE ARSENIC 


Miss Richardson So Stated In 
Ta'k With Police, 


WISHED MOTHER WAS DEAD 


According to Testimony of a Profes- 
sional Nurse—Woman Tells of Find- 
ing Powders Which May Form Im- 


portant Part of Government’s Case 


Chelsea, Mass., Jan. 7.—Just before 
the close of the hearing in the district 
court yesterday on the Revere officials’ 
charge against Miss Catherine V. Rich- 
ardson of attempting to poison her 
mother, Chief Sackett, who has been in 
charge of the case, testified that Miss 
Richardson repeatedly denied that she 
bad ever bought arsenic, bad ever given 
her mother arsenic, or that she had 
arsenic in the house. 

Previously in the trial, evidence had 
been submitted of the discovery in Miss 
Richardson's stocking of an envelope 
containing two papers such as powders 
are usually wrapped in. The prosecu- 
tion has yet to show that these powders 
were white arsenic. 

One other point which was brought 
out yesterday was Mrs. Richardson's 
remiurk to her daughter, that she be- 
lieved she did not have many days to 
live. “I wish to God you were dead,” 
was given as Miss Richardson's reply. 
Still it was admitted that Mrs. Richard- 
sun is mildly insane, and as if to sub- 
stantiate this came her reinoval yester- 
day while the trial was in progress to 
a local institution after she had been 
particularly violent in the honse where 
the alleged attempt on her life had been 
made. 

Of the witnesses heard yesterday, 
Chief Sackett was by far the most im- 
portant. It was he who arrested Miss 
Richardson, who warned her of her 
rights immediately afterwards, but who, 
nevertheless, had a long conversation 
with her, during which she denied any 
knowledge of arsenic, its uses, or its ef- 
fects on the human system. 

The chief also said that he talked 
with Miss Richardson about her father, 
and ascertained that he left $12,000 life 
insurance, which was equaliy divided 
between her brother, her mother and 
herself. She said she had $6006 left. 

The trial opened yesterday with Dr. 
Kinney, who attended Mrs. Richardson, 
and who believed that she had dis- 
covered evidences of arsenical poison- 
ing, still on the stand. As on Monday, 
a most rigid cross-examiuation by At- 
torney Bartlett in behalf of Miss Rich- 
ardson failed to shake her evidence to 
any In fact, it seemed 
the purpose of the defense to amplify 
her direct testimony, rather than to in- 
volve her in contradictory statements. 

Dr. Kinney was followed by one of 
her professional companions, Mrs. 
Laird, whom she installed at the Rich- 
ardson house as a nurse. It was Mrs. 
Laird who overheard Mrs. Richardson 
say to her daughter: “Catherine, I 
have not many days to live,” and Cath- 
erine’s reply: “I wish to God you were 
dead.” Mrs. Richardson also said, 
“Yes, I think you do, Kate.” 

Mrs. Laird also said that sbe saw Miss 
Richardson prepare some beef juice for 
her mother, and stir into it a teaspoon- 
ful of dark red flliid’ After taking the 
beef juice, Mrs. Richardson was quite 
sick. Still Mrs. Richardson was never 
sick enough to require the nurse sitting 
up with her nights. 

The third witness of the day was 
Mrs. Rollins, the wife of a Revere po- 
lice officer, Who was called by her hus- 
band to seareh Miss Richardson after 
her arrest. After going through her 
clothing, Mrs. Rellins finally reached the 
stocking on the right leg. Pulling it 
half down, she discovered a_ pocket- 
book. In it was a bankbook, some 
money, a mileage book and four small 
white folded papers, such as druggists 
use in putting up powders. Farther 
down in the stocking Mrs. Rollins said 
she found a letter and finally, near the 
ankle, a small druggist’s envelope, con- 
taining two other folded powder papers. 
One of them, however, appeared to have 
been folded hastily, and not with the 
usual regularity. 

Miss Richardson fainted after these 
were brought to light, but on reviving 
cried out that they must not take tlie 
powders as they were her bromide. 
“Still, you can do anything you wish,” 
she added. 

Mrs. Rollins gave these papers to her 
husband, Officer Rollins, who imnie- 
diately after took the witness stand, 
and stated that when he looked into the 
envelope he saw a number of white 
crystals about the size of the head ofa 
pin. It is expected that the result of the 
analysis of these srystals and the con- 
tents of the folded papers will forin an 
important part of the government’s 
evidence in the case.

PROPOSALS AGREED TO 


England and Germany Reply In Ee- 
gard to the Venezuelan Dispute 
Washington, Jan. 7.—Secretary Hay 

yesterday received the British answer 

to President Castro’s latest proposal 
relative to arbitration. The note is in- 


terlocutory, but in Substance states that 
if Venezuela wishes a conference to sub- 


mit the differences between the two 
countries to arbitration Great Britain 
will accede. The conditions attached 
vary slightly from the original British 
proposition. 


Later in the day a separate response 
to President Castro's last proposal came 
from Germany. In many respects it 
was similar to that from Great Britain 
and like that, it named certain condi- 
tions regarding the matters under con- 
sideration on which an understanding 
will have to be reached before the case 
is submitted to arbitration. 

Germany’s answer, like that of Great 
Britain, has been sent to President 
Castro through the intermediary of 
Minister Bowen at Caracas. If the lat- 
ter conditions suggested by the two 
allies are accepted by Castro--aad the 
hope among oflicials here is that they 
may be—it is expected that a meeting 
will be held in Washington between 
Minister Bowen, representing the gov- 
ernment of Venezuela, and the ambas- 
sadors of Great Britain, Germany and 
others of the allies to prepare a basis on 
which the arbitration of the issues be- 
tween the interested parties shall pro- 
ceed.

Washington, Jan. 7.—The post-naster 
general has indefinitely deferred action 
on the application of William J. Lewis 
for appointment in the postoffice depart- 
ment on account of a condition imposed 
by Lewis that he shal] not work Satur- 
days because he is a Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist. He was informed that sucha 
condition or stipulation was contrary to 
the established policy of the service, as 
all employes of the service must be 
treated equally in such matters and that 
the question of religioa did not exter in- 
to the case at all.

The Fore River Company 
Will Not Get 


New Contract 
Cruisers.

Six Other Shipyards After the 
Two Warships. 


The Fore River Ship Co. of this city 
bid $4,578,900 for one of the two new 
cruiser contracts opened Tuesday, but 
instead of being the lowest was one of 
the highest bidders, and the prospects 
are that the company will not receive 
been 
reached. As the Quincy company al- 
ready has eight millions of contracts 
now on hand including two battleships 
the works will not be idle. 

A Washiogton special to the Herald 
says: Keen competition among seven 
prominent ship building firms developed 
when bids for the construction of the 
new armored cruisers; Tennessee and 
Washington were opened at the Navy 
department today. 

The bids all came between $4,000,000 
and $4,600,000 for each ship, but there 
are SO many conditions and alternatives 


suggested by the bidders that the 
result will not be ksown until the 
naval board of construction has con- 


sidered the bids on Thursday. 

On the face of the matter it looks as 
though William Cramp & Sons of Phila- 
delphia had the best chance of success. 

The specifications provide for two 
first class armored cruisers of 14,500 
tons displacement, not less than 21.5 
knots speed and not less than 23,000 
indicated horse power. Here are the 
bids submitted: - 

Newport News Ship Building Com- 
pany—One ship in 42 monthson de- 
partment’s designs for $4,325,000. 

Fore River Ship & Engine Works of 
Quincy, Mass, ,—One ship in 42 months 
on department’s designs for $4,578,000. 

Bath Iron Works—One ship in 42 
months on department’s designs for 
$4,500,000, 

Union Iron Works of San Francisco— 
One ship in 42 months, $4,365,000. 

On account of the higher cost of lum- 
ber and material on the Pucific coast, 
the bid of the Union Iron Works and of 
Moran Bros. at Seattle will be allowed 
4 per cent. advantage in comparison 
with other bids. 

New York Ship Building Company, 
Camden, N, J.—One ship in 42 months, 
department’s designs, for $4,250,000. 
Two ships, same class, $4,150,000 each, 
to be delivered in 40 and 42 months. 
Same company, on its own designs, 
providing for 22-knot ships, to be de- 
livered in 40 and 42 months, $4,280,000 
each, 

In connection with this bid a letter 
was submitted demanding an allowance 
of 25,000-horse power. 

Moran Bros. & Co. of Seattle—One 
ship in 42 months for $4,397,000. 

William Cramp & Sons of Philadel- 
phia—One ship on department’s de- 
signs, 30 months, $4,200,000, Same 
company on its own designs, sbips to 
be delivered in 36 and 39 months, and 
to be of 22 knots speed, one ship for 
$4,100,000, two ships on same plans for 
$4,000,000 each. Same compaby, on 
plans of its own providing for the use 
of steam turbines and Niclause water 
tube boilers, $4,100,000 for one and 
$4,000,000 each. 

Consideration of the Cramps’ bid will 
probably evoke lively discussion in the 
naval board of construction. Rear Ad- 
miral Melville is opposed to the Ni- 
clause type of boiler. This boiler is a 
favorite of the Cramps, and was install- 
ed on the battleship Maine. It was also 
installed on the Russian battleship 
Variag, built by the Cramps. 

The Cramps propose in their bid to 
build, for $4,000,000 each, two ships 
with these boilers, of an improved type 
and with improved steam turbines of 
American manufacture. Further than 
this, the Cramps propose to build these 
ships in 36 and 39 months, respectively 
a much shorter period than that pro- 
posed by the other bidders. This is a 
factor of considerable weight. 

A noticeable feature of the bidding 
was the fact that the Union Iron 
Works, which is the principal company 
which merged itself into the United 
States Ship Building Company, com- 
monly known as the ship building 
trust, did not bid low enough to be 
considered a likely recipient of the 
reward. 

The New York Ship Building Com- 
pany of Camden, N. J., is a new firm. 
Its bid was accompanied with the de- 
mand that it be allowed a 25,000-horse 
power to gain the specified speed of 
21.5 knots. The board of construction 
has already decided on less than 25, 000- 
horse power.

SYMMES’ HOLE. 


The Peculiar Theory That Was Once 
Advanced by a Scientist. 
Probably the oddest idea ever for a 
moment entertained by a scientist was 
that of John Cleves Symmes concern- 
ing the condition of the interior of our 
globe. Symmes was a jurist, a scien- 
tist, or, as the French would say, a 
“savant,” of international reputation, 
an explorer “on his own hook” and an 
all round man of letters, yet one would 
think that some of his ideas must have 
originated with the king of Bedlam. 
He believed and lectured before learn- 
ed college societies in support of his 
views that the earth consists of from 
five to seven hollow concentric spheres 
and that at the poles there is a round 
opening entirely through each of the 

several spheres. 

According to this queer theory, these 
spheres are placed one inside the other, 
like a nest of crockery ware, with an 
open space of a few hundred miles be- 
tween each. Furthermore, he believed 
that both the outside and the inside 
of each of these bubblelike spheres are 
inhabited, which would give not less 
than ten and probably fourteen “thea- 
ters of action” instead of the one hab- 
itable surface with which we are all 
acquainted to a greater or lesser de- 
gree. Symmes lived for many years 
near Newport, Ky. 


The Glass We Eat. 

“How much glass do you suppose you 
consume daily?’ a physician asked of 
one of his patients the other day, says 
the Philadelphia Record, and then went 
on, in response to the other's interroga- 
tive look: “It is a fact that we all swal- 
low each day more or less glass, the 
manufacturers not yet having reached 
the point where their product is imper- 
vious to the action of fluids. He who 
drinks beer ecgnsumes the most glass. 
A chemical anttysis of any bottled beer 
inevitably reveals some of glass’ con- 
stituents. But the water drinker, too, 
swallows his share. In a carafe or in 
a glass pitcher have you never noticed 
the odd line which marks the level that 
the water bas had? Well, that line 
shows how the water has changed the 
appearance of the glass slightly by ab- 
sorbing some of its components. And 
so every day, when we drink beer or 
water or milk, we consume a little glass. 
But it does us no harm. I have yet to 
hear of any disease that it bas ever 
caused.” 


Horses With Four White Feet. 

In France and I believe in Buropean 
countries it is a most ominous sign 
for a rider, and especially a soldier, to 
want a horse with four white feet. The 
famous general Lasalle, who was very 
superstitious upon this point, never 
knowingly mounted such a horse. The 
day of his death, after several ominous 
events which had happened to him 
that day, such as a broken mirror, a 
broken pipe, the picture of his wife 
broken at the very moment when he 
went to look at it for the last time, he 
mounted a horse not his own without 
glancing at the feet. The horse had 
the unlucky signs. Mounted upon this 
horse, he was struck by a shot fired at 
a moment when fighting had ceased by 
a Croat among the prisoners just taken 
at the battle of Wagram. 

On the other hand, these four white 
feet are a mark and token of consid- 
eration with the orientals, who do not 
fail to mention the fact in the pedigrees 
of their horses. 


What Is Said About Ears, 

You never saw a poet or a painter 
with large, coarse ears that stand out 
from the head like extended wings. 
That kind of an auricular appendage 
betokens coarseness of mind. A long, 
narrow ear that lies flat to the head is 
a sign of pugnacity. Never trust a man 
with a thin, waferlike ear. He was 
born a hypocrite, if not a thief. A very 
small ear betokens a trifling mind, lack- 
ing decision. Ears set very high on 
the head indicate narrowness of mind. 
A large, well shaped ear that does not 
spread itself to the breeze is indicative 
of generousness. Most of the world 
compellers had large ears and well de- 
veloped noses. Although there are so 
many millions of people in the world, 
no two pairs of ears are alike. Each 
has a marked individuality. 


Military Salutes. 

Of military salutes, raising the right 
hand to the head is generally believed 
to have originated from the days of the 
tournament, when knights filed past 
the throne of the queen of beauty, and, 
by way of compliment, raised their 
hands to their brows to imply that her 
beauty was too dazzling for unshaded 
eyes to gaze upon. The officer’s salute 
with the sword has a double meaning 
The first position, with the hilt oppo 
site the lips, is a repetition of the cru 
sader’s action in kissing the cross hilt 
of his sword in token of faith and 
fealty, while lowering the point after- 
ward implies either submission or 
friendship, meaning in either case that 
it is no longer necessary to stand op 
guard.

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Will Give Small Enterprises 
Advantage Over Monopolies 


TRANSPORTATION POWER 


Should Be Vested In the Federal 
Courts, With Additional Provision 
to Reach Concerns Which Wantonly 
Seek to Destroy Competition—Trust 
Views as Endorsed by President 


Washington, Jan. 7.—The 
abstract of the attorney 
recommendations regarding trusts and 
combinations, which were made public 
at some length yesterday, was given out 
at the White House last night. It 
represents the general attitude of the 
administration on this subject and was 
authorized by the president: 

The people do not desire the business 
of the country to be interfered with be- 
yond the regulation necessary to con- 
trol combinations where they act ira- 
properly and to correct any tendency 
towards monopoly. In this country, 
where money is cheap and abundant 
and within the reach of keen and 
capable men, monopoly wil! be impos- 
Small 
certain advantages 
over large combinations and will live 
and thrive if assured of an open and 
fair field. Rebates and discriminatory 
rates constitute one of the chief re- 
strictions on competition. ‘They un- 
justly swell the earniags of favored 
concerns and, supporting a vast volume 
of capital stock which represerts noth- 
ing but unfair advantage over rivals, 
contribute largely to the upbuilding of 
monopoly. 

The situation respecting transporta- 
tion discriminations and the entry of 
independent capital into new industries 
has lately been improved. It is known 
that the amount of capital eraparked 
in independent enterprises in ea 


following 


general's 


two years at least equals the tot4l cap- 
ital of the great combinations formed 
within the previous 12 years. With as- 
surance against predatory competition, 
this improvement will continue.  In- 
dividual industrial expericnce with the 
certainty of secure employment of cap- 
ital may be trusted to compete eTect- 
ively with such selfish combinutions as 
are not formed for sound economic rea- 
sons, but merely in order to capitalize 
the country’s prosperity for the benefit 
of their promoters. ‘The existence of 
most of these combinations has not in- 
creased the productive capacity of the 
country; they have merely acquired the 
ownership of pre-existing industries. 


Legislation should be directed against 
those who give and receive advantages 
enabling discrimination in prices as 
against competitors. ‘Vhis should take 
the form of penalizing the transporta- 
tion of goods. Federal courts should 
be given the -power to restrain such 
transportation. The present lav is not 
sufficient to meet existing conditions. 
The operation of any law on the sub- 
ject should be limited to common cur- 
riers subject to the act to reguinte com- 
merce. An additional provision should 
be made to reach corperations, combi- 
nations and associations which produce 
and manufacture wholly within a state, 
but whose products or sales enter into 
interstate commerce. It should relate, 
first, to such concerns as fatten on re- 
bates in transportation, and, second, to 
concerns which sell below the general 
price of a commodity, or wantonly seek 
to destroy competition. 

There should be a comprehensiy eplan 
to enable the government to get at all 
the facts bearing upon the organiza- 
tion and practices of concerns engaged 
in interstate commerce, not with a view 
to hampering any legitimate business 
of such concerns, but in order to he ir 
position to take action if necessary. 

To this end a commission or 4 spe- 
cial bureau in the proposed depart- 
ment of commerce should be created, 
whose duty it should be to investigate 
the operations of concerns engayed in 
interstate or foreign commerce, to 
gather information and data enabling 
it to make recommendations for addi- 
tional legislation to report to the presi- 
dent. This would be a first step in se 
curing publicity. This commission 
should have authority to inquire into 
the management of any concern doing 
an interstate business whenever it he- 
comes necessary or desirable; it should 
have the authority to call for reports 
from them, to compel testimony from 
all witnesses and by the production of 
books, papers, etc. 

These recommendations are based on 
the central thought that the first step 
should be taken by a law aimed at what 
are certainly known to be unreasonable 
practices directly restrictive of free- 
dom of commerce and by a law securing 
some governmental supervision as out- 
lined above. A special act should be 
passed at once to speed the final de- 
cision of cases pending or to be raised 
under the present anti-trust law, pro- 
viding for the hearing of such cases by 
a full bench of cirenit judges and fora 
direct appeal from the circuit courts to 
the supreme court of the United States. 


Sailors Saw Missing Boy 

Perth Amboy, N. J., Jan. 7.—Sailors 
on the schooner Henrietta ©. Carlin, 
now at this port, say that George F. 
Long, a Derby, Conn., boy, missing 
from home since July last, was ut Nor- 
folk when they landed there in No- 
vember. He shipped, they say, on the 
steamer St. Hugo, bound for the Phil- 
ippines. The picture of the boy, which 
was in the Sunday papers, was recog- 
nized by the crew of the schooner. 


Agiinst Porminiah to Russia to En- 
| ter Dardanelles With Destroyers 
* Berlin, Jan. 7—The German govern- 
ment declines to associate itself with 
the protest of Great Britain and Italy 
to the porte concerning the passage 
through the Dardanelles into the Black 
sea of four unarmed Russian torpedo 
boat destroyers, and it has informed 

Russia to that effect. 

The British note says the passage of 
the Dardanelles by the torpedo boat 
destroyers would be a violation of the 
existing international treaties, and that 
if Russian warships are thus allowed to 
use the Dardanelles Great Britain will 
reserve the right to demand similar 
privileges. ‘The protest has caused ir- 
ritation in Russian circles and concern 
on the part of the Turkish authorities. 

What the result of the pour parlers 
and whether or not any other powers 
will protest to the porte in the watter 
is not yet known here.

General Staff For Army 

Washington, Jan..7.—The heuse yes- 
terday passed the bill for the creation 
of a general staff for the army by a 
vote of 153 to 52. By the terms of the 
bill it becomes the duty of the general 
staff to prepare plans for the national 
defense and for the mobilization of the 
army in time of war, to investigate and 
report on all questions affecting the 
efficiency of the service and to render 
professional aid to the secretary of war 
and to general officers and other su- 
perior commanders. 


Alleged Violation of Contract 

Seattle, Jan. 7—An injunction has 
been served on the Sostonian Opera 
company by Manager Cort of the Nerth- 
western Theatrical association to pre- 
vent that organization sailing from 
Vancouver Jan. 9 for Australia fora 
two years’ tour. Cort opposed the 
plan, as the Bostonians were booked in 
a majority of the 26 theatres under the 
management of the association. If the 
Bostonians sail it will be without their 
baggage or scenery. 


British and Boers Dine Together 

Pretoria, Jan. 7.—A great banqnet 
given last night in honor of Mr. Cham- 
berlain brought together a notabdle 
gathering, including Lord Milner, Gen- 
eral Lyttleton, General Baden-Powell 
and the Boer generals, Delarey and 
Botha. It was the first occasion since 
the war that the English generals met 
their late enemies at table. ‘Toasts to 
King Edward and the royal fami'y 
were honored with enthusiasm. 


Ordered Home For Repairs 

Washington, Jan. 7.—In order that 
necessary repairs may be at once made 
to the cruisers San Francisco and Al- 
bany and the gunhoat Nashviile, those 
vessels have been detached. from fur- 
ther service with the squadron of evo- 
lution in the Caribbean sea. The San 
Francisco will be repaired at tue Nor- 
folk yard, the Albany and Nashville at 
the Boston yard. 


Was a Self-Made Man 

Charleston, Jan. 7.—George W. W'l- 
liams, president of the Carolina Sav- 
ings bank, died at his home here yester- 
day, aged 83. With $10 in his pocket 
he became a cierk in Augusta. Ga., in 
1838, and in two years was taken into 
partnership. In 1852 he began business 
here. In his long business career he has 
divided with his partners $21,000,000 in 
protits.

Were Paid by Coal Companies—Chair- 
man Gray Expresses Surprise at 
Such an Un-American Law—Further 


Testimony of Non-Union Men 


Philadelphia, Jan. 7.—Twenty-two 


men, all but one of whom were el- 
ployed in and about the coal nines, ap- 
peared before the anthracite coal strike 
commission at its first sessions in this 
city yesterday, and recited the oft-told 
tales of alleged persecution they and 
others underwent during the late coai 
strike because they chose to work 
rather than join the strikers. The 
single exception was Charles H. Schadt, 
sheriff of Lackawanna county, and his 
presence on the stand under cross-ex- 
analsation of President Mitchell of the 
Mises’ union proved to be the principal 
feature of the day’s proceedings. 

The sheriff, in direct examination, 
said that he issued a proclamation short- 
ly after the strike was inaugurated call- 
ing upon all persons in the county to 
keep the peace; that 't was difficult to 
get men to act as deputy sheriffs; that 
in most cases where there was trouble | 
it was usually over when he or his men 
arrived; that he attempted to keep the | 
peace in all localities, and that the dis- | 
turbances became so numerous ind se- 
rious that he had to call on the governor 
for troops. He had appealed to Mr. 
Mitchell, whom he knew quite well, to 
assist in keeping the peace, and the 
miners’ president promised to do so and 
in several instances was of material help 
to the sheriff. 

Sheriff Scbadt was then turned over 
to the miners for cross-examination. 
To the surprise of most persons Mr. 
Mitchell took up the examination. It 
was the first time that he had attempted 
cross-examination to any extent. 

In answer to the questions of the 
mine workers’ leader, the sheriff said 
he had employed about 40 or 50 depnty 
sheriffs and admitted that they were 
paid by the coal companies. Led bs 
Mr. Mitchell, he said he could not say 
that a general stute of lawlessness ex- 
isted in Lackawanna county, but in 
answer to another query said there was 
a reign of terror in existence in some 
localities. He said that as a rule 
crowds dispersed when he ordered them 
so to do and that striking mine workers 
whom he knew obeyed his orders the 
same as other persons. He also admit- 
ted that the second contingent of troops 
sent into his county was ordered there 
without his request. 

This appeared to satisfy President 
Mitchell and General Wilson took the 
witness in hand and asked him why the 
county should not pay the deputy 
sheriffs. The sheriff replied that the 
companies had made the request for 
protection and counsel! for the witness 
explained that it was the law in Penn- 
sylvania that the company asking for 
protection was compelled to pay for it. 

This explanation rather surprised 
Chairman Gray, who said: “{ am not 
familiar with such an un-American law. 
When the county and the state re- 
linquishes the duty of maintaining and 
protecting life and property an? keep- 
ing the peace, then they are open to 
criticism.” 

Lyman Croop of Plymouth, a 69-year- 
old mine worker, was also an irterest- 
ing witness. He told of having been 
beaten on several occasions while on his 
way to work and of having complaiued 
to Justice of the Peace Waters of Plym- 
outh, asking for protection, but without 
success. The squire, he said, would do 
nothing for him and he could not tell 
why. Counsel for the miners, in cross- 
examination, tried to show that the jus- 
tice of the peace would not act because 
the witness would not give him suf- 
ficient evidence. 

Chairman Gray did not place much 
weight on this, and said: “The justice 
of the peace deserves all the advertis- 
ing he got here, pilloried as a justic2 of 
the peace who failed to do his duty.” 

Twice during the proceedings Mr. 
Darrow, Mitchell's personal attorney, 
tried to get an admission from Witnesses 
that they did not employ the lawyers 
representing the non-union men before 
the commission. The miners claim 
that the attorneys are employed by the 
coal companies, virtually giving the ov- 
erators two subwissions before the com- 
mission. Counsel for the operators in 
each case objected to Mr. Darrow’'s line 
of examination and the objectious were 

‘ustained by Chairman Gray ‘nr the. 
commission on the ground that it made 
no difference who was employing the 
attorneys, so long as the commission sot 
the information it desired. Z 

While the entire day was taken up in 
hearing the stories told of intimidations, 
boycotting and personal violence, the 
commission learned nothing hew, the 
evidence being mostly cumulative.

REVIEW OF RETAINERS 


One of the Most Striking Scenes In 
Connection With the Durbar 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


3 O’CLOCK. 


Delhi, India, Jan. 8.—Viceroy Curzon, 
Lady Curzon and the Duke and Duchess 
of Connaught reviewed the retainers of 
the ruling chiefs in the dubar 


yesterday. The yariety of costume and 
paraphernalia afforded one of the most 
striking pictures of the durbar festivi- 
ties. Contingents from al! parts of 
greater India participated, mostly re- 
taining the distinctive features of their 
customs. 

State bards, camel kettledruns, rich- 
ly caparisoned elephants and horses and 
agile swordsmen, many shouting battle 
cries, followed one another in quick 
succession. A royal elephant carriage, 
two stories high, showed how the palace 
ladies accompanied the princes of by- 
gone days. 

Almost incaleuable wealth of gold 
and silver was displayed as the seem- 
ingly never ending medley of elephants, 
camels, troops, musicians ard carriages, 
representing the different Indian states, 
passed and maneuvered before the dais. 
The elephants carried howdahs and 
trappings of the purest gold and silver. 
There were carriages of pure silver and 
sedan chairs of zold. During tempo- 
rary stoppages of the procession half a 
dozen bands played different airs, 
while the state retainers, clad in mail 
and armed with lances and swords, 
yelled their battle cries and fought in 
the arena. 

The Maharajah of Jaipur sent horse- 
men in complete armor riding on golden 
saddles and carrying lances with red 
and white pennons. The Maharao of 
Kota sent many camels carrying swivel 
guns, a force of military arcetics anda 
vumber of quaint musicians. The 
camel! men of the Maharajah of Alwar 
wore uniforms of blue and rellow. An 
elephant carriage, drawn by four ele- 
phants, followed the Alwar horsemen 
who were clad in mail armor and whose 
horses reared in salute to the royal per- 
sonages present. An elephant from the 
state of Datia also saluted the dais, 
salaaming before it. he shanmen of 
Burmah carried golden gongs and wore 
golden helmets.

DYNAMITE ReSuk ED TO

By Strikers, According to Sto- 
ries of Non-Union Miners 


MEN REMAINING AT WORK 


Lived In Dread as Well as Their Rel- 
atives—Assaults, Incendiarism and 
Boycotting Indulgea In—Story of 
@ Wedding Uuder Difficulties 


Philadelphia, Jan. 8.—The non-union 
men continue to occupy the attentipn of 
the coal strike commission in present- 
ing evidence of lawlessness in the an- 
thracite coal region during the strike. 
The testimony yesterday included many 
acts of violence, from murder down to 
plain assault and petty larceny. Dyna- 


mite played a leading part in the al- 
leged persecution of nou union men and 
their relatives. Five witnesses testi- 
fied to their houses being more or less 
seriously damuged by persons, some of 
them known to be union wen, plac- 
ing the high explosives on the prop- 
erty; other witnesses told of a dam be- 
ing blown up, one locomotive damaged, 
steam pipes in two different coilicries 
either broken or damaged by dynamite, 
bridges and fences damaged by in- 
cendiary fires and attempted wrecking 
of trains. 

One youth said he was stabbed, sev- 
eral of the witnesses were boycotted, 
and several others told of being beaten 
by crowds and of their houses being 
stoned. Besides this a young woman 
told the commission she was dism:ssed 
as a school teacher, because her brother 
chose to work during the strike. A 
young man testified that he was at- 
tacked as he was coming out of church 
after being married, forcing him to seek 
refuge in a colliery while his bride yot 
home as bes. she cev'd. and another 
witness said he was afraid to attend the 
funeral of his mother, who lad died 
while he was working behind a colliery 
stockade. One witness told of Javing 
been punished by a mo) fore!ng him to 
walk 13 miles at the head of a jeering 
crowd of strikers. 

Other testimony was also presented in 
the endeavor to show that a reign of 
terror existed in the strike aftected ter- 
ritory of the state and that members of 
the union were largely responsible for it. 

While most of the testimony given by 
the witnesses was of the sume char- 
acter as that heretofore heard by the 
commission, the arbitrators weve creat- 
ly interested in each of the 27 stories 
toldonthestand. Many questions were 
asked the witnesses by the commis- 
sioners. Counsel for the miners at- 
tempted to break down some of the 
stories but they did not succeed in 
shaking their testimony. 

The most interesting story of the day 
was that told by Thomas Washaiski of 
Hazleton, a clerk for Pardee & Co., who 
was married on the night of Sept. 16 
last. He was at work at the colliery, 
and his neighbors began to annoy bim. 
On the night of the wedding a smull 
crowd gathered at the Catholic church, 
and as the bridal party entered the 
edifice the bride and groom were cailed 
“scab.” Coming out, after the cere- 
mony, he was assaulted by the waiting 
crowd. The driver of the carriage was 
not permitted to take the couple home, 
and the witness sought refuge in the 
parochial residence and the bride was 
escorted home in a trolley car by friends. 
While in the parochial residence the 
crowd remained in the vicinity, cailing 
the bridegroom vile names and yelling 
“scab” at the rector of the vhurch be- 
cause he had performed the ccremony. 
Later on, the witness said, he managed 
to get away from the crowd and spent 
the night in the colliery, being afraid to 
go to his home. The bride spent an 
anxious night, as some unknown per- 
sons came to the house and threw stones 
at the place. 

All the commissioners ‘istened to the 
story with close attention aud Chair- 
man Gray’s only remark was: “What 
sort of a community is this, anyway?” 


Run Afoul of a Fighter 

Eureka, Nev., Jan. 8.--J. V. Traylor, 
manager of the York and Nevada Cop- 
per company’s mine, was attacked yes- 
terday in the company’s office at Key- 
stone by 12 men, said to be members of 
the Miners’ union, who istended ran- 
ning him out of town. They threw 
Traylor down, but he managed to break 
away and commenced shooting, killing 
three men and wounding three other 
members of the party. A strike has 
been on against the company on ac- 
count of a reduction in wages ordered 
by Manager Traylor. 


Wreck, Torture and Seven Deaths 

Pittsburg, Jan. §.—As a result of a 
collision between a passenger train and 
the rear end of a freight train at 
Cochrane station last night, seven men 
are dead, one is dying and five others 
injured. Almost immediately after the 
impact, fire from a stove in the smoker 
communicated to the wreckage and the 
imprisoned victims were tortured be- 
yond description. All of the victims 
were badly burned. 


Another Alleged Poisoner 

Fredericton, N. B., Jan. 8.—The York 
county grand jury yesterday found a 
true bill again Mrs. Annie Mrrsten of 
Meductic, charged with poisoning her 
husband, and she was arraizned on 
charge of murder. She pleaded not 
guilty. Her trial was postponed until 
Jan. 27. Bail for the prisoner was re- 
fused and she was taken to the county 
jail.

her arrest on Christmas eve, had denied 
three times that she had any arsenic 
in the room or that she had ever at- 
tempted to poison her mother, Mrs. 
Harley. C. Richardson, and going back 
still farther, it was Dr. Eunice Kinney, | 
who attended Mrs. Richardson from 
Dec. 12 to the time of the arrest, ‘vho 
told the court that Mrs. Richardson had 
on three occasions shown decided sy mp 
toms of arsenical poisoning. 

Dr. Davenport has yet to give the re 
sult of the analysis of Mrs. Richard- | 
son’s urine, and it is expected that that 
testimony will very nearly conclude the 
evidence against Miss Richardson. 
Should the defense waive the right to 
eall witnesses after bringing out the 
full strength of the government's case, 
it will be the province of Judge Bosson 
to decide whether there is sufficient evi- 
dence to hold Miss Richardson for the 
February term of the grand jury. 

As on Tuesday, the important evi 
dence in yesterday's hearing did not de 
velope until just before the court ad 
journed. Up to that time the case 
dragged perceptibly, although eight wit 
nesses were called by the government. 
Much of the evidence was cumulative, 
it appearing to be the government's in- 
tention to show a motive or animus 

Two witnesses heard Miss Richardson 
express a hope or wish for her mother's 
death; another heard them quarrelling 
over money affairs, and still another said 
Mrs. Richardson complained of her 
treatment by her daughter. One wit- 
ness heard Catherine swear ut er 
mother. Still, nearly every one: diwitted 
that Mrs. Richardson acted strangely, 
and it appeared to be generally under- 
stood that she was mildly insane. 

But when Dr. Davenport was called 
interesi in. the case at once became tn- 
tense. Dr. Davenport quviiiicd with 
many years’ experience »s a physiclan 
and chemist. He produced four en- 
velopes, which he said had been given 
him by Chief Sackett. They all con- 
tained powders, and were numbered 
and marked. Ou No. 1 was the inscrip 
tion: “Found on person by Mrs. Rol- 
lins;’ on No. 2, “Found in trunk in 
Southwick’s room;’ on No. 3, “Found 
in trunk in front room,” and on No. 4, 
“Found in jewelry box, top tray of first 
trunk.” 

Numbers 2, 3 and 4 were 
with a few words. Dr. Davenport srid 
he tested all the powders, but fuund no 
traces of arsenic. 

That left No. 1 to be accounted for.

At Masthead of Lawrence 
on Her Return. 


Safe Margin Over Re- 
quirement. 


Also Put Through Manoevers and 
Reversed. 


Congratulations to the Fore River 
Ship Company! 

The torpedo boat destroyer returned 
from her final government trial of 
Wednesday with a broom at her -mast- 
head. 

The Ledger has already reported the 
success of the Lawrence in making a 
maximum speed of 29 knots off 
Provincetown, but the trial yesterday 
was to prove her endurance at high 
speed during an hour’s run and her 
ability to make a short turn and aqnick 
stop. 

The weather during the early portion 
of the day was fair, the cold, dry air 
being favorable for makiny steam, and 
the chop kicked up by the off shore 
wind proving no serious impediment. 
The Government trial board were taken 
aboard at 10 o’clock, and three-quarters 
of an hour later the Lawrence was 
flying down the Cape Ann course at a 
terriffic pace, passing in quick succession 
the snowy hills of the North Shore, 
and not stopping for breath until she 
had leit the twin lights of Thatcher's 
Island ten miles astern. 

The records of her whirling propellers 
were read at five-minute intervals, and 
the best speed was made during the 
last quarter hour, easily giving ber a 
safe margin over the required number 
of revolutions. 

The trip home was made at an easy 
15-knot gait, and when the Lawrence 
was in smooth water, off Boston Light, 
the steering and reversing tests were 
made, After she had marked circles 
and figure eights in white foam, to 
show how easily she answered her 
helm, the signal was given full speed 
astern and the engines were suddenly 
reversed, The change brought a 
momentary murmur from the speeding 
craft, and fountains of white spray 
were thrown’ over the stern, but with 
a comparatively slight shock the'sturdy 
hull was stopped and sent like a shuttle 
in the opposite direction. 

After cutting a few curves backward 
it was announced that the trials were 
concluded and that the Lawrence had 
qualified for the Government service. 

Capt, Train, the chairman of the 
Naval Trial Board, said that the board 
would stay in Boston for another day 
at least, in hopes that the weather 
would permit the final trials of the 
Macdonough. 

The Macdonough, a sister boat built 
by the Quincy company went out this 
morning.

A VICTORY WON. 


Before Contest in Shipbuilding Has 
Really Begun. 


The Maritime News and Review 
Jan. 6, says editorially: 

‘*The government is already weaken- 
ing in the contest between private and 
public shipbuilding plants over the con- 
struction of a modern battleship. De- 
signed as a supreme test between the 
eight-hour and ten-hour systems, Chief 
Naval Constructor Bowles has now 
asked for authority to have the work 
to be performed in the Brooklyn Navy- 
Yard done by the piece, thus removing 
the eight-hour restriction. The primary 
object of the contest, which was to 
demonstrate to Congress whether bat- 
tleships can be built as cheaply and as 
quickly in public yards as under the 
contract systems, will never be realized 
if this authority is granted. 

‘*From the very starting of this con- 
test the odds have, to the impartial on- 
looker, appeared to be against the gov- 
ernment. In the matter of the time 
required for the work the private yards 
have an immense advantage, and now 


for 


the government confesses that it is 
seriously handicapped in another direc- 
tion. ‘The confession is, therefore, one 
of defeat, for the system intended by 
Congress to be employed in the public 
yard is to be changed, and all the argu- 
ments of the agitators will go for 
naught. 

‘*The labor unionists would have it— 
despite the specter of the ill-starred 
Texas, which will not down—that a 
battleship could be built as quickly, as 
well and as cheaply with the men in a 
navy-yard working eight hours per 
diem as it could by a private yard 
where men work ten hours a day and 
by the piece. They so played upon 
Congress that the trial was ordered. 
We said at the time the order 
given out that the private yards would 
demonstrate their superiority; that the 
navy would find it could not do the 
work in competition with a contractor, 
and now we know that what we then 
said right, for by changing the 
terms of the contest the Navy Depart- 
will rob it of its competitive 
and the real questions at 
issue will not be answered. Therein 
lies the victory for the private con- 
tractor—a victory won before the con- 
test has begun.’’

STOCK WATERING. 


The Legislature Orders Injunction 


Against Mass. Gas Co. 

Ex-Mayor Adams of Quincy figures 
as defendant in the bill in equity 
brought by Joseph E. Doherty, a tax- 
payer and comer of gas of Boston in 
the supreme court yesterday seeking an 
injunction to restrain an alleged pro- 
posed increase of the capital stock of 
the Massachusetts gas companies from 
$30,000,000 to $50,000,000, for the pur- 
pose of acquiring, as he alleges, the 
Bay State, the Boston, tbe South Bos- 
ton and the Roxbury Gas Light Com- 
panies, which are the only companies 
outside its fold, with the proposed ad- 
ditional $20,000,000 of stock. 

He puts his bill upon the ground that 
the proposed assimilation by the Mas- 
sachusetts gas companies of these with 
the New England Gas & Coke Company, 
the Jamaica Plain, the Dorchester and 
the Brookline, which he alleges tbat it 
has already acquired, will injure him 
as a gas consumer by preventing a re- 
duction in the price of gas because of 
the enhanced capital, and will place the 
several gas companies beyond the reg- 
ulation and control of the state and of 
the board of gas and electric light vom- 
missioners, as it will place them in a 
voluntary association, which the Mas- 
sachusetts gas companies is, gnd enable 
them to escape taxation of the stocks. 
This he put forth upon his informa- 
tion and belief. 

Doherty’s bill is against Charles 
Francis Adams 2d, et al., composing 
the trustees of the Massachusetts gas 
companies, Kidder, Peabody & Co., J. 
& W. Seligman & Co., the Old Colony 
Trust Company and Frederick Tudor, 
secretary of the trustees. 

The adoption of Representative Calen- 
dars order in the House Wednesday is 
along the same lines. It reads: 

‘*Whereas, it is the opinion of this 
House, as ‘the grand inquest of this 
commonwealth,’ thatthe stock watering 
or excessive capitalization as employed 
in the manufacture or distribution of 
the necessities of life is detrimental to 
the welfare and happiness of the 
people, being conducive to the estab- 
lishment of extortionate rates and 
charges; and, whereas, the gas proper- 
ties in and about the city of Boston 
have been capitalized in a voluntary 
association, called the Massachusetts 
Gas Companies, both to escape paying 
proper taxes to the commonwealth and 
avoid state supervision as well; and 
whereas, such large capitalization must 
prove a burden to the consumer; and, 
whereas, the above-mentioned volantary 
association, the Massachusetts Gas 
Companies, propuses at a meeting of 
its shareholders, to be held Jan. 8, 
1903, to increase its capital from 
300,000 shares to 500,000 shares; in 
other words, from $30,000,000 to $50, - 
000,000, according to the following 
notice. 

(Here follows a copy of the notice of 
special meeting issued to the sharehold- 
ers of the Massachusetts Gas Compa- 
nies, and signed by Frederick Tudor, 
secretary.’’ Tbe order then continues: 

‘* Now, therefore, be it ordered that 
the attorney-general forthwith appear 
before some justice of the supreme 
judicial court for an order restraining 
such association, the Massachusetts Gas 
Companies, or its shareholders, from 
taking any such action as is contem- 
plated in the above notice to share- 
holders, and for such further or other 
relief in the premises as to said court 
shall deem meet. And the clerk of this 
House is hereby directed to immediately 
notify the attorney-general’s office of 
the passage of this order.”’

mended by the Pan-American confer- 
ence held at Mexico City !ast winter. 
The treaty is on the lines of The Hague 
treaty, but applies only to the republics 
pro- 
vides a tribunal for settling disputes 
over boundaries, claims and other mat- 
ters. The treaty found favor with the 
committee as another step toward gen- 
eral adoption of the principle of arbi- 
tration. 

During the executive session of the 
senate the report of the committee was 
submitted to the senate, but no action 
was taken. ; 

By the treaty the contracting parties 
obligate themselves to submit to the de- 
cision of arbitrators all controversies 
that exist or may arise among them, and 
which diplomacy cannot settle, pro- 
vided that in the exclusive jndgment of 
any of the interested nations the con- 
troversies do not affect either their in- 
dependence or the national honor. The 
treaty provides that when both parties 
to a controversy can agree to :efer the 
question in dispute to The Hague 
tribunal it shall be so referred, but that 
otherwise it shall be referred to a =pe- 
cial court. In case a special tribunal is 
created it is to consist of three menibers. 

There also is a provision to resort to 
mediation in case of a conflict which 
promises to lead to war, and in this ec-- 
nection the right to mediation is 
cifically set forth. The provision 
this point is as follows: 

“The right to offer the good offices 
or mediation belongs to powers who are 
Strangers to the conflict, even during 
the course of hostilities. The exercise 
of this right shall never be regarded by 
either of the contending parties as an 
unfriendly act. 

“The part of the mediator consists 
in reconciling the opposing ciaims and 
appeasing the feelings of resentment 
which may have arisen between the 
states at variance. 

“The functions of the mediator are at 
an end when once it is declared, either 
by one of the parties to the dispute or 
by the mediator himself, that the 
methods of conciliation proposed by 
him are not accepted.” 

A commission of inqniry is authorized 
in disagreements arising on questions 
of fact. 

An interesting fact in connection with 
the preparation of the treaty is that the 
Venezuelan representative in the con- 
ference refused, upon the instruction of 
his government, to participate in the 
formulation of the document.

It is understood here that wlule many 
opponents of the treaty among the 
fishermen of Boston have for some time 
considered the question of making a 
concerted move against its ratification, 
it was not until Tuesday that it was 
decided to circulate the petition. The 
48 men whose names appear in that 
petition, they claim, include practically 
all the leading wholesale dealers in Bos- 
ton, as well owners of many 
fishing vessels sailing from that port.

WORLD’S BIGGEST TREE. 


Giant Sequoia Just Discovered by & 
Woman While Bear Hunting. 

The biggest tree in the world has just 
been found by a woman, says a Los An- 
geles (Cal) dispatch to the New York 
World. The tree has been named Me- 
thusalem. Its discoverer is Mrs. Mat- 
tie Duneap, a modern Diana of the 
wonderful California forests, whose 
home is in the Tule river basin, in the 
south central part of the state. 

Methusalem is a sequoia, or “big 
tree,” about 480 feet high, 128 feet 3 
inches in circumference a foot from the 
ground and 99 feet 7 inches at seven 
feet from the ground. At one place it 
is nearly fifty feet in diameter. It isa 
beautiful tree, 240 feet to the first limb, 
finely proportioned, straight and clean 
barked from top to bottom. Under its 
lowest limb, which itself is the size of 
the largest eastern oak, a twenty story 
skyscraper might stand. Stood beside 
the great pyramid, the tree would wave 
thirty feet above its top. 

The discovery of Methusalem was a 
remarkable incident. Mrs. Duncan was 
chasing a cinnamon bear over a spur 
of Mount Moses, fifty miles south of 
the Sequoia National park, a few weeks 
ago. 
was an exceedingly rough one, but she 


did not mind that. It was a hard and} 


climb to follow the bear, 
it for miles, some- 
times crawling on hands and knees, 
sometimes letting herself down over 
steep precipices and again climbing al- 
most hand over hand. In this way the 
enthusiastic bear hunter finally found 
herself in wilds that appeared never 
to have been entered by man. In a 
heavy forest growth many miles from 
any human habitation she found Me- 
thusalem, and the cinnamon bear was 
forgotten. 

A few days later Mrs. Duncan re- 
turned to ber find accompanied by her 
husband and brother, S. C. Edwards, 
an artist living at Fillmore, and a 
party of lumbermen. The big sequoia 
was christened, measured and photo- 
graphed. After a brief little christen- 
ing ceremony a bymn was sung and a 
ecard giving the name and date of the 
discovery was tacked to the trunk. 

In the Tyle river country several 
large sawmills are converting the 
mammoth logs into building material, 
and the industry is thriving. An ex- 
pert has figured from its dimensions 
that Methusalem contains 730,000 feet 
of inch lumber.

EDUCATIONAL SEGREGATION 


How the Policy I*« to Be Pursued In 
Chicago University. 

In the current issue of the Chicago 
University Record President Harper of 
the University of Chicago defines his 
ideas of segregation. Lle says in part: 

“The policy proposes the continuation 
of the separation which has already 
taken place in chapel assembly, with 
possibly an extension in the matter of 
division lectures. It permits coinstruc- 
tion in those courses offered to junior 
college students for which the regis- 
tration is not sufficiently large to war- 
rant division on an economical basis. 
For example, at the present time one- 
third of all the courses offered to 
junior college students, roughly speak- 
ing, will be offered to men, one-third 
to women and one-third open to both 
men and women. It would mean that 
as the members increase the number of 
courses retained as coinstructional on 
grounds of economy would be dimin- 
ished. The plan makes necessary the 
provision of separate classrooms and 
laboratories.” 


A COSTLY PRIMER. 


Schoolteacher Gets $2,500 For One 
He Paid 12 Cents For. 

An original copy of the New England 
Primer which is said to be in better 
condition than the copies owned by Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt and Mr. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan was sold recently by Mr. 
Morris D. High of Johnstown, Pa., to 
Messrs. Dodd, Mead & Co. for $2,500, 
says a Philadelphia dispatch to the 
New York Herald. 

Mr. High, who is a teacher in the 
high school at Johnstown, is a native 
of Oley, Berks county, Pa., and he pur- 
chased the primer for 12 cents at a pub- 
lic auction in a farmhouse near his 
home in 1893. 

Mr. High received an offer from Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan for the primer, but 
Messrs. Dodd, Mead & Co. made a 
higher bid and got the prize. 


Photography and the Schools, 

Something that is revolutionary in 
the educational circles of Europe is the 
recent introduction of photography in 
French schools as part of the curric- 
ulum, says the Photo Era. The minis- 
ter of public instruction has authorized 
a novelty in the French lycees for the 
term which is just beginning. The 
Lycee Condorcet, the largest and most 
important of the Paris schools, begins 
the experiment of a photography class, 
and if this proves successful there will 
be classes in photography once and 
afterward twice a week in every school 
under state control in France. Photog- 
raphy has assumed such importance 
lately that M. Chaumie, the minister 
of public instruction, considers that no 
French boy’s education is complete 
without it. 


Daring Shown In Naval Evolutions. 

A boat’s crew from the United States 
cruiser Don Juan de Austria made the 
first successful attack on the mine 
fields near Subig bay, says a dispatch 
from Manila. The boat capsized as it 
was approaching the mines, and part 
of the crew, with Ensign Babcock lead- 
ing, swam a mile, though the water 
was infested with sharks, towing coun- 
ter mine buoys, which were successful- 
ly placed. The searchlights of the war- 
ships did not discover the operation. 
Ensign Babcock and his men were con- 
gratulated on their courage.

TESTIMONY OF EXPERTS 


In Behalf of Defense In Rich- 
ardson Case 


SICKNESS OF HER MOTHER 


Not Due to Arsenical Poisoning—Neo 
Attempt to Disprove Government’s 
Contention That Powder Obtained 


From Her Contained Arsenic 


Chelsea, Mass., Jan, 9.—The first 
stage of the Richardson alleged poisoa- 
ing hearing has been reached. Yester- 
day the prosecution concluded its evi- 
dence, and before court had adjourned 
yesterday afternoon, the defense had 
presented its expert testimony. The 
examination of the medical experts 
confirnmied the suspicion aroused by the 
cross-examination of the government 
witnesses that the plan of the defense 
was to show that arsenical poisoning 
had nothing whatever to do with the ill- 
ness of Mrs. Richardson. 

No effort yet bas been made by the 
defense to disprove the statement of 
government experts that the powder 
numbered 1, taken from Miss Richard- 
son, contained arsenic to the auount of 
nearly 40 percent of the whole. ‘Lhe 
feature of the direct examination, as 
it has been in the cross-examination, 
was the effort of the defense to show 
that beyond the testimony of Dr. Kin- 
ney and the fact that the powders were 
found on Miss luechardson’s person, 
there was nothing to prove that Mrs. 
Richardson was the victim of arsenical 
poisoning. 

Yesterday interest centered in the 
testimony of experts regarding analyses 
they had made of fluids from Mrs. Rich- 
ardson during the period she is alleged 
to have been suffering from arsenie ad- 
ministered by 4°r daughter, Catberine. 

Dr. B. F. Davenport, for the govern- 
ment, admitted that in his analysis he 
found no trace of arsenic, and Drs. Hoos 
and Vickery for the prosecution, in ad- 
dition to testifying that no arsenic wa3 
found, gave us their positive opinion 
that in view of Mrs. Richardson's condi- 
tion as observed and described to them, 
it was impossible that she could have 
suffered from arsenic poisoning. 

The day’s session concluded with a 
story of the happenings in the Riehard- 
son apartments in the Morrison House 
at Revere from Dec. 20, until two days 
ago, by Miss Lester Lisle, who had a 
place in the household as companion to 
Mrs. Richardson. The principal point 
in her testimony, which was untnished 
when court adjourned for the day, waa 
that Mrs. Richardson swuifered from 
severe pains in her stomach and a burn- 
ing sensation in her throat after Cath- 
erine had been placed under arrest and 
while the latter was in charge of a po- 
lice officer. 


Burglars Tackled Three Safes 

Westville, N. S., Jan. .9.—Burglars 
broke into the bank of Nova Ncotia 
building yesterday and attempted to 
blow open the safe. An explosion 
wrecked the door but left the onter 
plate on its hinges. They then aban- 
doned the job and proceeded to the 
jewelry store of R. H. Mackay, where 
they blew open the safe and took 
jewelry valued at $1000. A drug store 
was also entered, the safe opened and a 
small amount of money secured. 


Bank Credit System Criticised 

New York, Jan. 9.—Ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury Gage was the guest of 
honor at a dinner of the sound currency 
committee of the Reform club last night. 
In the course of bis remarks, Mr. Gage 
compared the National bank credit sys- 
tem of this country with that of China 
and said that it was about as anti- 
quated and cumbersome as the system 
in yogue in that country. 


Boy Murderer Goes free 

Columbus, Neb., Jan. 9.—Herman 
Boerchers, 13 years old, who last Octo- 
ber shot and killed his stepfather. and” 
with the assistance of younger brothers 
burned the body in a straw stack, was 
acquitted last night of tne charge of 
murder. There was no denial of the 
crime, the plea of the defense being the 
moral irresponsibility of the boy and 
his youth. 


Lewis Gets an Appointment 

Washington, Jan. 9.—W. J. Lewis, 
whose appointment to the postal servic2 
had been deferred because of his 
Seventh Day Adventist objection to 
working on Saturdays, has received a 
temporary appointment in the postoffize 
department.

Boston Man Given Initiation That 
Turned Out to Be Bogus 

Boston, Jan. 9.—John W. Shattuck. 
having an office on Tremont street, and 
doing various kinds of clerical work, 
was yesterday found guilty of larceny 
of $15 from Robert J. Yates, a car- 
fenter. The case had greater sig- 
nificancs than that of mere larceny, for 
Yates claimed that Shattuck took the 
$15 for initiation fees into the Ancient 
Landmark Lodge of Masons. 

Yates said that Shattuck claimed to 
have a special dispensation from the 
Ohio Masonic grand lodge, to initiate 
men at the low rate of $15. Yates was 
taken into a room and ziven initiation, 
being “butted by the goat,” and given 
various sigus, grips and symbols. After- 
wards Yates found that his grips were 
not truly Masonic. Sentence is de- 
ferred. 


Slaughter After Second Inspection 

Littleton, Mass., Jan. 9.—Seventeen 
of a head of 40 cattle owned be CG. V. 
Flagg of this town were slaughtered 
yesterday by order of the authorities, 
All these caitle ps ssed inspection by one 
United States and two state veterina- 
rianson Monday. On Wednesday they 
visited the farm again and upon the 
discovery of “symptoms of a reactionary 
nature,” the aninials were condemned to 
death. 


Postmaster Lurvey Indicted 

Manchester, N. H.. Jan. 9.—The grand 
jury yesterday reported an indictinent 
against James M. Lurvey, the Goffs 
Falls postmaster, charged with rob- 
bing the American Express company of 
a package containing $2711 last August. 
He was arraigned before Judge Pike, 
pleaded not guilty, and was held in 
$7000 bonds. Failing to secure bail he 
was remanded to jail.

Amesbury, Mass., Jan. 9.-- During the 
past two days 15 men have arrived here 
to take the places of the striking car- 
riage makers, but the latler claim to 
have induced six of them to abandon 
their jobs and join the union. ‘There is 
not the slightest indication of yielding 
a point by either party to the con- 
troversy. 


Immigrants Robbed by Bankers 

Boston, Jan. 9.—During the meeting 
of the Society for the Protection of 
Italian immigrants yesterday, it was an- 
nounced that from Feb. 16 to Nov. 27 
last year 14,180 Ltalians arrived at this 
port. It was further reported that Ital- 
fan bankers have robbed immigrants of 
$230,000 in the past 10 years in this city 
alone. 


Sick Woman Took Poison 

Haverhill, Mass., Jan. 9.-Mrs. Mary 
A. Blake, wife of Joseph Blake, died at 
her home here yesterday from poison- 
ing. She had been ill for some time and 
went to a closet fora stimulant, but in- 
stead drank a quantity of corrosive 
sublimate. Two doctors were called, 
but they were unable to save her life. 


Fatal Wreck In Vermont 

Royalton, Vt., Jan. 9—Two freight 
trains on the Central Vermont railread 
were in a collision near here and Con- 
ductor Colby was killed and a brake- 
man hurt. The caboose was crushed 
and the wreck set afire. Colby’s body 
was found after the flames had been 
extinguished.

COME UP OUT 


OF THE MIRE, 


Remark of Chairman!.Gray to Which Presi- 
dent Mitchell Takes Exception. 


Philadeiphia, Jan. 9.—The principal 
feature of the proceedings before the 
coal strike commission yesterday was 
the exception taken by President Mitch- 
ell to a remark made by Chairman Gray 
that he would like to see the Miners’ 
union come up out of the mire that is 
around the baser parts of it into the 
sunlight. 

The incident was brought about by 
Commissioner Parker. Anthony Fer- 
guson, an outside foreman of the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading Coal and Iron 
company, testified that he was heaten 
while on his way to work; that he recog- 
nized two of his assaliants as union 
men, and that they were prosecuted and 
convicted. Mr. Parker asked the wit- 
ness if the men were expelled from the 
union for what they had done, but the 
foreman did not know. Mr. Mitchell 
had stated on the witness stand that 
all members of the union found guiity 
of crime are expelled from the union. 

Noting the interest the commission 
took in Mr. Parker's question the law- 
yers for the non-union wen called on 
Terrence Ginley, a member of the ex- 
ecutive board of the union in the dis- 
trict where the assault was committed, 
for the information desired. Girley 
told of the attempts made to keep the 
peace at Shenandoah before the big riot 
there and added there had been no dis- 
turbance until the coal and iron police 
were sent to the place, 

Chairman Gray thenasked: “Soyou 
wait for conviction by the vivil authori- 
ties before disciplining your men. Do 
you think you can have effective dis- 
cipline unless you make investigations 
yourself and bring the men up and pun- 
ish them in some way? Lask youasa 
member of the order and as a man who 
would be glad to see your order come up 
out of the mire and the clouds that are 
around the baser part of it into the sun- 
light and into the air of free govern- | 
ment and a free country.” 

“If it is proven that our men have 
committed acts of violence there is no | 
question about our disciplining them,” | 
replied the witness, 

Then followed a discussion over the 
Shenandoah riot and the killing of a 
man and in reply to Mr. Mitchell's re- 
mark that it was not the miiers who 
did it, Chairman Gray said: “But 
there was a crowd and as yet I have 
heard no evidence of a disciplining 
voice in that mob. No man there said: 
‘Shame on the cowards,’ ” 

There was a further discussion on this 
subject and then Mr. Mitchel! rose and 
said to Chairman Gray: “I do not 
know whether I quite understand you | 
in expressing yourself to the witness 
as to your solicitude for the organiza- 
tion, that it should arise above the mir> 
or that part of it should rise above the 
mire.” 

Chairman Gray—“Perhans I may 
have been misunderstood. It was not 
an unfriendly wish that was expressed. 
I said I hoped it would lift itself ont of | 
the mire and out of the conditions 
created by these things whi-h have been 


testified to around its better parts.”

Mr. Mitchell in reply said that while 
the commission is going to determine 
all the questions that are being pre- 
sented here there is a greater jury pass- 
ing upon the attitude of the strikers. 
“As to the action of our organization and | 
the position of the coal operators,” he | 
said, “there is no doubt in my mind that 
many of the witnesses are brought here, 
and do not come as wituesses ordinari!y 
do, to testify against the strikers and in- 
directly against the United Mine Work- 
ers. It does seem to me, until there Is 
some connection shown between the 
United Mine Workers of America and 
acts of lawlessness, the organization 
should not be placed under any indict- 
ment atall.” 

Chairman Gray safd that he did not 
wish Mr. Mitchell to understand that 
anything he said indicted the organiza- 
tion. “I did hope,” continued the com- 
missioner, “that it would disentangle 
itself entirely from these scenes of yiv- 
lence and Jawlessness with which the 
strike was attended. They may have 
been exaggerated, as you contend. I 
am not passing upon that now. We 
have heard isolated instances of outrage 
which we must all admit. Weare not 
saying that the organization is re- 
sponsible for every act of violence and 
we only wanted to see whether the 
organization has interested itself in 
maintaining the order which you have 
advised and whether it nas disciplined 
those who actually were convicted of 
disorder.” 

Mr. Mitchell said that he did not know

that any member of the union had been 
expelled, and added that until more are 
convicted of violation of law the organ- 
ization had no right to expel them and 
thus prejudice their case before the 
trial court. 

Chairman Gray said that Mr. Mitch- 
ell’s point was well taken so far as 
concerns those under indictment, but 
what he wanted to know was whether 
any of those men were ever called up 
who had been notoriously engaged in 
illegal acts and whether they were sub. 
ject to discipline by the organization. 

This ended the incident.

British and native troops, led by Lord 
Kitchener, by Viceroy Curzon yester- 
day was the last important event of the 
coronation durbar. The scene was not 
less brilliant in coloring than the pre- 
ceding events and it equalled them in 
picturesqueness, Ofall the soldiers 
reviewed none made a better impres- 
sion than the uative volunteers, which 
were led by native princes magnificently 
uniformed and horsed. 


Wives For Lonely Bachelors 

Kokomo, Ind., Jan. 9—Three months 
ago J. R. Walters, a former resident of 
this city, wrote from his new home at 
Rugby, N. D., that 500 bachelors in thrt 
neighborhood want wives. ‘The letter 
was published in a Kokomo paper. 
Nearly 100 girls wrote to Walters and 
the names of the writers were placed in 
the hands of the men and individual 
correspondence followed. As a result 
48 girls are getting ready for the joucney 
to Rugby. 


Emperor Wants Princess to Return 

Dresden, Jan. 9.—Archduke Joseph

BATES’ FIRST MESSAGE 


Governor Advises Careful Scru- 


tiny of Expenditures 


CONTRACTS TO HOME FIRMS 


Speea of Trolleys Should Be Regu- 
lated—Recommends Enrolment of 
Voters on Party Lines—Gist of Other 
Important Matters Touched Upon 


Boston, Jan. 9.—John L. Bates was 
inaugurated governor of Massachusetts 
yesterday. He was the 39th governor 
to be inaugurated under the coustitu- 


tion of the commonwealth, and the 


third speaker of the house to reach the 
governor's chair since Governor Alex- 
ander H. Bullock’s day, 86 years ago. 
Curtis Guild, Jr., was also sworn in as 
lieutenant governor. 

Governor Bates’ inaugural address 
contained no such radical or positive 
recommendations as did those of his 
predecessor, Governor Crane. There 
is one recommendation for a consolida- 
tion of departments—that for the conip- 
troller of county accounts with the audi- 
tor’s department, in connection with the 
law providing for a municipal system 
of accounting, uuder which reports are 
made to the comptroller of county ac- 
counts. Here are some of the more im- 
portant points in the address: 

The net state debt incurred for state 
purposes was on Jan. 1 $13,472,628.09. 
The net contingent debt was $52,491,- 
877.65, incurred largely for the benefit 
of cities and towns, chiefly within the 
Metropolitan district and to be paid by 
them. The net state debt will be in- 
creased by large sums for the abolition 
of grade crossings, the improvement of 
Boston harbor, construction of state 
highways, etc. “The statement of this 
situation shows the need for the most 
careful scrutiny of every measure in- 
volving expenditure, the practice of 
every economy consistent with the wel- 
fare and progress of the commonwealth, 
and the wisdom of directing efforts to 
the best method of augmenting the 
revenues rather than to the discovery of 
lew means for their disbursement.” 

Boards and commissions, in awarding 
contracts, should give Massachusetts 
work to Massachusetts mechanics. 
There should be a modest appropriation 
for the state's representation at the St. 
Louis exposition next year. In grant- 
ing school aid the state should reserve 
sufficient authority to insure compli- 
ance with its intent in granting such 
aid. Boston’s loss of freight and com- 
merce through the order of the English 
government forbidding the importation 
of Attle, sheep or swine from Boston or 
Portland because of the foot and mouth 
disease alone justifies the most drastic 
measures for the extermination of the 
disease. There is most urgent need that 
the state institutions for the insane be 
relieved from overcrowding. The act 
of 1896 to take waste or unused land 
and to improve it by the labor of pris- 
oners should have its value tested by 
the granting of a small appropriation. 
The system of indeterminate sentences 
at the reformatory should be tried at the 
reformatory prison for women at Sher- 
born. Appropriations for the improve- 
ment in our smalier harbors should be 
mage with great caution. ‘There should 
be no lowering of the standard of labor 
laws. The public and the street rail- 
Way companies should have the richt 
of appeal to the railroad comuiissioners, 
and the latter should have authority to 
act, where the locai board neglects to 
do so, in regulating the speed of elec- 
tric cars. 

There should be legislation prox iding 
for the enrolment of voters on party 
lines, which will tend to the purity of the 
ballot at the primaries and to fix party 
responsibility. Commends the referen- 
dum in cases where the people ofa 
particular locality alone are to be af- 
fected by the gravity of frunchises. Re- 
lieves in local home rule. Franchises 
should not be granted to public service 
corporations except upon conditions that 
will secure direct compensation to the 
public for privileges enjoyed. The use 
of labor patronage by public service 
corporations should be made an offense. 
In order to insure speedy trials, there 
should be four sessions of the superior 
criminal court at Cambridge instead of 
three; probate courts might be given 
jurisdiction of divorce proceedings. 
Policy holders in reserve life insurance 
companies authorized to do business in 
Massachusetts should be further pro 
tected. Our laws should he such that 
Massachusetts citizens cun employ 
Massachusetts capital under Massachu- 
setts charter in any legitimate business, 
conducted in or outside the state, and the 
taxation incident upon such incorpora- 
tion should flow into our treas- 
ury rather than into those of other 
states; a special committee should be 
appointed to consider the report, about 
to be submitted, of the committee which 
has been considering the revision of the 
corporation laws. More attention should 
be paid to the beautifying of the state 
highways by planting trees and shrub- 
bery; the annual expense of the con- 
struction of state bighways should be 
fixed with a due regard to enonomy, and 
the localities benefited should bear a 
freater proportion, if not the whole, of 
the expense of repairs.

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HOLLEBEN’S DEPARTURE 


Way Have Been In Connection With 
the Venezuelan Matter 

Washington, Jan. 9—Herr Yon Hol- 
leben left here for New York yesterday 
to consult specialists. He expects that 
his physician will advise a protracted 
rest at some of the health resorts in 
southern Europe and therefore has ar- 
ranged to saiJ on Saturday. 


Berlin, Jan. 9.—The suggestion that 
Ambassador Von Holleben’s indefinite 
leave of absence from Washington was 
caused by illness alone is received here 
with some incredulity. Most of the 
newspapers print without comment a 
brief dispatch from Washington an- 
nouncing his illness and his intention to 
go to New York for treatment by a 
specialist, but The Lokal Anzeiger says 
that it has good reason to believe Dr. 
Von Holleben will not return to his post, 
and in seeking for an explanation it as- 
serts that the government is displeased 
at his non-success in persuading Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to accept the proposition 
that he arbitrate the Venezueian dis- 
pute.

No General Amnesty For Boers 

Pretoria, Jan. ¥9.—Mr. Chamberlain, 
replying yesterday to an address of the 
burghers, said the terms already granted 
were decidedly generous and that there 
Was no prospect of a generz] amnesty. 
The cases of the burghers now in Eu- 
rope would be considered individually 
on their merits, and these burghers 
should prove their loyalty by xccounting 
for the gold taken to Europe. He said 
also that the annexation of the Vrey- 
hard and Utrecht districts to Natal was 
irrevocable and that the natives would 
be compelled to observe their obliga- 
tions. He declared he would have bern 
better pleased had the address of the 
burghers, instead of consisting merely 
of demands, contained some recognition 
of what England had already done for 
the Boers.

Venezuela Entrusts Him With Ar 
ranging For Settl« ment of Dispute 

Washington, Jan. 9.—Confirmation 
was received here last night of the re- 
ports from Caracas to the effect thatall 
barriers in the way of a settlement of 
the claims of Great Britain, Germany 
and Italy against Venezuela had been 
removed by the last named country 
yielding to the demands of the Euro- 
pean allies. 

Minister Bowen will leave Venezuela 
either Saturday or Sunday and will 
come direct to the United States on one 
of our warships. Minister Bowen will 
be clothed with authority to represent 
Verezuela as her commissioner for the 
adjustment of all claims out of hand 
without reference to The Hague tri- 
bunal or, if this be found impracticable, 
then he is authorized to act for \ene- 
zuela in settling all points open to con- 
troversy as far as possible, and of draft- 
ing the terms on which a final and con- 
clusive arbitration shall be made by 
the international court at The Hague. 

The proceedings in which Minister 
Bowen will participate will take place 
at Washington, presumably a fev days 
after his arrival in this city. The com- 
missioners on the part of the allies, it 
is understood, will be their leading 
diplomatic representatives in Washing- 
ton. 


Conditions Considered Unjust 

Caracas, Jan. 9.—After two sformy 
meetings of the cabinet all the condi- 
tions set forth in the replies of the 
powers to President Castro's last pro- 
posals in the matter of settling the 
Venezuelan dispute through arbitration 
have been accepted by the Venezuelan 
government. The government considers 
these conditions to be unjust. but de- 
clares it is obliged to yield to force. 
The Venezuelan answer was delivered 
at the United States legation here at 
noon yesterday. 

The conditions of the powers cover 
cash paymeuts to the allies and guar- 
antees for the payment of the balance 
of their claims. It can be said on good 
authority that the question of raising 
the existing blockade will not be con- 
sidered. 


Campbell-Bannerman Rejoices 

London, Jan. 9.—Speaking at Stirling 
last night Mr. Campbell-Bannerman 
said that he rejoiced that the Venezue- 
lan dispute was not to be referred to 
any person or potentate, however prom- 
inent, but to The Haguetribunal. He 
said this step would establish the im- 
portant precedent that the two greatest 
powers, Great Britain and Germany, 
had shown readiness to use this ma- 
chine. ; 


Shoulders All the Blame 

Paris, Jan. 9—Therese Humbert was 
interrogated yesterday for the first time 
since her arrest. The questioning was 
conducted by Judge Leydu. It is re- 
ported that she refused to answer a 
single question regarding the Craw- 
fords or their millions, saying she re- 
served her replies in this connection for 
her trial, when she would teli absolutely 
everything. Mme. Humbert said she 
took the entire responsibility of the 
whole affair. As the proceeding be- 
fore Judge Leydu was private it is im- 
possible to accurately ascertain what 
occurred. 


A Remarkable Banquet 

Berlin, Jan. 9.—Six hundred people 
sat down last night toa banquet given 
for the purpose of demonstrating the 
nourishing and palatable qualities of 
horse meat, thereby causing increased 
consumption of the meat and a ready 
market for old horses. This would 
prevent owners from working the noor 
animals to death, as well fed specimens 
would bring good prices.

As he stood beneath the great loose 
harp of fifty wires hangin, from a 
cable stretched across the tops of the 
towers, he waved his hand upward and 


| said: 


“There it is. Powerful currents of 
electricity sent into those fifty wires in- 
termittently from the power house be- 
low start forth the electro magnetic 
waves which cross the ocean in one- 
ninetieth of a second and record them- 
selves on similar wires at the Poldhu 
station on the coast of Cornwall, 2,400 
miles away. Nothing can stop or divert 
them. They will go through or around 
any obstruction. Like sound waves, 
they do not have to go in a straight 
line. The are received 
through a telephone or are printed au- 
tomatically in Morse letters as clearly 
as though the stations were only a 
mile apart.” 

Marconi seemed fearful of talking to 
the public lest he might be sispected 
of boasting, and, the bitter 
war waged upon him by the desperate 
ocean cable companies has made him 
cautious and suspicious, but after 
awhile he spoke freely. 

“Wireless telegraphy across the ocean 


messages 


besides, 


| is now as practical as cabling,’ he said. 


“We have sent more than 2,000 words 
in all from Glace Bay to Poldhu and 
have reached a speed of fifteen words 
a minute, which, considering our 
clumsy sending apparatus—a mere 
wooden lever to connect and discon- 
nect the current—indicates what we 
ean do when we substitute a sending 
key designed for speed. With a proper 
sending key we can easily get off thirty 
words a minute, and I shall be sur- 
prised if we do not soon send at a high- 
er rate. 

“The Atlantic cables average about 
twenty-one words a minute in their 
regular work, I believe. And there is 
this vital difference in the two systems 
of transoceanic telegraphing: As the 
cable grows longer the rate of speed in 
sending messages decreases, while dis- 
tance makes no difference in the rate 
at which we can send by the wireless | 
system.” 

“Can you send more than one mes- | 


, sage at a time from the same station?”

“Yes. I have already demonstrated 
that we can send two at a time for a 
short distance. Whether more than 
two messages can be transmitted si- 
multaneously by the same wires I am 
unable to say; probably not. But

The sudden flash in the cold gray 
blue eyes showed that Mr. Marconi 
understood the importance of the ques- 
tion. It was the point of attack select- 
ed by the cable companies in their | 
combined attempt to discredit him. 

“With properly tuned instruments,” | 
he said, “we can make the reading of 
our transatlantic messages very diffi- | 
cult. To read a wireless message an 
outside station would have to be in ex- | 
act tune or vibratory unison with our 
stations at the same moment. It would 
cost a rival not less than $50,000 to try | 
the experiment on the smallest scale. | 
Jesides, we can arrange our apparatus | 
so that the tune or rate of vibration 
can be automatically changing every | 
moment at the same rate in sending | 
and receiving stations on each side of 
the ocean. 

“Those who talk about the danger of ! 
having our messages read by outsiders | 
do not understand the subject. Wher 
I was in England, | offered to pay a 
large sum of money to any one who 
could pick up one of our wireless ocean 
messages after notifying me that it 
was to be attempted, and I even of- 
fered to lend apparatus to any one who 
desired to try the experiment. No one) 
took up my offer. | 

“But even if it were possible to read 
our signals—and I do not admit that it | 
is a contingency to be feared—it would |

“Remember that it only costs us $200,- 
000 to establish a wireless transatlantic ' 
system and that our rates can be made 
cheap enough to attract an immense 
volume of telegraphic business which is | 
prohibited now by the high cable rates. 
Under my contract with the Canadian 
government I must send ordinary mes- 
Sages across the Atlantic at not more 
than 10 cents a word and government 
and press messages at not more than 5 
cents a word. In time the rate will 
probably be lowered so that it will be 
no more costly to send a message from 
New York to London than it now is to 
send the same message from New York } 
to Philadelphia. | 

“It must not be forgotten that since 
we have been sending messages across 
the ocean from Glace Bay to Poldhu 
neither our wireless stations at Pen-| 
zance and Nantucket nor the twenty-| 
one ships with wireless apparatus ply- 
ing the Atlantic have been disturbed 
by these messages. The truth is that 
when an operator of the wireless tele- 
graph apparatus receives some blind 
signal due to a mere elemental dis- 
turbance he is apt to conclude that he 
has received part of a secret code mes- 
sage from a Marconi station. 

“There is nothing in this talk about 
outside stations reading our messages. 
During my experimental work I have 
used untuned apparatus a good deal 
of the time, and it is possible that mes- 
sages sent in that way, without the 
slightest attempt or desire to make 


them secret, have been picked up out-| 


side. That was in nearby work on the 
outside. But no transatlantic message 
sent from Glace Bay has been picked 
up.” 

“But how about telegraphing over- 
land? Are there no earth currents in 
the way, no complications due to the 
existing system of wire telegraphy?” 

“It is as easy to telegraph without 
wires overland as oversea. I can send 
wireless messages from New York to 
San Francisco as easily as from Glace 
jay to Poldhu. We are now arranging 
to establish a wireless system to con- 
nect Alaska with the United States 
and British Columbia. We shall also 
send messages when desirable from the 
station here to our new wireless sta- 
tion on Cape Cod.” 

“Have you found no indications that 
there is a limit to the distance of wire- 
less communication?” 

“None. It is simply a question of in- 
creasing the power of the apparatus.” 

“Then you will be able to send mes- 
sages from the Dacific coast to Japan 
and China?’ 

“Undoubtedly; but eager as I am to 
try messages across the Pacific ocean I 
must complete my transatlantic system 
first. The messages which have been 
communicated from Glace Bay to Pold- 
hu have required only a part of the 
power of which this station is capable. 
There is space between the four towers 
for four sets of the wires from which 
electric vibrations are propelled to the 
coast of Cornwall. Thus far we have 
used only one set of fifty wires. There 
is room for three more sets. My prob- 
lem now is to find out exactly how lit- 
tle power is needed on each side of the 
ocean to transmit messages. The send- 
ing of messages having been reduced to 
a simple and practical basis, both from 
the standpoint of cost and speed, it is 
important to know by actual tests the 
amount of electrical energy necessary 
to signal clearly to any given distance. 

“The station at Poldhu is less power- 
ful than this station. For that reason 
we have confined our work to sending 


messages from America to England 
only. When I go to Poldhu, the power 


of that station will be increased to the 
degree necessary for sending, and then 
we shall be ready to accept messages 
from the public.” 

“Does light or darkness make any 
difference to wireless ocean 
raphy?” 

“Yes, but it is only a question of 
power. The electric vibrations cross- 
ing the Atlantic are something like 50 
per cent stronger at night than in the 
brightest daytime.” 

“The heat of the sun probably?” 

“No, it is not heat. It is light. 

“There is one use for our ocean sys- 
tem which will appeal to the traveling 
public. Our wireless apparatus on ships 
has been working perfectly for some 
time. Every Cunard steamer, for in- 
stance, is equipped. 

“It will be quite easy to send every 
day from this Glace Bay station a con- 
densed bulletin of news to each steam- 
er crossing the Atlantic. This daily

World. The inventor not only believes 
that this is practicable, but says that 
he will soon have his line in running 
order. 

“I have ordered,” he said, “the silk 
and other materials for the Santos-Du-

mont airship No. 10, which will be my | 


airship for 1% It is intended to carry 
two aeronauts and twelve passengers. 
I shall begin my experiments in Paris 
and make a charge for carrying pas- 
sengers around the Bois de Boulogne. 
I am perfectly sure to get as many 
passengers as I want. This No. 10 will 
be ready by the beginning of spring. 1 
am certain that the airship as an ac- 
tual carrier of passengers will be a 
working reality long before the end of 
1903. 

“Believe me, the time will come when 
the building of airships will be as com- 
mon as is the building of steamships 
today, and in the meantime the only 
way to demonstrate that aerostatics is 
a practical science is to prove it by car- 
rying theories into execution. That is 
why during 1003 I shall develop the 
passenger airship, and if IL get sufli- 
cient encouragement I shall build more 
than one.

BOSTON BANKER IN JAIL 


Charge! With Theft of $23,000 and 
—— Failed to Secure Bail 
Zeston, Jan. 12—Edwin J. Dunning, 
a State street banker, has been in- 
dicted, arrested, arraigned and held in 
$20,000 bail to answer a charge of lar- 


ceny. lt is alleged in the indictment 
found by: the Suffolk grand jury that 
Dunning fraudulently obtained $23,- 
000 from Francis A. Brooks, fot 
years a leading member of the bar, who 
died last fall. 

As soon as the arrest had been made, 
Dunning was brought before Judge 
Bound, who had just heard the report of 
the grand jury in the superior court. 
Mr. McLaughlin briefly reviewed the 
principal points in the case, and sald: 

“The defendant is accused of having 
stolen $23,009 from Mr. Brooks, in sums 
ranging from $3000 to $15,000. The 
money was secured by the defendant, 
as the government alleges, by the de- 
fendant, through a series of gross frauds 
on Mr. Brooks, during the two years 
prior to his death. 

“The state of his health was such that 
he should not be permitted to attend to 
large financial matters, and a petition 
for the appointment of a conservator for 
his estate was pending at the time the 
defendant got the money.” 

Mr. McLaughlin said further: “The 
counts do not represent all the money 
obtained from Mr. Brooks. The de- 
fendaut received sums amounting to a 
large fortune within two years.” 

The court fixed bail at $20,000 and 
being unable to secure bail, Dunning 
was takey to Charles street jail. 

Dunning was visited in jail yesterday 
by his counsel and by members of kis 
family. His counsel, when seen later, 
said that no public comment on the 
matter would be made.

NO CARS ARE RUNNING 


On Connecticut Lighting and 
Power Company's Lines 


EMPLOYES ALL JOIN UNION 


And Formulate Demands Which the 
Company Refuse to Grant—Three 
Cmes Cut Off From Waterbury and 


Ivepionstrations Are Feared 


Waterbury, Conn., Jan. 12.—Water- 
bury entered upon the first trolley 
strike of its history yesterday after a 
midnight meeting by the eniployes otf 
the Connecticut Lighting aud Vower 
company. Before the meeting od 


journed every man employed in the 
transportation department of the road 
became a member of the local union, 
and 147 men refused to run their cars 
yesterday morning. 

The immediate cause of the strike 
was the discharge of three men, one ot 
them, William Barrett, being president 
of the union. The men assert that they 
were discharged because of  theit 
activity in behalf of organized labor. 

J. E. Sewell, general manager of the 
road, denies this statement, asserting 
that he is not opposed to the union, but 
states that the men were discharged 
for repeatedly visiting saloons while in 
uniform and absenting themselves from 
duty without explanatior. 

An ultimatuin was sent to the gen- 
eral manager Friday night, asking for a 
reply at 12 o'clock Saturday night. The 
demands are: Recognition of the 
union; reinstatement of William Bar 
rett, John Keitley, Edward Maloney and 
A. W. Light, the discharged men; a 10- 
hour day at 22% cents an hour foral 
regular and extra men; snow plow 
work 30 cents an hour; ear barn men 
20 cents an hour; all extra men shall be 
paid regular scale of waseég ‘or reporting 
at car barns until released; all men fail- 
ing to report to barn to take out their 

“ars shall report for duty at central 
office at 9:30 a. m. and at 2 p. m., to be 
paid only for work done; all men em- 
ployed by the company shall become 
members of the union within 30 days 
in all-cases where men are discharged 
the superintendent shal! allow a con- 
ference with the grievance committee. 

General Manager Sewel! refused to 
act without consulting with the ex- 
ecutive committee of the company, 
some of whom are in New York aad 
others in Bridgeport. The men re 
fused to wait for his return and when 
the hour mentioned in the ultimatu a 
arrived every one of the 147 employes 
quit their cars. 

Last night Mr. Sewell returned with 
an answer to the men. It isa refusal 
to grant their demands and notice that 
unless they return to work before 3 
o'clock this afternoon their places will 
be filled by others. 

The towns of Naugatuck, Waterville 
and Oakville will suffer greatly by the 
suspension of traffic, particularly the 
former. The only demonstration of the 
day was the pelting of a snowplow 
with stones and snowballs and the 
shouting of “scab” by the crowds at 
the men on the plow. Noone was in 
jured. 

At a meeting last night the men voted 
unanimously to remain out «nd their ac- 
tion has been endorsed by several labor 
bodies. 

John J. Daley, leader of the strikers, 
declares that every effort will be made 
by the men to put down any spirit of 
violence. Feeling is already . runniag 
high, however, and trouble is feared 
when the company tries to operate the 
lines. 


Sharp Thrust at Rockefeller 

Boston, Jan. 12.—In a talk upon the 
subject of “Methodist Philanthropy vs. 
standard Oil Philanthropy,” Rev. H. 
S. Johnson, pastor of the -Warren 
Avenue Baptist church, said last night: 
“Gifts of John D. Rockefeller contain, 
morally, no more of the quality of 
Christian philanthropy than tbe act of 
the chicken thief who thinks he /s kind 
because he gives away one hen out of 
10 that he has stolen. When the 
Standard Oil company raised the price 
of oil 2 cents a gallon at the time of the 
coal strike, thereby forcing the great 
mass of the poor into its clutches, it put 
into their pockets hundreds of millions 
of dollars that didn’t belong to them.” 


Hoarded Savings at Home 

Bridgeport, Conn., Jat. 12.—Charle, 
B. Richards, a mechanical engincer, 
who died two months ago, leaving 
known personal estate valued at about 
$3000, had hidden away, unknown to 
his wife, more than $25,000, which rep- 
resented the accumulation of years 
While the widow was looking for a will 
which she believed her husband had 
made, she found a large number of 
bills stuffed, in small rolls, in crevices 
of furniture, in the cushions of chairs 
and stitched into under garments worn 
by herhusband. Shealso unexpectedly 
found bank books showing deposits of 
$15,000. 


Flood Failed to Harm Vaults 

Boston, Jan. 12.—No trace of fire o1 
fiood was found on the contents of the 
vaults of the Security Safe Deposit 
company in the Equitable building 
when they were opened by the com- 
pany’s officers yesterday for the first 
time since Friday’s fire in the building. 
During the fire an immense body of 
water was poured into the building and 
this worked its way to the sub-base- 
meuts in which are located the vaults. 


Spinners Return to Work 

Maynard, Mass., Jan. 12.—The strike 
of the spinners in the Assabet mills of 
the American Woolen company, which 
has been in progress since Tuesday 
noon, was settled late Saturday night. 
The men returned to work this morning. 
The terms of settlement are not made 
public, but it is believed that they have 
been granted practically all that they 
asked from the company. 


No Change In Amesbury Strike 

Amesbury, Mass., Jan. 12.—The dif- 
ficulty between the carriage manu- 
facturers and their employes appar- 
ently is no nearer a settlement than on 
the first day of the trouble and the 
present stand of both sides indicates a 
prolonged struggle. The manufac- 
turers claim to have made gains in the 
number of ewployes at work.

Chelsea People Raided a Train and Confiseated 


All They Could. 


Boston, Jan. 12.—A coal train on the 
Boston and Albany tracks at Chelsea 
was raided by men, women and children 
yesterday and a quantity of coal, va- 
riously estimated at from five to 10 tons, 
was stolen from the cars. The force 
of train hands was unable to cope with 
the raiders, and the looting of the train 
was stopped only by the appearance of 
the police. The descent on the train 
was sudden and earnest. Men and 
women swooped down on the loaded coal 
ears with bags, baskets, bread pans and 
other unusual receptacies for fuel. 
they defied the commands and warn- 
ings of the men in charge of the train. 

The trainmen did the best they could 
to protect the property, but when they 
would reach one car where the looting 
was going on the coal pickers would run 
to another car and dump off a lot more 
coal. When the trainmen would go 
after them, the cars they left would be 
boarded and used by other shovelers and 
scrapers, and very soon the railroad 
employes found themselves perfectly 
helpless. So they notified the police. 
‘One man was arrested and he will be 
charged with larceny of two bags of 
coal.

Does Not Reach New England 

Reading, Pa., Jan. 12- -The Penn- 
sylvania and Reading railroad officials 
claim that for the week ending last 
night more anthracite coal was taken 
down the main line than for any pre- 
yious week in years. The total is an 
average of 1700 cars for each working 
day of the week, equal to nearly 235,- 
000 tons. This was distributed in the 
company’s territory as far as New 
York and along its branch in this state 
and elsewhere. 


Terrible Results of Coal Famine 

Chicago, Jan. 12—Two hundred 
thousand persons in Chicago are suffer- 
ing from ailments directly due to cold 
and exposure resulting from the coal 
famine, according to the weekly bulletin 
of the health department issued yester- 
day. The death rate last week for 
children under 5 years of age was 10.2 
percent greater than in the correspond- 
ing week of last year, and aniong per- 
sons over 60 years of age it was 36.7 
percent greater.

MOODY BADLY HURT 


Géoretary of Navy In sa Runaway 
Accident at Annapolis 
Annapolis, Jan. 13.—Secretary of the 
Navy Moody was seriously, but not 
dangerously, injured in the naval 
academy grounds yesterday by a run- 


away accident. Accompanied by Sena- 
tor Hale, the secretary arrived here at 
2 o'clock to iuspect the new buildings 
being erected in the naval academy 
grounds, being driven from the railroad 
station in Superintendent Brownson’s 
carriage. Cadets were drawn up in line 
of salute just inside the academy 
grounds and as the cartiage bearing the 
secretary, Senator Hale and their es- 
cort, Lieutenant Poyer, passed in re- 
view a salute of 17 guns belched forth. 

The restive horses attached to the 
carriage swerved suddenly and got be- 
yond control of the driver. They dashed 
past the line of cadets, the driver making 
every effort to quiet them. The break- 
ing of the pole of the carriage as the 
animals dashed down the roadway 
served to render them more excited. 
As the maddened auimals dashed down 
u hill the driver, seeking to stop them, 
suddenly turned their heads into a va- 
cant lot between two houses. Secre- 
tary Moody, who had opened the door 
of the carriage as the horses dashed 
over the frozen ground, suddenly leaped 
to the pavement as the carriage made 
the turn into the enclosure. He landed 
on his face on the pavement and was 
yendered unconscious by the shock. 

The battalion of widshipmen had 
broken ranks without orders as the car- 
riage dashed by and very soon the sec- 
retary was carried to the residence of 
Superintendent Brownson, where lhe 
shortly recovered consciousness.

Philanthropist Considers It a 
Real Task. 


BUSINESS EASY IN OOMPARISON. 


Mere Holiday Making Contrasted 
With Present Work, He Said In a 
Speech at Dedication of Library 
Given to Washington—Prefers Not 
to Be Distracted by Hearing of Hu- 
manity’s Woes and Needs. 


With President Roosevelt and many 
public men present, the new public li- 
brary, Andrew Carnegie’s gift to Wash- 
ington, has just been formally dedi- 
cated, says the New York World. The 
house of representatives adjourned in 
order that its members might witness 
the dedication. 

Perhaps happiest of all was Mr. Car- 
negie himself, who came over to make 
the principal speech at the dedicatory 
exercises and to see for the first time 
the magnificent building. 

Mr. Carnegie expressed himself as 
greatly pleased with the construction 
and arrangement of the building, de- 
claring that it was one of the best he 
had seen. : 

“It was my desire not to be present,” 
he said, “but the request of those who 
have labored so long and successfully 
to establish this library could not, and 
I concluded should not, be resisted. It 
is so little to give money to a good 
cause, and there an end; so grand to 
give thought and time. The difference 
should always be accentuated between

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DEEP SEA KITEFLYING. 


Germany and America Will Unite te 
Explore Tropical Air Currents. 

It is announced that the German 

government has placed a naval vessel 

at the disposal of Mr. A. Lawrence 


Rotch of Boston, the director of the Se 


Blue Hill Meteorological station of 
Harvard observatory, for the purpose 
of enabling him to carry out his long 
cherished plan of investigating by 
means of kites the air currents above 
the great trade winds of the tropics. 
Mr. Rotch’s cruise, it is expected, will 
last about three months and will cover 
the middle Atlantic between Africa 
and South America. 

The problem involved is one which 
scientific men are almost entirely ig- 
norant about, and it is believed that it 
can be solved only by means of special- 
ly constructed kites, such as have been 
used for similar purposes at the Blue 
Hill observatory for a number of years 


past. When flown from the deck of a 


moving steamship it has been proved 
that these can be sent to unusually 
great heights, for if above the surface 
winds a stratum of motionless air in- 
tervenes the vessel can be urged for- 
ward so as to pull the kite up into the 
next breezy tract. Mr. Rotch originated 
this form of scientifie kiteflying a lit- 
tle over a year ago and has had the 
satisfaction of seeing it generally 
adopted by European meteorologists as 
being far more effective than flying the 
kites from a stationary base. 

Some preliminaries in the way of 
equipment of the expedition have still 
to be arranged, but it is the hope of 
the Harvard meteorologists to have 
everything in readiness for a start next 
July. Given the use of a vessel com- 
pletely manned and equipped the cost

After ‘‘learning the ropes’’ I was 
sent witha number of other ‘‘ punchers’’ 
to the corral near the station witha 
drove of steers.

“As long as communities are willing, 
as you are in Washington, to maintain 
a library from the proceeds of taxation 
as part of the city’s educational sys- 
tem, so long I intend to labor in that 
vineyard, keeping myself free as possi 
ble from hearing of the woes and 
wants of humanity in general, to 
which, if I listened, I would soon be- 
come unfit for my special work, which, 
I think, is best of all. 

“This is not charity, this is not 
philanthropy—it is the people them- 
selves helping themselves by taxing 
themselves. They owe no man anything 
of moment. 

“The submerged tenth, which in the 
census we designate as delinquents, do 
not appear to be properly the objects of 
private beneficence. They should be 
the care of the state. The habitual 
criminal, drinker, loafer, needing the 
necessaries of human life should be 
cared for, being human, by the state, 
town or community as a whole, and 
some day when we have gone further 
in the path of general civilization, 
though these will still be clothed, fed, 
housed, nursed, educated and reformed 
as far as possible, they will be isolated 
from their fellows as unworthy to 
wear the revered name of father or the 
holier name of mother. 

“I rejoice for my. part that I have 
found a field which still occupies my 
thought and time and keeps me, al- 
though retired from business, as busy 
a man, I think, as ever I was in busi- 
ness, which always was more of a rec- 
reation than a burden. It was easy 
compared with the life I now lead— 
mere holiday making in comparison. 
Verily, the way of the distributer is 
hard. 

“I dread the coming of the day when 
I shall have to look out for new fields 
for distribution, for we have now sys- 
tematized library giving. It will bea 
great plunge. Between 460 and 500 let- 
ters a day now reach my secretaries, 
and most of them also promptly reach 
the waste baskets. 

“A man who has surplus wealth and 
escapes making a fool of himself once 
a week or so in view of all the tempta- 
tions he has to resist and all the foolish 
things he is urged to do, should be con 
sidered above the average in wisdom.” 

In his speech President Roosevelt 
said that Mr. Carnegie’s gift was the 
best possible method of helping people 
to educate themselves.

TO TALK WITH SPIRITS. 


Duluth Man Thinks Marconi’s Plan 
May Lead to Commanication. 

A. N. MeGindley of Duluth, spiritual- 
ist, lawyer and student of occult phi- 
losophy, believes the time is approach- 
ing when the inhabitants of the mate- 
rial and spiritual worlds will establish 
communication and hold conversations 
as intelligible and satisfactory as may 
now be held over the telephone. 

“It is dificult to get an expression of 
a belief thus advanced into the public 
press,”” said Judge McGindley to a rep- 
resentative of the Chicago Record-Her- 
ald, “owing to the bigotry which pre- 
vails so largely in church organizations. 
It is only within the last forty years 
that a person could express the convic- 
tion of spirit return without having his 
mental soundness questioned. 

“The spirit world spreads all about 
us, and science will open up communi- 
cation with our immaterial brothers 
before many years have elapsed. I am 
of the opinion that within five or six 
years the communication will be as 
easy and intelligible as conversation 
over the telephone. Marconi’s discov- 
ery of wireless telegraphy is a long 
stride in that direction, I believe, and it 
would not surprise me ifthrough it the 
communication is to be opened.”

The first arrest ever made by an offi- 
cer of the city of Jackson, Miss., for 
kissing was recently made at the Union 
depot, and a precedent has been estab- 
lished that will be strictly adhered to 
in the future, says the Louisville Cou 
rier-Journal.

Judge Decides That Richardson Case 
Must Go Before Grand Jury 
Chelsea, Mass., Janu. 13.—The Suf- 
folk county grand jury, which convenes 
the first Monday in February, will be 
called upon to consider the case of Miss 


Katherine V. Richardson, who is al- 
leged to have administered poison to her 
mother, Mrs. Harley Richardson, at 
their former home in the Morrison 
House, Revere. This result was 
brought about yesterday afternoon 
when Judge Bosson found probable 
cause for holding the woman. Miss 
Richardson’s bail was fixed at $5000, 
the same as that on which she was re- 
leased from the Charles street jail a 
few days after her arrest on a com- 
plaint issued by the district court. She 
was able to furnish bail, William L. 
Wood of Beverly and the defendant's 
brother, Harry H. Richardson, going 
on her sureties. 

When Judge Bosson stated that he 
found probable cause for holding Miss 
Richardson, that her case could be con- 
sidered by the grand jury, she did not 
appear to be in the least concerned, and 
with a smile leaned over and spoke a 
few words to the nurse, who has been 
her attendant through the trial. Later, 
when Clerk Curley pronounced the find- 
ing of the ¢ourt Miss Richardson re- 
tained the sume composure, remaining 
apparently indifferent until after she 
had left the court house. 


Surprise at Littleton 

Littleton, N. H., Jan.13.—The news 
from Chelsea that Catherine Ricbard- 
son had been held for the grand jury to 
answer a charge of attempted murder 
came as a surprise to her acquaintances 
here. They had followed the news- 
paper accounts of the proceedings and 
many expected she would be released. 


Dunning Remains In Jail 

Boston, Jan. 13.—Edwin J. Dunning, 
the State street broker, who was ar- 
rested on Saturday charged with the lar- 
ceny of $23,000 from the late Francis C. 
Brooks, tigured in three court proceed- 
ings yesterday. In the superior crini- 
inal court bis lawyer learned that the 
government would hold the charge of 
larceny, and would file a bill of par- 
ticulars. In the bankruptcy corrt, his 
attorney filed a voluntary petition of 
bankruptcy, with liabilities of $532,121, 
of which only $21 is secured, and assets 
of $521,000, while in the poor debtors’ 
court he was made one of three de 
fendants in a suit of $5000 brought by 
the Manufacturers’ National bavk of 
Lynn. Dunning still languishes in jail. 
being unable to secure $20,000 bail, re- 
quired in the criminal! charge. 


Pork Probably Not Cooked Enough 

Middlebury, Vt., Jan. 18.—The report 
from the state laboratory, where an 
analysis of the meat which was believed 
to have caused a death in the home of 
Fred R. Brown of Whitney, was re- 
ceived yesterday, and shows that there 
Was no poison in the sample submitted. 
All the members of the Brown family, 
as well as two guests, were taken ill on 
Dec. 21, after eating newly killed 
pork. Mrs. Brown died on Jan. 3. The 
guests recovered, but yesterday Brown 
had a relapse and it is feared that he 
will not survive. Itis now thought that 
the sickness was due to insutficient 
cooking of the fresh meat. 


Alleged Receiver of Stolen Goods 

Providence, Jan. 13.—A warrant was 
yesterday served on John Nelson, for 
mer memb»vr of the general assembly, 
charging him with receiving silver 
scrap stolen from the Gorham Manu- 
facturing company, and he was placed 
under arrest, pending arraignment. 
The police say that they have received 
complaints which tend to show that a 
general clearing house for stolen prop- 
erty has been conducted by Nelson, 
who frequently appears in the local po- 
lice court as bondsman for all sorts of 
criminals.

FULL REBATE OF DUTIES 


On All Coal Imported Into the 
United States 


LIMIT PLACED AT ONE YEAR 


But It Is Considered Unlikely That 
Coal Will Ever Pay Any More Duty 
—How Chairman of Ways and Meant 
Committee Changed His Mind 


Washington, Jan. 14—“This means 
that coal will never pay any more duty,’ 
said Representative Babcock of Wis- 
consin, commenting on the action of the 
ways and means committee yesterday 
as he came out of the committee room. 


“Never in the world,” chimed in Mr. 
Hill of Connecticut, the author of the 
rebate proposal for treating the coal 
situation, which with some modifica 
tion as to detail has heen accepted as 
party policy. 

The bill which was brought in yester- 
day ailows a rebate of the duty on all 
coal, hard and soft, for a period of one 
year from the date of the passage of the 
act. The proposed limitation to At- 
lantic coast ports was abandoned. M1. 
McCall's amendment to admit free coul, 
after the expiration of the year, free 
of duty from countries which granted 
a similar privilege to us, secured the 
support, in the cuucus of Republican 
meinbers preceding the meeting of the 
full committee, of only MeCall and 
Tawney. 

Several others expressed themselves 
as in favor of that project, but it was 
believed it would be better to make the 
present meusure of relief as simple as 
possible, so that it would go through 
without opposition, and to leave till the 
next congress the decision of such a 
question as this proposal of coal reeip- 
rocity with Canada, independent of any 
treaty. Babcock anc Hill were par- 
ticuiarly emphatic in saying that they 
would have been glad to go further in 
this legislation, did they not feel con 
strained to select what would encounter 
the fewest parliamentary obstacles. 

This decision in favor of free coal fo- 
a year represents a very sudden change 
of front on the part of the leaders. 
When this session opened the leaders 
were emphatic in their opposition to 
any meddling with the tariff. All sorts 
of reasons were assigned against any 
change in the coal duties. Represeuta- 
tive Payne, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, is quoted as having 
said only Monday: “There is au abund- 
ance of coal, as a matter of fact, and it 
is being mined in quantities sufficient 
to meet every demand. The retail dea)- 
ers evidently appreciate the value of 
their opportunity to hold the consumers 
up and they are doing ft. I do not be- 
lieve that the removal of the duty wiil 
have any effect upon present prices. 
The amount, 67 cents 2 ton, is a mere 
drop in the bucket, when the retailers 
are demanding from $15 to $20 a ton. 
They could absorb the 67 centsa tonand 
the consumers would never know the 
difference. However, the proposed leg- 
islation will relieve congress of any re 
sponsibility in the matter, so far as 
tariff is concerned.” 

The bill adopted provides “that the 
secretary of the treasury is hereby au- 
thorized and required to make full re- 
bate of duties imposed by law on all 
coal of every form and description tin- 
ported into the United States from for- 
eign countries for the period of one 
year from and after the passage of this 
act.” Representative Richardson of 
Tennessee proposed an amendmere 
striking out the words “for a neriod o1 
one year,” which was yoted down. He 
then proposed an amendment placing 
all coals on the free list, which was 
likewise voted down. The final vote 
on the adoption of the bill was unan 
imous. 

Before the coal debate ends recogni- 
tion should be made of the vigorous 
work of Representative Powers, as wcll 
as that of Mr. McCall, who has heen the 
recognized leader in these efforts. Mr. 
Powers not only introduced a free coal 
lll, but has so persistently besought 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee in its behalf that they have 
seemingly avoided meeting him in the 
corridors. There is a messenger’s sea 
at the door of the ways and means com 
mittee, which Mr. Powers bas so ofte) 
occupied while lying in weit for the 
members, that, as he himself face- 
tiously says, an impression has gained 
ground that the committee bad ubtained 
a new doorkeeper. 


Marconi Starts For Cape Cod 


Halifax, Jan. 14.—William Marconi 
left Cape Breton yesterday for the 
wireless station at Cape Cod. In an in- 


terview he stated that when everything 
is in working order a message from 
President Roosevelt will be transmit- 
ted across the Atlantic to King Ed- 
ward.

VESSEL WENT TO PIECES. 
Crew of Schooner Oregon Halt GREAT 
Drowned and Nearly Frozen 


York, Me., Jan. 14.—Three exhausted 
and half frozen seamen made their 
way to this town yesterday and re- 
ported the total loss of their yessel, 


the little Rockland schooner Oregon, 
at Godfrey’s Cove, on Sunduy last. 

The Oregon was on her way back to 
Rockland, after delivering 1 carzo of 
lime in Boston. She had on board 25 
barrels of oil. After getting outside of 
Cape Ann on Sunday ihe wind began to 
breeze up from the southeast, with rain, 
and by midnight it was blowing a stiff 
gale. The captain of the little craft 
tried to run in for Portsmouth, but 
brought up five miles to the eastward, 
at Godfrey’s Cove. The schooner 
drove rigit up on the beach, and after 
a hard battle with the surf ull three of 
the men managed to reach shore. Be- 
fore morning the Oregon was in pieces 
on the beach. 

The men wandered about for hours 
before they found the only hou :e in the 
vicinity, where they rested until yes- 
terday, when they walked to this town. 
While hunting for the house they were 
all frost-bitten. They left for Rock 
land late yesterday afternoon. 

The Oregon was one of the oldest of 
the coastwise fleet, being built in Tren- 
ton, Me., in 1851. She was 58 tons net 
burden and was owned in Kockland. 


Suffered Awful Agony 

Ellsworth, Me., Jan. 14.--Mrs. Joey 
Sargent of West Sullivan dropped a 
lamp yesterday and her clothing caught 
fire from the blazing kerosene. Her 
two young children rushed from the 
house for assistance und 10 minutes 
later the rescuers found Mrs. Sargent 
dead in a tub of water in the kitchen. 
Frantic with pain, she had tried to save 
herself, but the burns were so deep the 
water only tended to quicken her death. 


Old Church Burned 

Leominster, Mass., Jan. 14.—The Unt- 
tarian church in this town was de- 
stroyed by fire last night. The chapel 
connected with the church was also 
burned. The church was bullt in 1823 
and was an excellent representation of 
the architecture of the period, naving a 
portico of four large Doric colu nuns. 
The fire is thought to have originated 
from a defective flue of the furnace. 
The loss is estimated at $40,000. 


An Alleged Firebug 

Malden, Mass., Jan. 14.—Wulter E. 
Sturtevant of Waketield, a taijor, “as 
placed under arrest here yesterday on 
the charge of arson, it beiag claimed 
that he set fire to cou! sheda in Greew 
wood in October, causing a Joss of abou 
$4000. He is also alleged to have se. 
fire to a shanty in Wakefield. Within 
the past few months there have been 
more than 12 incendiary fires in Wuke- 
field. 


Big Bonus From Eurlington 

Burlington, Vt., Jan. 14.—A bonus ot 
$50,000 is to be given the Rutland rail- 
road for the removal of its general of- 
fices from Rutland to this city. A spe- 
cial meeting of citizens yesterday ap- 
proved the plan, and authorized the city 
government to issue and pay to the Rut- 
land road bonds to that amount. The 
establishinent of the otfices here will 
give employment to at least 100 clerks. 


Legislator’s Sudden Death 

Woburn, Mass., Jan. 14.—Edmund O. 
Cottle, recently sworn in as a mem- 
ber of the state legislature, left the 
state house for Woburn shortly after 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. He wast 
discovered in an unconscious condition 
on the rear seat of the train and ex- 
pired shortly after. This was Mr. Cot- 
tle’s first term in the !egislature. He 
was born in 1842. 


Strike Breakers at Waterbury 
Waterbury, Conn., Jan. 14.—Genera: 
Manager Sewell of the Connecticut 
Lighting and Power company says 
that he has imported 70 men to go to 
work, they having come in Monday anc 
Tuesday. It is learned that there sre 
five Pinkerton men here who will look 
out for the company’s interests. Cars 

are expected to be running today. 


Dozen Horses turned to Death 

Somerville, Mass., Jar. 14.—The large 
building of the Arnistrong Cooperage 
company, used partly for storage and 
partly as a stable, was conipletels 
burned last night with its contents, in- 
cluding 12 horses. The loss is $25,000. 
George Crosby, a fireman, was over- 
come by smoke and did not recover 
consciousness for several hours. 


No Sign of Ice Harvest 

Bangor, Me., Jan. 14—Nothivg has 
as yet been done toward cultivating the 
Penobscot ice fields, except by a few 
small concerns, cutting for lucal con- 
sumption. It had been generally un- 
derstood that the America Ice Company 
would cut about 70,000 tons and inde- 
pendent concerns about 60,000.

PROFIT AT RETAIL, 


Delaware & Hudson Company Sell Products to Op- 
erators and de not Control Prices. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 14.—Having oceu- 
pied nearly three days in calling wit- 
nesses to testify in opposition to the 
demands made by the anthracite miners, 
the Delaware and Hudson company 


closed its case before the coal strike com- 
mission yesterday afternoon and the 
commission’s attention was then called 
to the conditions existing in and about 
the collieries operated ''y the Erie com- 
pany. ‘This corporation manages the 
Hillside Coal and [rou company and the 
Pennsylvania Coal company, ard its 
counsel before the commission is Wayne 
MacVeagh and Everett Warren. 

One of the principal witnesses called 
yesterday was Thomas F. Torrey, gen 
eral coal sales agent of the Dela vare 
and Hudson company at New York. 

Mr. Torrey was an interesting wit 
ness, but in the absence of certain 
papers reiating to the business he was 
unable to give the commission el! the 
information desired regarding coal 
prices. ‘The commission would uot hear 
any evidence relating to freight rates, 
on the ground that its jurisdiction did 
not cover that phase of the coal in- 
dustry. 

Mr. Torrey explained that the Dela 
Ware and Hudson company had no con 
trol over coal prices in New York har- 
bor; that it turned its tidewater coal 
over to the Hillside Coal and Iron cum- 
pany at Carbondale; that his company 
gets 65 percent of the circular tidewate1 
price in New York harbor, and that it 
derives no benefit from the present ab 
norma! retail prices. The Hillside 
company (owned by the Erie) receives 
the other 35 percent, but all owe the 
Delaware and Hudson a portion cf this 
for hauling the coal +0 miles from it 
mines to the Erie’s tracks. The tide 
water price of coal, he said, was $5 for 
domestic sizes. He did not know what 
the dealers were getting for the coal in 
New York beyond what he learned from 
hearsay. The company, he added, sells 
coal to dealers in New York state and 
in New England at circular prices. He 
could not give the prices at certain 
places or the prices during 1901 without 
referring to his books, and he promised 
to have them for the commission I: ter. 

The commission would not admit 
statistics presented by J. P. Dickson o 
Wilkesbarre regarding the consump- 
tion of liquor in the regions surround. 
ing and including Scranton and Wilkes 
barre because they did not contuin the 
per capita consumption, so that the 
amount consumed by the mine worker.

Among other witnesses called by the 
Delaware and Hudson were two pbyst

and Hudson who made an investigation 
of wages paid to bituminous tineré 
which showed their pay was under tha 
received by the anthracite miners.

Good Afternoon. 


We feel that au injustice has been 
done to President Baer of the Reading 
Coal Co, and the practical head of the 
Coal Operating Companies, in accusing 
him of insincerity in the endeavor to 
keep down the wholesale price of coal 
and to prevent retail dealers from 
exacting unreasonable profits. Certain- 
ly he and the other coal operators are 
to be commended for what they have 
done to relieve the distress in Quincy 
where the poor and really needy could 
not buy any hard coal and where the 
city has had to pay and are now obliged 
to pay an excessive price to keep the 
schools open. It would have been un- 
fortunate to close the schools and force 
the children to stay at home where 
many of the parents have no coal and 
cannot afford to pay $14 a ton for it. 

The independent miners, the specula- 

-tefs, and large proportion of the retail 
dealers seem to be responsible for the 
resent high prices. If the money rep- 
presented by their profit does not burn 
# hole in their pockets it ought to. 

In this connection the action of Mr. 
Hans Carstein, a coal dealer of Cam- 
bridge, though he isa member of the 
notorious Boston Coal Club, stands out 
in strong contrast to most dealers. Mr. 
Carstein has been selling coal at a fair 
price. On the fact that he has not 
squeezed the public he ‘is quoted as 
saying, ‘‘In my opinion I have not 
done anything more in this respect 
than any other honorable coal dealer 
would do, I have sold my coal accord- 
ing to the price it cost me after a fair 
and liberal profit aud not according to 
the excessive demand,’’ and we might 
add, at the dictates of Boston Coal 
Clab. 

In view of the fact that the coal that 
some dealers had on hand at the end of 
the strike, and the consignments which 
they have received since, has cost them 
on the average less than five or six dol- 
lara per ton, we feel that we are not 
unreasonable to demand on behalf of 
our people that the $14 prica recently 
established be abandoned: and we es- 
pecially demand that the agreement 
made with the city and the Citizens 
Coal Committee be resumed so that the 
needy of our city can again buy an- 
thracite coal in 100 Ib. lots at a reason- 
able price.

PLAN TO CHECK INSANITY. 


Londoner, Alarmed by Scourge, Calls 
For International Conference. 


by Dr. Arthur Macdonald of Washing- 
ton of the cause of the increase in in- 
sanity, which has been cabled to Lon- 
don, an article by W. J. Corbet, which 
appears in the January issue of the 
Westminster Review, comes pat: 

“From year to year, from decade to 
decade, from generation to generation,” 
says Mr. Corbet, “in spite of every ef- 
fort made to stop the ravages of the 
disease, the insane continue to increase 
in great numbers. The leaven spreads 
annually, with cumulative force ap- 
parently, under the influence of the nat- 
ural law of reproduction. The ques- 
tion has to be faced, How long will it 
take before the whole mass is leav- 
ened?’ 

The lunacy returns show an appall!- 
ing increase during the last generation 
and a half. The number of registered 
lunatics in the United Kingdom in 1859 
was 47,992; in 1902 the number had in- 
creased to 148,631, of these 110,713 be- 
ing in England alone, where the year- 
ly increase works out about 2,000 vic- 
tims. 

The official view is that the increase 
is more apparent than real, that the 
ease is rather one of accumulation— 
that if there is an increase it is not out 
of proportion to the increase of popula- 
tion. Mr. Corbet repels this view with 
idnignation and scorn. The present sys- 
tem, he declares, is sadly wanting, and 
he maintains that the marriage of a 
person who is or has been insane should 
be prevented by law. He thinks, more- 
over, that the question is so important 
that an international conference of 
qualified-persons should be called to 
consider it. 


NO COON DOGS FOR LIBERIA 


Negroes From Georgia Have to Leave 
Animals Behind on Sailing. 

Great was the sorrow of a party of 
negroes from Irwin county, Ga., when 
they had to part from their dogs the 
other day, says the New York Press. 
The White Star pier resounded with 
their wailings. The howls of the dogs 
added to the outburst. 

“How can we get along without dogs 
in Liberia?’ was the plaintive query of 
one of the men. There were fifty-four 
persons in the party—thirty-two men, 
twelve women and ten children—bound 
for the African land of promise. They 
had two bloodhounds and two “power- 
ful fine coon dogs.” But when they 
trooped abourd the Teutonic the man 
at the head of the gangplank said “Get 
out!” to the dogs. 

“They're ours,” said the leader of the 
emigrants. Lie was pained to learn that 
his ticket didn’t include-dogs. He was 
told he must get a government permit 
before the degs could be received at an 
English port. He communicated that 
fact to his companions, and then the 
sounds of sorrow arose. 

“Them bloodhounds has followed a 
scent fifty miles,” moaned George 
Scott. But, under orders, he tied the 
dogs in the waiting room. When the 
Teutonic left her pier, the animals 
strained at their ropes, but couldn’t 
break them, and their masters and mis- 
tresses soon were far away. 

“Pity they couldn’t take the coon 
dogs with them,” said a pier hand. 
“There’d be great sport in Liberia. I 
hear it’s full of coons.” 


ANCIENT DEATH CHAMBER. 


Shocking Relic of Old Wars Found 
In Italy. 

A special cablegrain from Rome to 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat states 
that the governor of the ancient cita- 
del of Aquilla, contemplating repairs 
in the subterranean arrangements of 
the old pile, a wall was _ broken 
through, whereupon an ancient death 
chamber was discovered full of bodies 
of men and women, many of them 
wearing uniforms and fine dresses. The 
bodies, being shut off from air, were 
perfectly preserved; there were no cof- 
fins. Some of the corpses leaned 
against the walls, others lay in heaps 
on the floor. 

Investigation showed that the dead 
were prisoners of war during the 
French invasion of 1795 and that they 
were either murdered by the garrison 
or by the French when the citadel was 
taken. Many of the bodies had stab 
and shot wounds; others had knives 
and stilettos sticking in the throat or 
breast. One hundred and forty-five 
bodies were recovered, among them 
many belonging to noble Italian fami- 
lies, accordiug to papers found in their 
clothes. 


Gold In Ireland. 

A London syndicate is now being 
formed with the object of starting a 
Jarge company (proposed capital $500,- 
000) to develop a certain gold mine in 
Ireland, says A. G. Ryder in the Dub- 
lin Daily Independent. The presence 
of gold in this Irish mine has been al- 
ready proved over a distance of about 
1,650 feet, and in four new shafts re- 
sults exceeding three pennyweights 
per ton were obtained near the sur- 
face. The average of what one may 
term “haphazard” samples was five 
pennyweights eight grains. One sam- 
ple gave the astounding result of one 
vunce eighteen pennyweights per ton. 


Novel Type of Ocean Greyhound. 

A Vienna dispatch to the London Ex- 
press says: An Austrian engineer of 
note, Herr Wetkovic, has invented a 
new type of ship which he claims will 
be capable of traveling at lightning 
speed. Herr Wetkovice declares tha‘ 
when perfected it will enable a journer 
around the world to be made in a week. 
The ship does not displace water, but 
glides over the surface like a skate over 
ice. Ingenious contrivances are con- 
structed to minimize friction and air 
pressure.

A Havana Lawyer Talks of 
New Conditions. 


HEALTHIER GROWTH NOTICEABLE 


Americans Now In the Island En- 
gaged In Business and Are Coming 
In to Take Up Lands For Farming 
Purposes—The Government Consid- 
ered a Success, 


Ernest Lee Conant, of a law firm in 
Havana, when interviewed by a repre- 
sentative of the Washington Star at 
the New Willard hotel said: “There 
was somewhat of a reaction after the 
American military authorities left Cu- 
ba, and American influences were not 
as prominent in business as under mili- 
tary rule. There is a healthier growth 
now, and many Americans are coming 
in to take lands and engage in farming 
on their own responsibility. These peo- 
ple do not come at the.suggestion of 
any land company and as a rule know 
why they come and what line of farm- 
ing they intend to engage in. There 
are between 1,000 and 2,000 Americans 
in Havana engaged in business, and 
there is an American paper there pub- 
lished entirely in English. An Amert- 
can brewery supplies the needs of those 
who use beer, and the Havana electric 
street railway is an American institu- 
tion. This railway now operates forty- 
five miles of road, with lines to Vidado, 
Quemados, Cero, Jesus del Monte, Ma- 
riano and other suburbs. The line is 
being extended to Mariel, twenty-five 
miles out. 

“Vidado, the beautiful suburban city 
by the sea, has almost doubled in size, 
the new houses being largely Amert- 
can. This was always a favorite resort 
with Americans, and the headquarters 
of the military government was at the 
La Trocha hotel at Vidado. There is a 
Colonial Loan and Deposit company 
controlled by Americans in Havana, 
and American companies are preparing 
to raise cotton on a large scale for the 
English market. 

“The American club in Havana is 
quite an organization. It is presided 
over by Mr. Merchant. A syndicate has 
completed its line of railroad from 
Havana to Santiago, and a few weeks 
ago trains began running. The dis- 
tance is about 600 miles, and it takes 
two days to make the trip one way. 


The reason of this is that the trains tie 


up over night and the passengers go 
to a hotel. Speed is not particularly 
desirable, and as everybody is anxious 
to see the country, and the railroad 
company is anxious to have the coun- 
try along its line seen, all parties seem 
satisfied with the arrangement. I sup- 
pose later at least one through fast 
train will be put on. 

“IT think the Cuban government has 
been a success. Notwithstanding the 
increase in expenses by reason of a con- 
gress and a state department with sev- 
eral costly foreign missions the Cuban 
government has materially reduced 
operating expenses. Revenues have 
not declined and there is a surplus in 
the treasury. The expenditures for 
schools have been reduced without crip- 
pling that branch of the public service. 
The recent strike on the street railway 
Was somewhat exaggerated in the 
United States. The authorities sup- 
pressed the rioting in two or three 
days, and too much credit cannot be 
given to President Palma and Chief 
of Police Cardenas for their firmness, 
steadiness and good judgment. The in- 
cident has been in reality of great bene- 
fit. It increased the confidence of the 
people in their president, placed the 
chief of police firmly in authority over 
his men, united the police, increased 
their confidence and esprit de corps and 
in every way strengthened the govern- 
ment. I think generally that there has 
been less disorder, less cattle stealing, 
than under American military rule. The 
people are more contented, and that 
may account for it. 

“There is of course business stagna- 
tion at present and will be until the 
treaty with the United States becomes 
law. There is no question as to its 
meeting the approval of the Cuban gov- 
ernment. The people there have great 
admiration for President Roosevelt and 
look upon him as their friend. Gen- 
erally they are suspicious of the people 
of the United States as a whole and 
think that this country intends to gob- 
ble them up at the first opportunity. 
There is an entire lack of cordiality to- 
ward Americans as a people. If I had 
any suggestion to make to the govern- 
ment there, I would perhaps advise 
less attention to the military depart- 
ment and more to agriculture. Up to 
this time a great deal of energy has 
been devoted to the organization of the 
army. Perhaps this was necessary in 
a country recently engaged in war, but 
the future of Cuba depends upon the 
development of its agricultural re- 
sources, and this feature should re- 
ceive exrly and earnest attention.” 


The Vanishing Red Man. 

A discussion of the Indians of Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory brought on 
by the consideration of the omnibus 
statehood bill provoked some sharp pas- 
sages in the senate recently, says the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Tribune. The declaration made 
by Senator Beveridge that a consider- 
able proportion of the members of ya- 
rious Indian tribes were really white 
called forth a burst from Senator Till- 
man, who demanded to know the rea- 
son for this. Senators Quay, Spooner 
and Beveridge united in the explana- 
tion that the white men had married 
Indian women and were Indians only 
by marriage. “Well,” roared back Sen- 
ator Tillman, “then if the white men 
married the Indian women, what be- 
came of the Indians that would have 
married the Indian women?”

DISCIPLE OF LORENZ. 


Straightened Woman's Bowlegs and 
Saved Her a Husband. 


“For more than thirty years I have 


treated cases of congenital dislocation 
of the hip by the bloodless surgery 


method somewhat after the style Dr. 
Lorenz has adopted,” said Professor 
Henry Hermann of Fort Erie, accord- 
ing to a Buffalo special to the New 
York World. 

“In 1873 a little girl was brought to 
me afflicted with a dislocation of this 
sort. I exan:ined the case very careful- 
ly and succeeded in working the hip 
into its socket by the mere use of my 
hands. The child recovered the use of 
the limb, and when it grew up to young 
womanhood not a single defect was no- 
ticeable, 

“Several times a year after that I 
treated similar cases and have always 
met with the greatest success. I have 
likewise met with success in the treat- 
ment of clubfeet, curvature of the 
spine, knock knees and bowlegs—in 
fact, it is only a few months ago that 
by the mere use of my hands I cured a 
bad case of bowlegs in a woman 
twenty-three years of age. 

“The young woman came to my place 
one day about six months ago and said 
that she was about to be married, but 
that her intended husband did not 
know that she was bowlegged. ‘If he 
did,’ said she, ‘I do not believe he 
would marry me.’ 

“I made an examination and found 
one of the worst bowlegged cases I 
had ever seen, but in four months’ 
time I had straightened the young wo- 
man’s limbs so that about a month ago 
she was married. She declares that I 
saved her a husband, and at Christmas 
time she sent this pretty watch charm 
for a present,” and the Lorenz of Fort 
Erie proudly exhibited a handsome 
watch charm which now adorns his 
waistcoat. 


THE BICYCLE FOR 1903. 


Chainless Coaster Brake With Change- 
able Gear the New Model. 
Wheelmen generally will be glad to 
know that the new models in bicycles 
for this year show a decided all around 


improvement, says the New York 
Tribune. This wheel is not only a 


chainless coaster brake, but it possesses 
still another advantage in that it has a 
changeable gear, something long 
sought for by ridérs and manufactur- 
ers on both sides of the Atlantic. 

The new models are arranged in 
three styles, the low gear being 68 in 
each instance, and the high gears being 
83, 91 or 101. The new mechanism is 
contained in the rear hub and is sald 
to be simple and not likely to get out of 
order. When the rider, using, say, a 
101 gear on the level or in going down 
hill, comes to an Incline and wishes to 
reduce his gear to G8, all he has to do 
is to give a slight pressure on the pedal 
and the gear is reduced. When the 
coaster brake is wanted the pressure on 
the pedal is made more pronounced. 

While it is admitted that high gears 
are much in favor, the fact that wheels 
s0 geared were hard to ride against the 
high wind or up a hill caused lower 
gears to prevail the last two years. 
With two gears the chances are that 
many riders will accept the 91 and 101 
gears for regular road use. The new 
principle cannot be attached to the old 
bicyeles, even the chainless coaster 
brake of last year. The new models 
will be made in both dlamond and drop 
frame styles. The cost of the new 
wheel will be $85. 


TO RECORD INDIAN SPEECH. 


Yale Men, With Special Car, Will 
Tour the West and South, 

The department of experimental psy- 
chology at Yale soon will begin the 
study of the dialects of the United 
States, the funds for the experiment 
having been granted by the Carnegie 
institute at Washington, as announced 
some time ago, says a New Haven spe- 
cial to the New York Times. To carry 
out this experiment, which Is to be 
known as the Yale phonetic survey, a 
anecial railroad car will be chartered 
and sent out to various places in the 
western part of the United States in 
charge of Yale men to collect gramo- 
ghone records of the rapidly disap- 
pearing Indian dialects. 

Southern and western modes of speech 
will also be studied and records taken, 
but the main object of the trip will be 
to collect Indian speech. The car will 
start some time in the spring and will 
earry on its work during the coming 
summer. 


New Sagar Making Process. 

Thomas Wommack, a prominent 
planter of East Baton Rogue parish, in 
New Orleans, has discovered a process 
for making sugar which promises to 
revolutionize the industry in Louisiana, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Mr. Wommack declines to divulge his 
secret until he has secured a patent, 
but he says the process converts the 
whole product from the ordinary sirup 
into first sugars, with only a small per- 
centage of the residue in the shape of 
a black kind of glucose, with scarcely 
a trace of sucrose in it and as harf as 
a brick. He brought samples of this 
residue product to the Sugar Exchange 
for chemical examination. As an evi- 
dence of the success of his discovery 
every pound of sugar made by him this 
season is clear white firsts. 


Tillman Jars the Senate, 

During the coal debate in the senate 
recently Senator Tillman said:

Wright, who has been in this country 
for two months. 

For several weeks it has been re- 
garded us settled that Governor Taft 
would return to this country, perhaps 
in a few months, to become a justice 
of the United States supreme court. 
President Roosevelt indicated to Gov 
ernor Taft in a letter dispatched to the 
Philippines more than a month azo 
that he could have the appointment to 
the supreme bench if he desiredit. It 
was the president's purpose to name 
General Wright as civil governor of the 
Philippines. 

As soon as it was learned in the Puil- 
ippines that Governor Taft was likely 
to leave the islands, cabled protests be- 
gan to pour in on the president from 
prominent Filipinos. Even on Monday 
the president was in receipt of a cable- 
gram from some of the most ic:portant 
interests in the Philippines, urging the 
retention of Governor Taft as civil gov- 
ernor. ‘The protests received in no 
manner reflected on Vice Governot 
Wright, but it was pointed out to the 
president that Governor Tait was 
ideally equipped for the position of gov- 
ernor and that any change, at this time, 
would be disastrous to the best inter- 
ests of the archipelago. It was muin- 
tained that Governor Taft's relin- 
quishment of the post would retard the 
development of the islands fully five 
years. 

Governor Taft is known, as one high 
official expressed it, “to be thoroughly 
wrapped up in his work in the Philip- 
pines.” His ambition has been to 
round out his career as a justice of the 
United States supreme court, but he has 
become imbued so entirely with the 
spirit of the great work to be accom- 
plished in the Philippines and is so per- 
fectly in sympathy with the ideals of 
the best classes of the inhabitants that 
he hesitated to relinquish his post at 
this time, even to accept the dis- 
tinguished honor the president offered to 
confer on him. 

Yesterday, in response to the presi- 
dent’s letter offering him the supreme 
justiceship, a cablegram was received 
from him suggesting, with a sincere ap- 
preciation of the tender made to him 
by the president, that it might be better 
for him, in view of all the circuw- 
stances, toremain where he was. After 
this it was announced authoritatively 
that Governor Taft would remain in- 
definitely as civil governor of the Phil- 
ippines. 

During the afternoon. subsequent to 
the cabinet meeting, Secretary Root 
had a long conference with the presi- 
dent, at which the Philippine situation 
was canvassed in all its phases. Muny 
serious problems remain yet to be 
solyed with respect to the islands, nnd 
the administration is looking with 
confidence to Governor Taft to reach 
such a solution of thein as will be sat 
isfactory to the people of this country, 
to the Filipinos and to the world 


May Go to Judge Day 

Cleveland, Jan. 14.—The Washington 
correspondent of The Cleveland Leader 
telegraphs that paper as folows: The 
place on the supreme court bench that 
was tendered to and declined by Goy- 
ernor Taft of the Philippines, has been 
offered to William R. Day of Canton, 
O., and it is understood that Mr. Day 
will accept. Mr. Day is now a United 
States circuit judge of the Sixth dis- 
trict. 


Peary May Make Another Dash 

St. Johns, Jan. 14.—It is believed here 
that Lieutenant Peary has decided to 
make another attempt to reach the 
North Pole. Captain Rartlett, Peary’s 
ice navigator, is in St. Johns arranging 
to charter one of the largest sealing 
steamers for a yoyage north next sum- 
mer. Peary’s steamer Windward is 
said to be inadequate for the large out- 
fit to be taken on the proposed trip. 


Passenger Train Tipped Over 

Alton, Ills, Jan. 14.—A passenger 
train was wrecked near here lust even- 
ing by spreading rails, kiliing the en- 
gineer and injuring four trainmen. he 
locomotive was overturned and the 
baggage, mail and express cars and ore 
coach were thrown on their sides. Pas- 
sengers only received minor bruises. 


Reciprocity Treaty Approved 
Havana, Jan. 14—Domingo Cajxte, 
president of the senate and member of 
the foreign relations committee, has 
completed his report on the reciprocity 


treaty. It recommends the ratification 
of the treaty in toto ard without 
amendment. 


Stood No Chance of Winning 
Springfield, Ills, Jan. 14.—U iiteq 
States Senator Mason formally an- 
nounced yesterday his withdrawal from 
the contest to be his own successor, rd- 
mitting the impossibility of his 1e 
election. 
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INA’S TIGHT SOUEEZE 


With the Payment of Indemnity 

Washington, Jan. 14.—The state de- 
partment has been informed by Mia- 
ister Conger that the Chinese govern- 
ment has professed its utter inabliity to 
pay the Chinese indemuity on a gold 
basis under present conditions and bas 
suggested that if the powers insist up- 
on such payments of the indemnity then 
China should be allowed to collect the 
import duties in gold. This would 
practically amount to doubling the 
customs receipts, gold standing in the 
ratio of about 10 to 2 to silver. 

Secretary Hay replied that, so far as 
the United States is concerned, having 
agreed to accept the payment of the 
indemnity on a silye: basis, it could not, 
of course, consider this last propesition. 
The attitude of the United States gov- 
ernment is thus maintained consistent- 
ly, while at the same time the American 
export trade is protected from ua severe 
blow which would be dealt by the doub- 
ling of duties on these grounds y ben 
they enter China. 

What the powers will do is unknown. 
Various propositions have been 
broached by their representatives, that 
most strongly urged being of British 
origin and looking to the reduction of 
the instalments of indemnity through a 
considerable extension of the present 
40-year period in which the total was 
to be paid. It is felt here that the cnly 
logical solution of the problera is a 
submission of the matter to The Hague 
tribunal, as has already been proposed 
by China. 


To Cruise In Gulf of Mexico 

Washington, Jan. 14.—Instead of or- 
dering the north Atlantic squadron di- 
rectly north on the completion of its 
evolutions in the Caribbean, it has been 
decided that the itinerary shall include 
an extensive cruise in the Guif of Mex- 
ico. The squadron, which may include 
2 boats, will be the most formidable 
force ever assembled in the gulf. It is 
felt that the north Atlantic squadron 
should be familiar with the Gulf ot 
Mexico in view of the increase of Amer- 
ican interests on the isthmus that will 

follow the building of the canal,

Jackson's Statue on the Constitution. 

In 1833 Commodore Elliott ordered a 
figure of General Jackson to be carved 
to take the place of a billet head which 
the United States frigate Constitution 
had carried through the war of 1812. 
It was placed on the bow of the frigate 
in June, 1834, when she left the dry- 
dock in Charlestown navy yard. The 
excitement among the political enemies 
of Jackson in Boston was intense. A 
meeting was called in Faneuil hall— 
which, however, did not take place— 
and anonymous letter writers threaten- 
ed the life of the commodore unless the 
statue was removed. On the night of 
the 2d of July, 1834, in the midst of a 
terrific thunderstorm, Samuel P. Dew- 
ey, a young man of twenty-eight, rowed 
out to the vessel and managed to saw 
off the head of the statue and carry it 
away. The bead was replaced a month 
later in New York, and the figure re- 
mained there until 1874. It now occu- 
pies a place in the grounds of the Naval 
school at Annapolis,

THE STORM HAS BROKEN 


Knights of Labor Cutters on 
Strike at Lynn 


UNION STAMP FACTORIES 


Will Be Supplied With Cutters From 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union, 
With Which Organization Manu- 
facturers Decide to Stick 


Lynn, Mass., Jan. 16.—Fifteen of the 
shoe manufacturers of Lynn using the 
union stamps on their goods decided 
yesterday afternoon to throw their lot 
with the Boot and Shee Workers’ union 
in its struggle for trade union su- 
premacy with the Knights of Labor, 
and as a result of this decision 200 cut- 
ters affiliated with the latter orguniza- 
tion are on strike, . 

Although the strike is aimed at all 
the fifteen union stamp factories, cut- 
ters from only nine went out today. 
The cutters were already out in the 
factory of Walter H. Tuttle Thestrike 
was detinitely decided upon ata meeting 
last night of the executive board of 
the Knights of Labor Cutters’ union, 
und the men left their benches ut 8 
o'clock this morning. 

Both sides to the fight in this city are 
well prepared and apparently eager for 
the fray. The Knights of Labor have 
pickets at every railroad station, while 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union only 
regrets that the strike which was or- 
dered yesterday morning and held in 
abeyance pending the manufacturers’ 
conferences did not come off in time. 

The Boot and Shoe workers’ part in 
the contest will be to supply union cut- 
ters to take the place of the strikers 
in the union stamp factories, while the 
knights of Labor will use every effort, 
through meaus of pickets, to dissuade 
the new workers from taking the places 
of union men. And strangely enough, 
the Massachusetts arbitration law rre- 
vents the state board from interfering 
in such a situation, as it is not a con- 
troversy between employer and em- 
ployes. 

Pending the final outcome of the bat- 
tle the position of the 15 manufacturers 
is particularly delicate. Tlaving large 
orders on hand they are loath to close 
their shops when the controversy does 
not involve either the question of wages 
or the recognition of union labor, while 
on the other hand, they are unwilling to 
risk the chance of losing the use of the 
union stamp on their product, for which 
they have numerous contracts, espe- 
cially iu the south. Such is the situa- 
tion on the eve of a battle which is 
unique in the annals of trade unionism 
in this country. . 

After the ultimatum which was 
served on nine of the large shoe manu- 
facturers in this city yesterday morn- 
ing by the Knights of Labor union cut- 
ters, who demanded that the manu- 
facturers should employ none but 
Knights of Labor cutters, it was ex- 
pected that the strike would be on in 
earnest before noon. 

The strike order given in the morn- 
ing was countermanded at the request of 
the shoe manufacturers, who told the 
officers of the Knights of Labor cutters 
that a meeting of all Lynn shoe manu- 
facturers using the union stamp would 
be held during the day to take actionon 
the situation. 


The Lynn shoe manufacturers who 
are the proprietors of what is known to 
the trade as union stamp shops, about 
15 in number, held a meeting at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon. The session 
lasted over two hours, and the sitna- 
tion among the shoe workers of the city 
was discussed in every detail. The re- 
sult was that the manufacturers decided 
that greater advantages would be gained 
by having the union stamp, aud it was 
therefore decided to stand by the Boot 
and Shoe Workers’ union. While the 
meeting was a secret one, and those at- 
tending it pledged to give out no in- 
formation, it was nevertheless learned 
that the manufacturers were influenced 
considerably in their decision because 
of the assurances received from fhe 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ union that it 
would use every effort to fill the posi- 
tions of the striking cntters, and that 
the work in the shops would go on with- 
out interruption. 

The manufacturers appointed a 
temporary chairman and secretary and 
decided to form an association known as 
The Union Stamp Shoe Manufacturers 
of Lynn. ‘There are similar organiza- 
tions in Haverhill and Brockton, their 
main object being the retention of the 
union stamp. 

These manufacturers state that the 
union stamp has increased their busi- 
ness greatly within a very short time. 


Demané For More Pay at Brockton 

Brockton, Mass., Jan. 16—The first 
aggressive move in an effort of the cut- 
ters of this city to secure an advance 
in Wages was made yesterday, whon a 
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list of prices calling for increases rang- 
ing from 25 to 50 cents a day was sub- 
mitted to the management of four fac- 
torles where the union stamp is not 
used. Two of the firms, the M. A. 
Packard and the George E. Keith com- 
panies, made counter propositions that 
a piece work sca!e be accepted. and the 
P. B. Keith company and Georze E. 
Snow company returned the new price. 
list, saying they could not accept it. 
The proposition that a piece work scale 
be adopted was declined by the union 
and forma! notice was served on the M. 
A. Packard company that unless the de- 
mand is granted by tomorrow the cut- 
ters will go on strike. There the mat- 
ter rests for the present. 


Had a Rough Passage 

Boston, Jan. 16.—Storm buttered, and 
with her crew worn out by constant 
vigil, steamer Miramar reached here 
yesterday afternoon. Captain Dundas 
says that in 20 years otsva Le had never 
experienced such tempestuous weather.

Dec. 24. From the very outset the 
weather was boisterous.

of the charge of murder by a jury and 
discharged. Herbert confessed that ho 
and Geraid Sifton killed Joseph Sifton, 
Gerald's father, in 1900. Gerald was 
tried twice and acquitted at the second 
trial. After his acquittal there was 
nothing for the crown to do but dis 
charge Herbert, who was in jail await 
ing sentence. 


For Americans’ Pecuniary Benefit 

Washington, Jan. 16.—Senator Mor- 
gan introduced a bill yesterday which 
provides that any contract made with 
& person or corporation not a citizeh ol 
the United States or of the countries 
through which the inter-oceanie cana! 
may pass for the construction of the 
canal or any part of it, or for the doing 
of any auxiliary work connected with 
it, shall be void. 


Five Young Coasters Killed 

South Bethlehem, Pa., Jan. 16—Five 
boys, whose ages range from 15 to 12 
years, while coasting last night, were 
struck by a train and iustancly killed 
and another was fatally iufjured, The 
boys were coasting on : bob-sled. Tle 
railway crosses the street at the bot- 
tom of a hill and the sled and express 
train reached the crossing siiaultano- 
ously. 


Factories Compelled to Close

There is a cellar under the entire 
house, with walls of brick. The floor

The roofs are coy- 
ered with cypress shingles. The exte 
rior is painted with two good coats of 
prepared paints in shades to suit the 
owner. 

The floors throughout are laid witb 
narrow North Carolina pine tongued

and grooved flooring boards and are 
stained and varnished for rugs. 

The walls are finished with patent 
plaster, white, hard finished. The trim 
throughout is of North Carolina pine 
of special designs, with fancy cabinet 
molded heads. The stairs are built of 
cypress, with ash newels, rails and bal- 
usters. 

The interior is finished in the natural 
woods, with one good coat of liquid

This makes a very cozy and comfort- 
able little home, either for the city or 
suburbs, and can easily be adapted to 
fit any personal requirements. It will 
cost about $1,500.

There are women with 
families now obliged to receive assis- 
tance from the city who would b 
nearly self-supporting if they could pu 
the little ones, too small to be 
school, in safe keeping for the da , 
thus securing freedom to earna dollar 
in laundry work or house-cleaning. 

It is generally agreed it is not well 
to leave small children alone 2 Louse- 
keepers, yet this is done here in 
Quincy as a matter of necessity, where 
the mother is the bread-winner. 

One young woman this winter left 
her little children alone while she went 
to earn money for their food and fuel. 
During her absence the fire went out 
and she found the little people had 
tried to rebuild it with kerosene. The 
family are still alive and Quincy not 
a heap of ashes, but the experiment 
will not bear repetition. 

This is only one instance of several 
which might be quoted to prove the 
need of a Day Nursery in Quincy to 
help working-women and to save the 
city perhaps money and loss of life.

in the Opinion of President Mitch-

Philadelpbia, Jan. 16.—Most of the 


testimony preser:ted to the anthracite 
coal strike commission yesterday was ot 
a corroborative nature, the Erie com- 
pany, which hus not yet concluded its 
case, producing numerous witnesses to 


prove that the Miners’ union 
sponsible for the alleged restriction of 
the hard caal production.

man, the fact was adduced that the prac- 
tice of restricting the number of cars to 
be loaded daily by one man had been in 
operation as far back as 1895, long be- 
fore the Uuited Mine Workers of Amer- 


ica entered the anthracite region. The 


union's respovsibility rests with the en- 
forcement of this rule and not with its 
inception. 

The majority of the witnesses were 
mine foremen who testified that the 
union was Jeterimental to discipline at 
the collieries, that mining is a com 
paratively healthful occupation, and 
further to acts of lawlessness commit- 
ted duriug the recent strike. A con- 
tract miner testified that he had beer 
prevented by the union from carrying 
out a certain contract, the driver refus 
ing to furnish him with a sufficient num 
ber of cars. 

President Mitchell explained to the 
coninission that the union regarded 
with disfavor the practice of miners se 
curing certain work by proposal. In the 
first place, he said, the lowest biddet 
always secured the contract and he 
employs as many helpers as he deems 
necessary, paying them smaller wages 
than they would otherwise receive. In 
many cases one contract miner has em- 
ployed from 12 to 15 laborers to do the 
work, While he would act as a supevin- 
tendent, performing no purt of the 
actual mining. This the union cousiders 
unjust to the other men, besides increas 
ing the lability of accidents, as the con- 
tract miner could not pay proper atten- 
tion to so many different jobs. Mr 
Mitchell stated also that he had been 
informed that saloon keepers sometimes 
secure these contracts and never enter 
the mines, but leave the work to the 
laborers. 

William Zorn, a miner, told how he 
had been compelled to give up contract 
work. He said he was engaged in the 
work known as “robbing pillars,” but 
the driver refused to give him enough 
cars, telling him he was acting undet 
orders from the president of the local 
branch of the union. 

Mr. Mitchell cross-examined the wit 
ness. He said: “When you took the 
contract you got it by bidding, did you 
not?” 

“¥en.” 

“You had 12 or 15 laborers?” 

“Yes.” 

“You required three men to fill 10 
cars in a day and the union simpiy 
wanted you to have the same number 
of cars as the other miners. Is that 
correct?’ 

Witness was not certain, but was 
positive the driver had tuld him the 
president of tLe local would not permit 
him to have enough cars to coutinue the 
work. 

Mr. Mitchell asked the witness if he 
had done any of the actual :nining un- 
der the contract, and Zorn replied that 
he directed the operations.

Woman: Dies From Burns and Aged

With the exception of her 
mother, she was alone in the house at 
the time, and when the aged woman 
saw her daughter enveloped in flanics 
she seized an overcoat and wrapped it 
around the blazing woman andl then 
with her unprotected hands began to 
tear off the burning clothing. [na ino- 
ment the flames had communicated to 
her own person und her outer garments 
were ablaze. 

Crazed by the pain, Mrs. Maloney 
rushed from the house, but fell uncon- 
scious on the porch, where her suffer- 
ings were relieved by death. Mrs. 
Brown was standing at a window in 
her home when she saw the blazing 
figure and rushed across to find the 
younger woman dead and the axed 
mother battling with the flames which 
enveloped her. Seizing the overccat, 
which was lying on the flvor. Mrs. 
Brown extinguished the fire and then 
tore the charred garmeuts from the old 
woman's body. Mrs. Haverty's burns, 
while serious, are not considered fatal.

The struggle for supremacy between 
the two’ organizations that seems sure 
to come is expected to prove the great- 
est ever witnessed in the history of 
organized Jaber in this city. All 
Knights of Labor cutters employed in 
the nearly 100 Lynn shoe factories 
where no strike is on will remain away 
from work to assist the strikers in pre- 
venting the out of town cutters froin go- 
ing to work, which means that over 700 
Knights of Labor cutters will be put on 
guard.

The room I had slept in was found to 
be next to Mr. Brown's, and, calling for 
the pollee, we made the raid. 

The woman told a very straight story, 
which of course convinced no one, and 
she was ordered to dress and come 
along, but before we left the hotel the 
proprietor was called up and identified 
her as one of the most respectable pa- 
trons of the house, Then the bills were 
examined and found to’ be no more than 
necessary for her traveling expenses. 
The rgsult was that she was permitted 
to go back to bed after receiving a hum- 
ble apology, and I was taken to the sta- 
tion aud locked up. 

Words cannot describe the horror of 
that night in a cell. A drunken prison- 
er was brought in fighting, a woman 
screaming. While these people were 
making night hideous without my cell 
the rats were scurrying about within, 
Fortunately I had not been imprisoned 
till 2 o'clock in the morning, so the 
night was short, and when brought up 
for examination in the morning I found 
no difficulty in proving my identity as 
a prominent real estate man and was 
discharged with a warning from the 
justice to stick to my own trade and let 
detective work alone. 

The next day a newspaper gave the 
ease of Mr. Edward A. Mills, arrested 
for putting up a job to rob a prominent 
lady of a neighboring city, and berated 
the justice for accepting his “gauzy 
story.” Of course the item was seen by 
many of my acquaintances, with great 
detriment to m¥ reputation and my 
business, while my intimate friends 
have since hounded me with their jeers 
as to my episode in the detective busi- 
ness.

“I am not here to speak of the merits 
of the controversy between the operators 
and the miners in the anthracite fields 
Strikes and lockouts, however, are for 
eign to the purposes of erganized labor 
I dv not believe in strikes. T regard 
them as horrible and the creators of suf 
fering. But I do believe that the labor | 
ing men of the country should never 
surrender the right to strike and to pro 
tect themselves against organized Ccap- 
ital. 

“I, for one, do not regard the interests | 
ef capital and labor as sv much opposed | 
to each other that they can not be 
reconciled. I have abiding faith in the} 
citizens of this country and believe that 
they can solve the great labor problem 
which confronts us and solve it right | 
The labor principles are considered} 
more lofty now by that class of the peo 
ple who heretofore did not uvderstand | 
the purposes of trades unions. ‘The an-| 
thracite strike will result, I believe, in} 
the establishment of proper relations 
between employers and employes.” 

Concerning the prol-ability of the an- 
thracite workers and the miners ever 
being able to get together in Joint con- 
ference, Mr. Mitchell said: “I see no 
prospect of that coming to pass now, but 
it will have to come at some not far 
Gistant time. ‘Tle miners in theanthra- 
cite region are wow mining more tuns 
of coal a day than they bave ever done 
before.

Drift of Opinion. 


C#r-There is just one way to meet 
such a situation. Take off the coal 
duties. Let coal in free, Soft coal is 
more than treble its usual price. There 
is gross trickery there or else there is 
not enough to go around. Either Con- 
dition is enough to justify the admis- 
sion of coal from outside and a reduc- 
tion in the price of this absolutely 
necessary article. As for anthracite, 
which is all located on one little cor- 
ner of the country, and where owners 
and miners are equally ready to skin 
all the rest of us, we do not imagine 
anybody seriously cares whether the 
removal of the duty would have an 
effect or not. The first thing to con- 
sider is that the country is short of 
coal, There is duty on coal today and 
that stands in the way of liberal and 
continued imports here. Nobody in 
the coal business has shown any of the 
sort of disposition that would make the 
country anxious to save their feelings, 
if those were involved. But the feel- 
ings, really to be considered are those 
of the 75,000,000 people in this coun- 
try who are being skinned down to the 
bone by those in charge of the coal 
supplies.—Hartford Courant.

Councilman Diack offered an order 
replacing the incandescent light at 
Bennington and Independence avenue 
with an are light and removing the in- 
candescent light corner Independence 
avenue and Lawry street.

Councilman Johnson offered an order 
that the Mayor petition the Legisla- 
ture for $200,000 to build that part of 
the boulevard between Hancock street 
and the Blue Hills Reservation, and 
that a committee be appointed to act 
with the Mayor in representing the 
city’s interest before the committee of 
the Legislature. 

The Mayor stated that matter had 
already been acted upon by the last 
Council. 

Councilman Bass,—Not in its pres- 
entform, The first asked that the 
boulevard be built the entire length 
but this covers only part. He thoaght 
it impossible to get an order for the 
whole through. But if we ask for this, 
the most important part, there is some 
prospect of it going through. The 
land damages on the Blue Hill end had 
been settled, the other part had not. 
This will open up a great deal of taxa- 
ble property. He moved the order 
take its final passage. 

Councilman Polk failed to see how 
this would advance matters. 

Councilman Nickerson—The order 
passed contemplated building from 
Atlantic beach to the Blue Hills. 

The Mayor asked of Councilman 
Bass what territory between Squantum 
street and the Blue Hills had not been 
taken and paid for. 

Councilman Bass had not sufficient 
information to answer. He hoped Mr. 
Swithin would be allowed to appear 
before the Council and answer ques- 
tions. 

President Alden ruled that it would 
not be in order for Mr. Swithin to 
appear before the Council. 

Councilman Bass said he understood 
the estate not paid for was the Pope 
property.

Councilman Johnson understood 
there was a suit for $15,000 by the 
Pope heirs against the State still pend- 
ing. 


Councilman Whiton—It looks as 
though one faction wanted the Atlantic 
end built first and another the Blue 
Hill end. The Mayor was doing all he 
could, 

Councilman Nickerson—The difference 
between the Pope estate and the state 
was on the reservation taken and not 
the boulevard. 

Councilman Bass had it from good 
authority that the Park Commission 
would favor an order of this kind but 
if the whole was asked for it would be 
turned down. 

Mayor Bryant stated the last- Council 
passed an order to petition for buildiag 
the boulevard. If we get the bill for 
$200,000 through it will not say what 
part will be built. They will probably 
not even say $200,000 is to be expended 
in Quincy. If you want to kill the 
whole matter, pass this order. If you 
let us get the order for $200,000 through 
and the Commission think it desirable 
to do this end then they will do it. If 
you let the matter alone we may get 
part of it built. If we go the Legisla- 
ture with two bills we get nothing. 

Councilman Bass moved a recess of 
five minutes. Voted. 

After the recess the motion of 
Councilman Bass was voted down.

Manned by ‘‘wharf rats’? and in the 
wake of the big ocean tug Gypsum 
King, she was towed out of the har- 
bor for Norfolk, Friday night. She 
was unable to ship a full crew in Bos- 
ton, although her owners offered as 
high as $40. 

It will cost $1100 to tow the vessel 
to Norfolk. The vessel could get but 
two mates, two engineers, a cook and 
steward and a landsman, 

Twelve seamen are needed to sail 
her. The secretary of the Seamen’s 
Union said that there were plenty of 
men available, but that they did not 
care to go on the Lawson. A coasting 
fleet had just come in as the Lawson 
was -preparing to leave, and the men 
did not feel ready to go. Moreover, he 
said the forecastle ought to be sheathed | 
so as to allow the bunks to be kept 
dry and healthy.

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

As Mayor Bryant in his inaugural 
recommended au increase in the num- 
ber of police, and an addition to the 
army of city officials, the public may 
be interested to know the amount paid 
for salaries the past year. In this con- 
nection I desire to emphasize the fact 
that the young women at city hall are 
doing most of the work, while the 
male employes are mending their po- 
litical fences and drawing the lion’s 
share of the salaries on pay day.

DAKOTA DIVORCE LAW 


Cannot Interfere With the Rights of 
People of Other States 
Washington, Jan. 20.—The United 
States supreme court yesterday again 
passed upon the validity of divorces 
granted in South Dakota to non-resi- 
dents. The ease was thatof Annie 
Andrews vs. Kate Hi. Andrews and the 
question at issue was which was eu- 
titled to administer the estate of Charles 
S. Andrews, whom each woman claimed 
as her husband. The record showed 
that Mrs. Kate Andrews was the first 
wife and that her husband secured a 
divorce from her in South Dakota after 
having remained there six months, the 
time required by the statute of that 
etate. 

The Massachusetts court held that 
the decree had been fraudulently 
cured, refused to recognize it, and recoz- 
nize the first wife as the legal widow 
of Andrews. That was the decision of 
the supreme judicial court of Massachu- 
setts, and yesterday’s opinion, which 
was delivered by Justice Wlite, af- 
firmed that holding. He said that 
Andrews’ residence in the state of South 
Dakota did not constitute legal dond- 
cile. The case arose out of the fact 
that Andrews’ father bequeathed cer- 
tain property to “The wife of my son, 
Charles S. Andrews.” 

Justices Brewer, Shirasand Peckham 
dissented. 

Justice Holmes took no part in the 
decision for the reason that as chief 
justice of the state of Massachusetts be 
had delivered the decision declaring the 
Dakota décree invalid.

According to the agreement between 
the Granite Manufacturers’ Association 
and the Unions, Taesday was the last 
day the committees, representing these 
two organizations, bad in which to 
come to an agreement as to the changes 
asked the first of December.

“One-Man Plan.” 


During the committee hearing on 
coal problems on Monday, says the 
Journal, Bepresentative R. R. Freeman 
was very active in the discussion and 
submitted a list of witnesses concerned 
in the sale and transportation of coal 
who, he thought, ought to be called.

DR LORENZ’ PRAISE 


No Nation Can Equal Doctors, Nurses 
and Hospitals of Americz 

Vienna, Jan. 21.—Dr. Lorenz, who 
arrived here yesterday from London, 
spoke freely to a representative of The 
Associated Press regarding his impres- 
sions of the United States. “Above 
all,” said the doctor, “I was struck 
with the magnificent charity of the 
Americans and their immense gifts to 
elucational institutions and hospitals. 
Their willingness, even their anxiety, 
to spend money in aiding others is al- 
most beyond belief.”” Next to this con- 
dition Dr. Lorenz said he had marvelled 
most at the nuinber of alleged healers 
in America, naming Christian Scien- 
tists and faith curists of every descrip- 
tion, who seem to flourish there. ‘The 
doctor was enthusiastic with regard to 
the practice of medicine in the United 
States, and declared that American 
doctors, nurses and hospitals lead the 
world. 

“American physicians represent pro- 
gressiveness,” continued Dr. Lorenz, 
“while the English physicians are ex- 
tremely conservative. In America it 
was difficult to accommodate the doc- 
tors and students who desired to attend 
my clinics, while during my last week 
in London many of the most eminent 
surgeons showed no interest in the new 
method, while others who were present 
declared the old way to be best.” 


President Eliot’s Criticisms 
Buffalo, Jan. 21.—President Eliot of 
Harvard university addressed the Col- 
legiate Alumni association here last 
night on the subject “What the public 
schools should do for children.” Among 
other things hesaid: “Anall-important 
function of the teacher is the helping 
forward of the brightest children. Our 
schools tend too much to become muz- 
chines with an average product; the 
bright are heid hack, the dull are pressed 
forward. What a hideous injury to 
bright children—almost as bad as the 
injury which a labor union works on 
the brightest members of the craft—the 
compelling them never to do their 
best. You can hardly do a greater in- 

jury to a burman mind than that.”

Washington, Jan. 21.—Minister H. I 
Bowen yesterday received a hearty wel- 
come from the officials at the state de 
partnent, to whom bis tactrul conduct 
of affairs at Caracas has 
greatest satisfaction.

tary Adee congratulated him on the 
diplomatic ability he bas shown. 

Mr: Bowen is a mun of great energy 
ond has undertaken the iniportant and 
delicate duties connected with the set- 
tlement of the Veuezuclan difficulty 
with an arnest desire to discharge them 
with the greatest degree of speed con- 
sistent with safety. It Is expected that 
the representatives of the allies, who, 
so far as is now known, are sincerely 
desirous of terminating the unfortunate 
situation on the Venezuelan coast, will 
lend hiin every aid in his task. 

There must be frequent exchanges 
between the ambasadors here and their 
home governmnts, but it is fully ex- 
pected that frequent recourse will be 
had to the Atlantic cables aud that this 
new method of diplomatic exchange in 
large part will take the place formerly 
oceupied by the mail exchanges. 

Mr. Bowen, iis soon as he had shaken 
the dust of travel! from his clothes and 
paid a yisit of ceremony to Secretary 
Hay, started out to call on the British 
und Italian ambassadors and at the 
German embassy, where, in the absence 
of Count Quadt, he saw Baron Ritter, 
the acting charge d'affaires. 

Mr. Bowen, above all things, is anx- 
fous to secure the removal of the block- 
ade; that is the heaviest charge laid or 
him by President Castro. So, when he 
called on the representatives of the al 
lies, he urgently requested them to nama 
an early moment for the beginning of 
the negotiations. The results of his 
requests have not yet developed, but it 
is hoped that Mr. Bowen will receive 
answers in the course of a day or two. 
The absence of Baron Sternburg and of 
Count Quadt, the charge of the German 
embassy, who is in New York, in the 
opinion of the other allies need not pre- 
vent the initiation of negotiations with 
Minister Bowen. In fact, it is not at 
all certain that there will be a joint 
meeting of the negotiators at any stage. 
Mr. Bowen is not clear himself on this 
point, and if the allies’ representatives 
here prefer to discuss their issues 
separately he is perfectly willing to 
do so. 

It is expected that the Italian and 
British ambassadors and the German 
charge will return the calls of Minister 
Bowen today, when they will take occa- 
sion to present the form:! thanks of 
their governments for his service in 
caring for the foreign interests in Vene- 
zuela throughout the troublesome 
period there. 

“Until I have reported to the officials 
here,” said Mr. Bowen, “of course it 
will be impossible for me to discuss my 
mission or to announce any program for 
the conduct of the negotiations. I have 
not seen a paper in five days and there- 
fore am not posted on any develop- 
ments siuce 1 left Caracas, so that for 
the present I cannot say just when my 
conferences with the representatives of 
the powers will begin.”

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KNIGHTS IN A FRENZY 


Over Suceess of Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ Union at Lynn 


ATTACK ON NEW OUTTERS 


In Which the Whole Police Force 
Was Almost Overpowered—Riotous 
Action In the Face of an Order of 


Notice For Injunction 


Lynn, Mass., lun. 2!.—Despite the 
order of a notice for an injenction 
issued by the courts yesterday at 


the request of '5 shoe manufacturers 
of this city against the striking cutters 
of the Knights cf Labor there was 
tumult, riot and almost bloodshed when 
the out-of-town cutters, supplied by the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ union, left their 
factories last night. 

Rendered almost frenzied by the suc- 
cess of the Boot end Shoe Workers’ 
union in getting pearly 100 cutters into 
the factories yesterday the strikers and 
their sympathizers twice almost over- 
powered the police in their efforts to 
capture the strike breakers, Three 
policemen were knocked down und others 
roughly handled, but the guardians of 
the peace, under the direction of Mayor 
Eastham himself, managed to beat off 
the rioters, and in addition arrested five 
meu who eppeared to be especially ob- 
noxious. ‘Three of these men were 
subsequently bailed out by the Knights 
of Labor, but the other two are not 
known to be identified with any union. 
At one tie there were 1000 people 
jammed into Oxford street in front of 
W. H. Tuttle's factory, and here also 
the police fought valiantly to make way 
for the strike breakers. 


As for the peaceful side of the contest 
the fortunes of the day seemed to favor 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union. 
Cutters from other New England shoe 
centres, but principally from Maine, 
were placed in four of the 15 factories 
included in the strike, and in all about 
44 strike breakers were given work. 

The Boot and Shoe Workers’ union 
side was also stiffened in the granting 
by Judge Waitt in the superior court 
at Salem of an order of notice for 
an injunction restraining the Knights 
of Labor cutters from visiting fac- 
tories, inducing employes to leave 
work, Joitering in the vicinity for 
the purpose of interfering with the 
workmen or intimidating any of the 
workmen. 

On the other hand the nights of La- 
bor persuaded the 14 cutters who cane 
here from Auburn, Me., and went to 
work at the Walton & Logan factory, to 
return home, and in addition received 
reinforcements from the treers at the 
Walton & Logan shop, who struck at 
noon.

But these peaceful moves duriag the 
day all sunk into insignificance when 
real war broke out at the close of work 
last night. Realizing that something 
of the kind might occur Mayor East- 
ham ordered ou the entire police force 
of the city, including the specials srd 
reserves, and distributed them : mong 
the streets in front of the four fac- 
tories where the strike breakers were 
about to leave work. At the factory of 
Harney Bros. the 15 cutters were able 
to gain Lasters’ hall with only a small 
demonstration and they were followed 
soon after by another batch of men 
from D. A. Donovan's factory. Bothof 
these contingents were strongly guarded 
by police. : 

The main demonstration came when 
the cutters at the Walton & Logan fac- 
tory started for Lasters’ hall. When 
they made their appearance there were 
fully 3000 people gathered in front of 
the factory, and although Mayor East- 
ham ordered Washington street closed, 
the police were unable to clear the street 
and a rough and tumble fight ensued. 
The officers were unable to draw their 
clubs and only succeeded in getting the 
crowd back by main strength. The 
strike breakers were forced to run the 
gauntlet and many of them received 
blows on the way to the hall. 

Just before they reached the en- 
trance there came another rush, during 
which Sergeant Bessomw was Knocked 
down and severely injured. The cut- 
ters managed to get into the hall, fol- 
lowed by the angry threats of the mob. 

While this tumult was raging in 
Washington street there was a still 
greater demonstration at the W. H. Tut- 
tle factory on Oxford street. Here over 
1000 people blocked all traffic, and 
though the police ned both sides of the 
street the crowd surged against them 
and at last became so violent that the 
police were obliged to inake arrests. In

A BRIBE OF $5000 
Baid to Have Been Offered Congress 
~™ man on the Naval Committee 


Washington, Jan. 21.—A sub-commit- 
tee of the house committee on naval! af- 
fairs is investigating the charge that 
Representative Lessler of New York, 


one of the members of the naval com- 
mittee, had been approached with a 
bribe of $5000 for his support of a 
proposition looking to an appropriation 
for additional submarine torpedo boats 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
there is sufficient warrant for the com» 
mittee to ask the house to order a regular 
investigation of the matter. 

The sensational charge was made by 
Mr. Lessler himself at a meeting of the 
naval affairs committee yesterday 
afternoon. The question of the Hol- 
land torpedo boats was up and Mr. 
Lessler, who was opposing the au- 
thorization of additional boats, told the 
committee that he had been approached 
with a bribe. His statement startled 
the committee and several members im- 
mediately suggested that so serious a 
charge should be investigated imme- 
diately. 

A sub-committee was appointed and 
forthwith entered on its work snd 
heard Mr. Lessler’s complete story. The 
sub-committee will summon other wit- 
nesses. ‘Their proceedings are secret 
and the members of both the full and 
sub-committee have bound themselves 
not to speak of the matter, pending the 
report of the sub-committee. Ilow 
definite or specific Mr. Lessler’s charge 
is, therefore, is not knewn.

THEY REFUSE TO PAY TAXES 


Mostly Fruit Raisers Who Hope For 
Freer Trade With United States If 
Island Remains Under Our Control 


—Matter of Ownership Still Open 
Havana, Jan, 21.—The Americans 
residing in the Isle of Pines deny the 
general assumption of the Cuban gov- 
ernment that the United States has no 
special interest in the island and that it 
is not likely to insist on the eventual 
ownership of it. They appear to be 
confident of having the support of the 
United States if necessary in their re- 
sistance to being governed and taxed 
by Cuban oflicials, pending a settle- 
inent of the question of the ownership 
of the island in connection witn the 
settle-nent of the location of the coaling 
stations and other questions between 
Cuba and the United States. 

Recently the American residents of 
the island united!y notitied the alealde 
of the Isle of Pines and the Cuban 
government of their intention to resist, 
by force if necessary, the collection of 
taxes or any assumption of avthority 
over the island by the Cuban govero- 
ment. The taxes are now falling due 
and every American has pledged him- 
self not to pay them. 

The Americans’ contention is founded 
on the section of the Platt amendment 
which expressiy the Isle of 
Pines from the houndaries of Cuba and 
leaves the title to it for future adjust- 
iment by treaty. 

Some 300 Amcricaus have, since the 
war, taken up their residence in the Isle 
of Pines, and it is estimated that 560 
Awericans have interests in the island.

The American portion of the popula- 
tion is largely composed of people who 
have engaged in fruit raising. Their 


desire that the island remain American 
is not purely sentimental, since, they 
ciaim, as a Cuban possession it would 
receive no more than 20 percent tariff 
preference, while as a territory of the 
United States the islanders for 
freer trade with America. 

The government, while ackuowled,- 
ing that the muiter of the ownership of 
the island is open, holds that it has de- 
facto control over the island, for the 
time being at icast, and that it is there- 
fore authorized to levy taxes 2nd per- 
form other governmental functions. It 
is believed that the United States will 
appreve this position as against the 
protest of the American residents who 
refuse to pay tuxes, although they ayail 
theniselves of whatever proteczion and 
privileges the present government sup- 
plies. 

During the American military goy- 
ernment of Cuba the payment of taxes 
on the isle of Pines was vot questioned, 
nor were such payments opposed by the 
Cuban residents of the islund, who 
constituted a majority of the population.

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GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER 


Sentence Passed Upon Motorman of

Pittstield, Mass, Jan. 21.—The dis

the Boot and Shoe Workers’ unicn. 
They have an agreement with the union 
and declared that they would bind them- 
selves to no other contract. 

A number of new men to take the 
places of striking Knights of Labor 
cutters were brought here from Chi- 
cago yesterday by the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ union, but four of them were 
at Knights of Labor headquarters later 
in the day and gave the latter officials 
the assurance that they would not go to 
work. 

Littie trouble was erperienced last 
night when the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
union cutters left their work and were 
taken under police escort to their head- 
auarters in Lasters’ hall, but this fact 
was due to the determined stand taken 
by the authorities, and not by any means 


to any change in attitude townrd the 
strike breakers on the part of the 
crowds that filled the streets. Only 


one arrest was made. 

Just before the police details, which 
included every special and reserve offi- 
cer of the force, had been sent out on 
the streets, the men were addressed by 
Mayor Eastham and City Marshal 
Burckes. 

The mayor told them they were to 
use every effort to prevent a repetition 
of Tuesday night’s disorderly scenes. 
They were told to carry their clubs, 
and, while they were to use great dis- 
cretion, they must not be afraid to 
wield them if it was found necessary to 
do so. 

Soon after 4 o'clock the officers began 
their patrols in front of the factories, 
where the strike breakers were em- 
ployed, and by this time the streets 
were lined with crowds waiting eager- 
ly for something to turn up. City 
Marshal Burckes had personal charge 
of the arrangements. Olficers were 
placed every 15 feet along the streets 
and the crowds were kept constantly 
moving. Three new cutters, whose 
in the factory of Arthur 
Gloyd had not been generally known, 
were the first to come out, and they 
were taken to Lasters’ hall almost be- 
fore the waiting crowds were aware 
who they were. 

Six men soon after came out of the 
W. H. Tuttle factory and they had no 
trouble in reaching the ball. The same 
was true of a small delegation of cutters 
from the D. A. Donovan factory. 

The greatest crowds, however, had 
gathered around the Walton & Logan 
factory and the factory of the Watson 
at least 
6000 people massed at these points. A 
few minutes after 5 o’clock a special 
escort of 11 officers went into the Wai- 
ton & Logun factory and in a short time 
emerged, each with a cutter by his side. 

A passage way was clenred, other offi- 
cers surrounded them, while the crowd 
surged in around the men as they started 
en the march down Washington street, 
shouting, hissing and jeering the cut- 
ters, the favorite rallying ery being 
“Eat ‘em up.” 

No attempt was made to do the cut- 
ters any bodily harm until the Boston 
and Maine railroad crossing was 
reached, where a passenger train and 
lowered gates brought the procession 
to a standstill. Here the crowd tried 
to close in about the catters and thelr 
protectors and became more demonstra- 
tive than at any time before.

Sewage by High Level System Must 
be Taken 2000 Feet Further. 


The annual report of the Metropoli- 
tan Water and Sewer board to the Legis- 
lature on Wednesday shows that the 
danger of pollution of the shores of 
Houghs Neck by sewage has been greatly 
reduced, as the State Board of Health 
have ordered that the outfall shall be 
2000 feet or nearly half a mile further 


This, the board say, means an added 
expense of $230,000. The board has 
thus far approved payments of $5,621,- 
869.52 for north metropolitan system ; 
$3,841,988,11 for the high level sewer 
through Quincy; $1,899,997.82 for the 
Neponset valley sewer. All of the works 
authorized onaccount of the north met- 
ropolitan system have been completed 
and $522.94 remains, but several old 
sait for damages remain to be settled. 
It is estimated that $250,000 may be 
required for this work. 

An additional pumping engine is 
necessary at the Ward street pumping 
station in Roxbury, and it is thought 
other sums not contemplated will run 
up in all to $405,677.96, while the com- 
missioners think that $1,250,000 will 
be required to complete the high level 
sewer. A balance remains in the 
treasury of $759,607.70 for this purpose, 
so that an additional sum of $490,000 
will be necessary.

ELIOT’S REPLY 


a Labor Leader Who Pronounced 
a “Curse” Upon Him 
" Buffalo, Jan. 22.—President Eliot ct 
Harvard addressed 1500 high school 
pupils yesterday and in the course of 
his remarks said: 


“In 1896 I took occasion to say in a 
public spezch that ‘A scab is a hero,’ 
asi I still see nothing wrong in that re 
mark. I have been a believer in labor 
unions, but my remark angered one man 
high in the councils of unionism and he 
wrote a letter condoling me on my 
ignorance and wiuding it up with what 
he called a curse. Itwas: ‘I wish thai 
you may live long, have hard work, 
long hours and a hungering stomach 
while you live.” I believe that long hours 
of liard work are best for every man. 
Work is the foundation of civilization 
and work makes nations as it does in- 
dividuals. No man can work too hard 
or hours teo long if lis health will 
permit.” 


President Criticised by Hoar 

Washington, Jan. 22.—During the dis- 
cussion in the senate yesterday, Sena- 
tor Hoar severely criticized the presi- 
dent for what he called interference 
with the business of legislation.

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San Carlos Shelled by Three 
German Warships 


TERRIFIC ROAR OF GUNS 


Fishermen Report That Village of San 
Carlos Is Destroyed by Fire—Action 
Likely to Delay Settlement of the 


Venezuelan Imbroglio 


Maracaibo, Jan. 22.—Three German 
war vessels, supposed to be the Panther. 
Vineta and Falke, began sheling the 
fort of San Carles at 10:30 o'clock yes- 


terday morning. The fort returned the 


fire. The engagement was still in 


progress at 1 o'clock in the afternoon. 


The shelling of San Carlos has 


created much excitement among the 


German residents of this port, who 
bave protested against the action of the 
warships. 

The correspondent of The Associated 
Press, in a rowboat, approached te 
within three miles of the fort at noon. 
The roar of the guns was territic. ‘The 
Panther appeared to be not more than 
500 yards from the fert. Mer guns 
were being fired every minute. ‘The 
fort could not be seen for the clouds 
of smoke, but it was plain that the Yene- 
wuelan gunners were answering the 
German fire splendidly and with great 
rapidity. 

At 1 o'clock in the afternoon an ex- 
plosion occurred, apparently in the fort, 
and a denser cloud of smoke covered 
part of the ramparts. A nwonber of In- 
dian fishermen were interzepted fiee 
ing from the direction of the fort in their 
dugout canoes. They reported that the 
smoke seen was from the burning vil- 
lage of San Carlos, which had been 
shelled by the German ships and was in 
flames. 


London, Jan. 22.—The news of the 
second bombardment of Fort San Carlos 
reached London too late to de printed 
in the papers of this morning, which 
nearly all comment upon the “olive 
branch” which the German chancellor, 
Count Von Buelow, is holkiing out to 
Great Britain in his speeches in the 
reichstag, and upon the difticulties in 
which a chancellor, who is obliged to de- 
fend his imperial master’s acts without 
being responsible for them, becomes in- 
volved, 

President Castro’s demand that the 
blockade be raised before the negotia- 
tions are opened is regarded here as cer- 
tain to create further delays, and the 
belief has been expressed that the see- 
ond bombardment of the Maracaibo fort 
will greatly increase the ditHeulties of 
the situation, 

‘he Standard, referring ta 
vious bombardment of Fort San Carbos, 
says: “It is difficult to maintain a pa- 
cific blockade, and in the long run 
Venezuela must be the chief suffeter 
from such contretemps. [It may he 
hoped that President Castro will see this 
and promptly authorize Minister Buwer 
to agree to the very reasonable pre 
liminary conditions laid down by the 
aggrieved powers.” 

Revolutionists Routed 

Caracas, Jan. 22.—The revolutionary 
force under General Riera, which at- 
tucked Coro Monday, was obliged to re- 
treat, leaving 30 men killed and 1ih 
wounded behind, as well as many ptris- 
oners, a considerable amount of arms 
and baggage in the hands of the gov ern- 
ment forces. At1 o'clock Monday 
morning the revolutionists under Riera 
unexpectedly assumed the 
The government supposed General 
Riera was at Sabaneta, but instead he 
appeared outside Coro with 1000 men, 
his entire command, and attacked tiie 
town from two different directions at 
the same time. One rebel column suc- 
ceeded in pushing nearly to the centre 
of the town. At first the government 
troops were thrown into confusion, but 
aS soon as they recovered froin their sur- 
prise they stood up against the rebel 
After an engagement which 
lasted 10 hours, the fighting going on in 
the streets and from the houses of Coro, 
the revolutionists were obliged to re- 
tire. The government lost 10 men 
killed. The houses in Coro are riddled 
with bullets,

SHELLHiG CONTINUES 


Twelve Soldiers In Fort San 
Carlos Kiiled by Germans 


VILLAGE SUFFERS GREATLY 


Owing to Inaccurate Aim of War- 
ships, Whose Shells Fell Short of In- 
tended Mark—Washington Officials 
See No Reason For Hostile Action 


Maracaibo, Jan. 23.—The bombard- 
ment of Fort San Carlos by the Ger- 
man cruisers Vineta, Pantherand Falke 
was continued Wednesday afternoon 
until 6 o'clock. It was resumed yes- 
terday morning at daybreak. ‘The first 
shells were hurled at the fort at 4 


o'clock at long range. At 6 o'clock the 
Panther, being of light draught, closed 
in and again became actively engaged. 
The fort replied. At 8 o'clock the en- 
gagement was proceeding as fiercely as 
on Wednesday. 

The Panther left her position, close 
in to Fort San Carlos, which she took 
up earlier in the day, Wednesday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock, and joined the Falke. 
The ship was half a mile outside the 
bar and about five miles from the fort. 

At 3 o'clock the correspondent of The 
Associated Press, in a rowbout, ap- 
proached one side of the fort, out of 
range, and from this point witnessed the 
long range fire of the German cruisers, 
which was continued from 3 uutil 6 
o'clock. The Vineta and Falke were 
close together and nearer the fort than 
the Panther. The first two vessels, at 
a range of 4% miles, poured in a con- 
tinuous rain of shell upon the fort and 
only stopped firing with the advent of 
dusk at 6 o'clock. At that hour the 
Geriuan vessels retired seaward, after 
having made a second ineffectual at- 
tempt to land troops in the yillage of 
San Carlos, situated at the base of the 
fort. 

At 7 o'clock Wednesday 
the correspondent, who 
panied by a goverument telegrapher 
bearing a telegram from President 
Castro to the commandant of San Carlos, 
landed on the island and entered the 
fort. The walls of the fort are terribly 
battered and there were many evi- 
dences of the tierce engugement. Twelve 
dead Venezuelan soldiers were counted 
behind the ramparts and 12 other men, 
seriously wounded, were lying on a low 
platform. The fort is literally cov- 
ered with pieces of broken shells. It 
Was seen that a great many of the Ger- 
man shells had not exploded. The 
magazine had a very narrow escape, two 
shells having ceme within an ace of 
penetrating it. The walls of the fort 
which face towards the entrance of the 
lake, sulfered particularly and were 
greatly damaged. It is estimated by 
the commandant, General Bello, that 
the German ships fired more than 1606 
shells ut Fort San Carlos. 

Although the damage inflicted upon 
the fort by the sustained fire of the 
German cruisers is very great it is not 
all that could be expected from such 
a continuous fire from modern high 
power guns. The village of San Carlos 
suffered greatly. The aim of the Ger- 
man gunners appears to have been in- 
accurate, for more than 60 percent ot 
their shells exploded in the village be- 
fore reaching the fort. 

The cannon mounted at San Carlos 
have not sufficient range to reach the 
Falke and the Vineta, so the fire from 
these vessels was not returned, as they 
kept out of reach of the Venezuelan 
artillery. The Vineta and Falke are of 
too great draught to cross‘the bar. The 
Panther alone can do this and this ex- 
plains why the last mentioned cruiser 
was the only one to cone in close to the 
fort. 

Some of the artillery on the fort has 
been destroyed by the Gerinan fire, but 
there are still five guns that can he nsed. 

General Bello is a soldier of rerark- 
able courageand daring. He hasshown 
great bravery and is in no way in- 
timidated. He will not abandon the 
fort, but will resist as long as it is pos- 
sible for him to do so. He swears that 
on Jan. 17, the occasion of the first 
bombardment, the Panther fired rpon 
him first without reason and without 
provocation. 

The report that the biggest of the 
three attacking vessels was either an 
English or an Italian ship is untrue. It 
is known that all three vessels are Ger- 
man. 

The Venezuelan gunboat Miranda fs 
in Lake Maracaibo. It was doubtless 
the intention ofthe Panther, in trying 
to pass the fort and get into the iake, 
to capture this vessel. The vnassace 
over the bar that leads into the lake is 
narrow and the fort commandsit. Gen- 
eral Bello is confident that he can sink 
the Panther if she attempts to get by 
with the fire of the five guns that re- 
roain to him.

Weduesday night passed without in- 
cident and the garrison of Fort Sau 
Carlos rested from the fight of the day 
and made preparations for what the 
morrow might bring them. 


Unfavorable Impression Created 

Washington, Jan. 23.—The continued 
bombardment of Fort San Carlos by the 
Germans seems quite incomprehensible 
to the officials of the administration in 
Washington. They are casting about 
for a motive for this hostile action, but 
declare themselves unable to find one 
unless it be a simple desire of the Ger- 
mans to make a show of ferce and re- 
cover What little prestize may have 
been lost in the retreat of the ship 
Panther when she was compelled to re- 
tire after shelling the same fort several 
days ago. This last act of the Ger- 
maus, it is suggested, adds a picturesque 
feature to the whole blockading affair 
and gives to them an opportunity to 
demonstrate the effectiveness of Ger- 
many’s naval strength on the Vene- 
zuelan coast. The bombardment has 
created a decidedly unfavorable impres- 
sion here and a feeling of genuine regret 
at a time when negotiations looking 
to a settlement of the differences be- 
tween Venezuela and her European 
claimants seems almost under way.

Paris Hears That Fort Has Fallen 

Paris, Jan. 23.—From Caracas the 
correspondent of The Matin says upon 
the bombardment of Fort San Carlos 
that the fort has been totally destroyed 
and that the limited range of the fort's 
guns prevented them from being effec- 
tive against the German cruisers. ‘The 
Panther has entered Lake Maracaibo, 
according to The Matin, but other ves- 
sels were prevented from following by 
their greater draucht. 

The British cruiser Tribune and the 
Italian eruiser Carlo Alberto are an- 
chored before La Guaira. The 'atter is 
in conimunication with the Viveta and 
the Gazelle by wireless telegraphy. 


Viewed Unfavorably by Italy 

Niomne, Jan. 23.—The second bom- 
bardment of Fort San Carlos by the Ger- 
nan Warships has produced an unfavor- 
able impression here generally, as the 
necessity for a recourse to violence is 
considered to Lave passed. Govern- 
ment oflicials are most cautious in ex- 
pressing opinions of the matter in view 
of the peculiar situation of Italy, that 
country being allied with Germany in- 
dependently of the Venezuelan affairs. 
Oflicials, however, say frankly that 
Italy wiil continue her efforts looking 
toward conciliation, as she has no re- 
Sentnent toward Venezuela and is seek- 
ing ouly to effect payment of her claims. 


German Wisdom Doubted 

London, Jan. 23.—The Daily Tele- 
graph, ‘The Morning Vost and ‘The 
Standard all admit that Germany may 
have been technically within her rights, 
but at the same time they doubt her 
wisdom in: risking offense to the United 
States and in confirming President 
Castro in his irreconcilable attitude 
What still more concerns the English 
press is the question how the hom 
bardment of San Carlos will affect the 
Anglo-German agreement. 


Official News Lacking 

Berlin, Jan. 23.—The foreign office 
is very impatiently awaiting official 
news from Maracaibo. The German 
newspapers express amazement at the 
fact that the government had not ar- 
ranged for prompt informatior, ‘par 
ticularly in view of the nervousness of 
public opinion in the United States.”

‘The work of re 
moval was already under way whe 
O’Brien with the main body of rescuers 
arrived. 

‘But the fire almost won ia the race for 
life. Before the three or four last pa 
tients were taken out the ward Was 
chokéd with smoke, the flames were 
shooting up the ventilator shafts, and te 
further hamper the efforts of the men 
the electric wires which ran up the 
shaft were burned off, leaving the ward 
in darkness. O’Brien rushed back and 
lighted the gas, so that the rest were re- 
moved, although badly affected by the 
smoke, to a place of safety. 

The work of saving life happily ended 
that of staying the flames began. By 
this time the fire department arrived 
and took hold of the fire in the usual! 
professional style, and after two hours 
of hard work the last vestige was ex 
tinguished. The property damage will 
amount to several thousand dollars.

Barnabas Clarke, a former well 
known resident of Quincy and a large 
real estate owner in this city, died at 
his home in Dorchester this morning 
aged 60 years.

Give a Delightful Concert in the 
Teachers’ Course. 


An audience that completely filled the 
High School hall last evening, listened 
to a most pleasing concert given by Mr. 
Walter E. Loud and his fellow musi- 
cians. 

The concert opened with the overture 
‘*Der Freischutz,’’ by Weber, played 
by Mr. Loud, violin; Mr. E. J.

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OLD OXFORD'S POVERTY 


Famous University Said‘to Be 
In Dire Need of Funds. 


GENERALLY SUPPOSED TO BE RIOH 


Correspondent Says Holders of 
Rhodes Scholarships Will Marvel 
at Lack of Equipment—Great Eng- 
lish Seat of Learning Declared to 
Be Too Poor to Keep Abreast of 
the Times. 


When Cecil Rhodes decided to found 
scholarships for American, German and 
colonial students at Oxford, he could 
not have been well informed as to the 
needs and the financial condition gf the 
historic university, Says the London 
correspondent of the New York Press. 
Had he been so, he probably would 
have made still another bequest to pro- 
vide his beloved alma mater with mod- 
ern equipments, the lack of which is 
daily becoming a greater embarrass- 
ment and handicap to the famous insti- 
tution. For, although Oxford has the 
name of being one of the richest univer- 
sities in the world, it actually 1s too 
poor to afford a large enough staff, or 
even sufficient books and accommoda- 
tion to enable it to keep abreast of oth- 
er institutions of its class, to say noth- 
ing of outranking them. 

It is now being said openly in Eng- 
land that when the American holders 
of the Rhodes scholarships reach Ox- 
ford they are likely to be much less im- 
pressed with the beauty, age and state- 
liness of the classic university than by 
its lack of proper equipment. Simply be- 
cause there is no money to provide 
them the celebrated Bodleian library at 
Oxford is practically without foreign 
works on philosophy or on political 
economy. 

Its stock of books on modern history 
is so comparatively scant that it is no 
exaggeration to say that the scientific 
study of European history cannot now 
be carried on at Oxford. For the same 
reason there is no engineering depart- 
ment. There is no equipment at all for 
the study of mineralogy, a subject 
which, it seems likely, the holders of 
the Rhodes scholarships will be espe- 
cially anxious to pursue. There is only 
one professor to teach geology, there is 
no mechanical laboratory, while the ar- 
rangements for the studies of electrici- 
ty and magnetism were described by 
one who knows Oxford well as “noth- 
ing but a brilliant professor lecturing 
in a tin shed with scarcely any appa- 
ratus and on a scanty income.” 

The Assyrian language is now taught 
in almost every important American 
and German university, but it cannot 
be studied at Oxford, and neither can 
rabbinical Hebrew, a tongue with an 
important bearing on the study of the 
Old and New Testaments. Though there 
are now millions of Buddhists under 
the British flag, Pali, the sacred lan- 
guage of that faith, is,not dealt with 
in the empire’s most famous institution 
of learning. 

Oxford is about the last place in the 

world which would strike the visitor as 
to the slightest extentgin need of funds. 
Its buildings are impressive, and the 
ceremonials connected with them are 
stately. The great halls are decorated 
richly, and there is a general air of 
prosperity, if not luxury. The univer- 
sity has the reputation of being im- 
mensely wealthy, and so it is; but to- 
day its expenses almost equal its in- 
come. The different colleges all are 
well to do, but each one of them spends 
nearly all its income on its own needs 
and sets only a small percentage aside 
for the use of the university as a 
whole, 
_ In Oxford’s present state every addi- 
tional student means an extra strain 
upon the university’s exchequer. And 
Mr. Rhodes’ scholarships will make gn 
addition of one-seventeenth to the num- 
ber of undergraduates, 

Oxford is so poor today because she 
is supposed to be so rich. Huge gifts 
to colleges are not so common in Eng- 
land as they are in America, but there 
is no lack of rich men who would 
loosen their purse strings for Oxford's 
benefit quickly if they could be made 
to understand that the famous univer- 
sity is really bard up.

The Swedish admiralty, according to 
the Stockholm Dagbladet, contemplates 
utilizing submarines as an important 
part of the Swedish system of coast 
defense. A specially appointed commit- 
tee has been for months at work upon 
a plan, which has now been completed 
and laid before the goveruament. Im- 
mediately the scheme has been sanc- 
tioned work is to be begun and to be 
pushed vigorously forward until com- 
pleted.

TERMS NOT MADE PUBLIO 


Expected to Meet Approval of Senate 
at Present Session—Principal Ob- 
stacle Up to the Present Has Been 


of a Financial Nature 


Washington, Jan. 23.—The treaty 
between the United States and Co- 
lombia for the construction of the Pana- 
States 


ma cunal by tne United was 


signed yesterday iu this city. 

No details of the signature of the 
treaty were obtainable, but at the presi 
dential reception at the White House 
last night the news that the treaty be- 
tween the countries at last Was an ac- 
complished fact leaked out and later 
was confirng<d authoritatively on in- 
quiry in official quarters. 

It had been intended not to make the 
signature of the canal treaty publie un- 
til today, but the news apparently was 
too good for some of the friends of the 
canal to keep after the iong delay and 
suspense, and it transpired, as stated, at 
the president's official reception. 

The canal treaty was signed at Secre- 
tary Hay’s house yesterday afternoon, 
Mr. Hay acting for the United States 
and Dr. Herran, the cbarge d'affaires 
of Colombia, who had beey specially 
given full powers to negotiate the 
treaty, signing in behalf of Colombia. 

The treaty will have to go to the sen- 
ate for ratification and it is believed 
it will be transmitted to that body to- 
day. Details of tlhe agreement will not 
be made public in advance of trans- 
mission of the treaty to the senate. It 
is understood that Secretary Hay from 
time to time consulted leading members 
of the senate oy the essential features 
of the treaty he was negotiating, so 
that it is believed it will meet the ap- 
proval of the senate at the present 
session. 

Tears had been entertained until this 
week that Colombia might not be will- 
ing to accede to the wishes of the United 
States in the matter and that recourse 
to the Nicaraguan canal project might 
be forced on the government of the 
United States. But this week events 
took a more favorable turn and Co- 
lombia transmitted instructions and au- 
thority to Dr. Herran, its representa- 
tive in the United States, that made 
possible a conclusion of the long pend- 
ing negotiations. 

The principal obstacle for some time 
to the conclusion of the treaty, it is un- 
derstood, has been the price that the 
United States was to pay in the shape 
of a cash payment and by way of annual 
rental for the strip of territory along 
each side of the canal right of way. It 
is not learned what was the price 
flnally agreed on. Some time ago there 
was a hitch over the question of the ex- 
tent to which control by the United 
States over this strip of land should 
go, Colombia objecting on the ground 
that the provisions requested in the 
treaty by the United States would mean 
a relinquishment of sovereignty by Co- 
lombia over part of her territory, but 
this matter was amicably adjusted, as 
was a difference as to the life time of 
the lease of the strip of land in ques- 
tion, the final result being a practical 
cessation in perpetuity of the strip to the 
United States for canal purposes and in- 
eidental police control and protection of 
the canal right of way.

“My departure from Washington was 
quite devoid of significance, except that 
my government had granted me leave 
of absence on account of ill health. I 
regret that { was too ill at the time of 
leaving to call personally on President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hay. As Is 
well known, I have the highest regard 
and admiration for the president and I 
shall take an early occasion to assure 
him of my regret at ny inability to see 
him before leaving.” 


Fear Wolcott Men 

Denver, Jan. 23.—The capitol had a 
warlike aspect yesterday owing to the 
presence of armed men in the house 
chamber and of a strong guard of po- 
licemen in plain clothes at all entrances 
to the senate chamber. 

Aun unfounded report that, under or- 
ders from Governor Peabody, the na- 
tional guard had taken possession of the 
state house, was due probably to the 
fact that house Sergeant-at-Arms Plum- 
mer posted 30 guards in and about the 
house chuieber to resist an anticipated 
attempt of the supporters of Edward O. 
Wolcott, Republican candidate for sena- 
tor, to capture the hall. On every desk 
was a pair of revolvers, and in the 
corners stood many shotguns. These 
guards are commanded by Sherman 
Bell, formerly of the Rough Riders, and 
James H. Clark. 


President’s Hand Hurt 

Washington, Jan, 23.—A feature of 
the president’s reception last night that 
caused some inquiry was the fact that 
the president extended his left hand to 
his guests in greeting them. It was 
learned that he had hurt his right hand 
in single stick exercise with General 
Wood and that it had been deemed 
prudent for, him not to undertake to 
aggravate the injury by using the in- 
jured arm in shaking hands with the 
large number of persons present. The 
injury to the president's hand is not at 
all serious. 


Anti-Smoot Agitation 

Salt Lake, Jan. 23.—The Ministerial 
association of Salt Lake City, which 
Las been conducting a systematic fight 
against the election of Apostle Reed 
Smoot to the United States senate, has 
sent a telegraph protest to Senator Bur- 
rows, chairman of the senate comumuit- 
tee of privileges and elections, against 
the seating of Senator-elect Su.oot, and 
has notified him that a committee from 
the association will appear before the 
senate committee at the proper time to 
show cause for Smoot’s exclusion. 


Insurance of Children 

Boston, Jan. 23.--An order was 
passed by the house yesterday request- 
ing the insurance commissioner to in- 
form the legislature as to the extent 
of the child insurance business in this 
stute. ‘The order asks as to the num- 
ber of children under 5 years of age 
whose iives are insured and the average 
amount of the policies, and as to the 
number of children over 5 and under 
10 years of agewnd the average amount 
of the policies. 


Big Gun Torn to Pieces 

Sandy Hook, N. J., Jan. 23.—During 
a test with shells loaded with high ex- 
plosives, a 12-inch gun exploded yester- 
day at the experimental grounds here. 
No one was burt, as such an accident 
was anticipated and every one was un- 
der cover. The gun destroyed was valued 
at $40,000. The heavy breechblock was 
found half a mile away, while great 
fragments were thrown in every direc- 
tion. 


Held For Further Hearing 

Boston, Jan. 23.—John E. Fulen- 
wider who was arrested by Deputy 
United States Marshal Waters as a 
fugitive from justice from Washinzg- 
ton, D. C., was held in $500 for further 
hearing by U. S. Commissioner Fiske. 
Fulenwider is charged with having 
embezzled funds to the amount of $300 
from the Third Division Benefit asso- 
ciation, of which he was secretary and 
treasurer.

siness Men Take a Hand In 
Lynn Labor Row 


ARBITRATION PROPOSITION 


Will Be Considered by Those Whose 
Interests Are Involved—Court Will 
Appoint an Auditor to Hear Facta 
In Ivjunction Petition 


Lynn, Mass., Jan. 23.—The first move 
toward the settlement by arbitration 
of the strike in the shoe trade in this 
city was made yesterday afternoon by 
the special committee of the Lynn 
Beard of Trade. As the controversy is 


not between employer aud employe, but 
betwéen two rival labor organizatious, 
the state board, under the law, cannot 
offer its services in the matter. 

The business men of Lynn were 
therefore obliged to step forward and 
yesterday afternoon the Board of Trade 
committee, Mayor Eastham and sev 
eral officials of the Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers’ union had a conference. 

It was found that I. B. Armstrong, 
master workman of the Knights of La 
bor cutters, who have struck in an ef- 
fort to annihilate the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ union, had consented to meet 
the committee, and it was at once de 
cided to hold a mceting today and see 
if it is not possible to find some com- 
mon basis of settlement. 

While the efforts of the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ union to get their new eut- 
ters to and from the factories was at 
tended by some excitement yesterday, 
there was a noticeable absence of the 
bitterness of the past two days. Still 
the men did not appear in the streets 
without police protection und several 
were yelled at derisively. 

The Boot and Shoe Workers suc- 
ceeded in putting a few more cutters 
in the places of the strikers, but the 
officials have not yet carried out in full 
their agreement with the manufacturers 
to replace all the vacancies. ‘The court 
proceedings in Boston were also a feat- 
ure yesterday, and Judge Richardson 
of the sup2ricr court gave both sides 
an extended hearing on the question of 
enjoining the strikers from interfering 
with the new men. 3ut instead ot 
complying with the urgent request of 
the manufacturers, Judge Richardson 
decided to turn the whole matter over 
to an auditor aud appointed former 
Judge Wardwell of Peabody to hear the 
ease. This appeared like a partial vie- 
tory for the Knights of Luhor, as it puts 
off legal proceedings. 

Later in the day Judge Wardwell de. 
cided not to accept the appointment and 
some one else will have to be selected 
by the court. 


Miners Interested In Lynn Strike 
Indianapolis, Jan. 23.—The miners’ 
convention yesterday adopted resolu- 
tions regretting to learn that certain 
parties at Lynn, Mass, were seeking to 
destroy the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
union and pledging the sympathy and 
support of the United Mine Workers to 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union un- 
der those circumstances. 'The resolu- 
tions declared that at previous conven- 
tions the mine workers had indorsed tie 
union stamp of the Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers’ organization and assured that 
union that they would continue to pur- 
chase boots and shoes bearing the stamp 
of the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union 
and would recognize no other union label 
on shoes. 


How Federation of Labor Stands 

Washington, Jan. 23.—The executive 
council of the American Federation of 
Labor last night took up the labor con- 
troversy in the shoe trade of Lynn and 
sent the following telegram to John F. 
Tobin, Boston: “Common sense as well 
as the best interests of labor deriand 
that a trade union shall have jurisdic- 


tion in the various branches of that 
trade. This holds good with equal 


force in the case of cutters and other 
branches of the Boot and Shoe trade us 
in a branch of any other trade. ‘The 
American Vederation of Labor will sup- 
port to the fullest extent the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ union in enforcing this 
position.” 


Armenians at Amesbury 
Amesbu.y, Mass., Jan. 23.—Fleven 
strike breakers arrived in town yester- 
day to take the places of the striking 
carriage workers, among the number be- 
ing eight of the 33 Armenians who 
were brought here last week. but enve 
up their jobs and left town on Sunday. 
These men were induced to return by 
two of the manufacturers and will take 
their former places in the different fac- 
tories. There were 200 or 300 strikers 
at the station when the train came in 
and they hissed and jeered the newcoim- 

ers, but attempted no violence. 


Strikers Willing to Arbitrate 

Waterbury, Conn., Jan. 28.—There is 
no change in the situation of the strike 
of the motormen and conductors of the 
Connecticut Railway and Lighting com- 
pany. Last pight three clergymen 
made a proposition to the strikers that 
the difficulty be settled by arbitration. 
They voted to accept the plan and said 
they would abide by the decision of tne 
arbitration committee.

By the terms of the 
treaty the United States agrees to make 
a cash payment of $10,000,000 in gold 
to the Colombian government and afte 
the expiration of nine years to pay s 
rental of $250,000 a year. The Jease o} 
the strip of land to be used for the cana!

point being that the first lease shall be 
for 100 years and renewal thereafter ir 
terms of 100 years at the pleasure o!

The boat was built in the autumn of 
1857, being paid for by President Eliot, 
Professor Agassiz and the Crownin- 
shields, who, with Fire Commissioner 
Russell and J. H. Wales of Boston, 
formed the crew, which from the mo- 
ment of its arrival at Cambridge was 
invincible. The shell is 40 feet long, 
26 inches wide and weighs 150 pounds.

During the seige of 1529 its position 
was thought to be so well adapted for 
au important military post, that the 
Florentine Republic ordered Micbel- 
angelo to fortify it. 

Tbe fortifications were completed in 
1552 and defended by him during an 
eleven months’ seige of the city by the 
Imperial _troops.

The church is one of the finest ex- 
amples of the Tuscan Romanesque style. 
The facade is richly incrasted with 
marbles of different colors. 

Among the decorations are the signs 
of the Zodiac, a Greek cross surrounded 
by six candelabra and above, the Eagle 
of the Guild of Calimala, a mosaic be- 
low, representing Christ, the Virgin 
and San Miniato. The interior contains 
12 stone columns coated with stucto, in 
imitation of marble, white alternating 
with green, and three handsome pillars 
of greenish gray marble. On either 


side of the walls of the interior are 
frescoes much damaged. The choir is 


raised by a spacious crypt beneath. In 
the nave beneath the flight of 16 steps 
ascending to the choir, is a chapel and 
on the frieze appears the device of the 
Medicis, consisting of three feathers in 
a diamond ring, with the legend 
** Semper. ’’ 
crypt is the tomb of San Miniato. The 
front wall of the crypt, the screen of 
the choir, the apse, the whole wall of 
nave and the pulpit present beautiful 
specimens of incrusted marble work. 

The church and the whole hill of San 
Miniato are now used as a_ burial 
ground, from which are grand views of 
the city of Florence, the hills of Fiesole, 
Monte Morello, Monte Genavio and 
Vallomprosa. 

A lovely day we bad for our excursion 
apd with tbe same party a trip was 
made to Fiesole on the hill, four miles 
to the north of Florence. It is an old 


Etruscan town, a portion of the old 
walls still partly preserved. It was 
once one of the richest, most powerful 
and strongest of the Etruscan cities, 
while now it is composed of a large 
square, a few narrow lanes and some 


groups of houses, with abont 4090 in- 
habitants, the principal industries being 
the manufacture of straw, agriculture 
and the excavation of stone. 


The cathedral] was founded in 1028 
but not completed till 1201. Of the 16 
columns dividing the aisles, 3 were 


probably taken from a Roman temple.

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Care of the Eyes.

Cold Cuts. 

No greater mistake can be made by 
the housewife in marketing than the 
purchase of expensive cuts of beef to 
serve cold, since the portions that cost 
the most are usually the least juicy. A 
“plate” or brisket piece of beef boiled 
slowly until it is tender, turned with 
its liquor into a bowl and cooled there, 
will be imbedded in its own jelly, and 
the two sliced together make an at- 
tractive and delicious luncheon dish. To 
make a more solid jelly a knuckle of 
veal may be boiled with the meat. It 
should be seasoned after the meat be- 
gins to be tender. 

To Keep Meat Fresh. 

The Japanese way of keeping meat 
without ice in hot weather is to put the 
meat in a stone or porcelain vessel and 
pour boiling water over it. This coagu- 
lates the albumen on the surface.

RIVAL LABOR UNIONS 


Each Declare Their Own Or- 
ganization to Be Perfect 


LARGE SUNDAY MEETINGS 


Knights Condemn Application For In- 
junction “Against Our Wives and 
Sisters’—Fine For Boot and Shoe 
Workers Who Buy Non-Union Goods 


Lynn, Mass., Jan. 26.—-The 10th day 
of the labor trouble between the Knights 
of Labor cutters and the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ union was marked by the hold- 
ing of two mass meetings by the rival 
organizations in different halls on Sum- 
mer street yesterday afternoon, at each 
of which the greatest enthusiasm was 
manifested. 

There was no conflict between 
two gatherings, although at the meet- 
ing of the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
union there was some interruption by 
Knights of Labor in the audience, which 
was quickly stopped by a threat from 
the chairman to have the disturbers 
ejected, and the latter left the hall. 

The Knights of Labor Assembly’s 
meeting was presided over by Edwin 
Snow, the agent of the Cutters’ as- 
sembly, who, in his vigorous opening 
address, declared that the Knights of 
Labor would not be forced into a union 
with the Boot and Shoe Workers. 

John J. Couhig condemned the union 


the 


stainp manufacturers who have ap- 
plied for an injunction against their 
Knights of Labor entters and their 


women stitchers. ‘Their action in ap- 
plying for an injenection against our 
wives and sisters,” said he, “is an in- 
sult to the manhood of Lynn.” It was 
the first time in the history of the United 
States, he said, that an iujanction had 
been asked against women. 

I. B. Armstrong, master workmen of 
a Knights of Labor Cutters’ assembly, 
charged the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
unien with breaking its contract with 
the Knights of Labor. 

John R. Oldham, a member of the So- 
cialist Labor party in Lynn, the elos- 
ing speaker, made the most fiery ad- 
dress of the afternoon, in which cap- 
italists generally were denounced. He 
feverely scored the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ union and wrought up the 
audience to a high pitch of excitement. 

Mayor Eastham and men.bers of the 
city government came into the 
when the meeting was about half over 
and were greeted with cheers. They 
took no part in the proceedings except 
as listeners. 


ball 


The mass meeting of the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ union was held intuynn 
theatre. Mayor Eastham and several 
city ofiicials occupied seats in one of the 
boxes, where they remained some time. 

Charles J. MeMorrow presided, and 
scathingly referred to the Knights of 
Labor cutters, which, he said, is the 
only union in the shoe trade in the 
nights of Labor today. “It is the 
last dying remnant of a once powerful 
orgunization,” said he. 

National President Tobin explained 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ organiza- 
tion and what it expected to accom- 
plish. Its membership at vresent, he 
said, is four times as large as that of 
any other organization in the boot and 
shoe craft that ever existed in the 
country. 

He charged the Knights of Labor 
with breaking their contract and ex- 
plained Low it was done. During the 
speaking some of the Knights of Labor 
cutters who were in the hall inter- 
rupted the speakers, and were grected 
with hisses. ‘The police at first tried to 
maintain order, but were unsuccessful, 
as it was only upon the chairman’s 
threatening to send for additional offi- 
cers that the interrupters desisted, and 
they finally left the hall. 

Frank K. Foster of Boston made a 
speech, speaking of the work of the 
American Federation of Labor, with 
which the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
union is affiliated. Gad Martindale of 
Rochester, the last speaker. called atten- 
tion to the powerful organization which 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union lad 
established. 

At the close of the meeting Everctt H. 
Dunbar, a Lynn shoe dealer, who had a 
seat in one of the boxes, arose and re- 
quested perinission to ask President 
Tobin a question. The request was 
greeted with an uproar of hissing and 
cheering. Permission being granted, 


be asked President Tobin if it was not 


a fact that if members of the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ union bought shoes that 
did not bear the union stamp they were 
liable to a fine of $2. More disorder fel- 
lowed this question.

FIRE IN SMALLPOX HOSPITAL. 


There Were Twenty-five Patients and They Had a 
Terrible Experience 


Saco, Me., Jan. 26.—By the burniag 


of the Biddeford smallpox hospita! early 
yesterday 36 patients were forced to 
escupe in their night clothes, with the 
mercury several degrees below zero, all 
suffering terribly from their exposure, 
while one of them, Prudent La Poiste, 
40 years old, is expected to die. 

The fire was discovered about 5:15 
a. m. by a French woman, who did the 
cooking, who says that it had apparently 
been set from the outside, near the 
kitchen door. She hastily aroused the 
inmates and an attempt was made to 
extinguish the flames, but they guined 
so rapidly that it was realized that it! 
any one was to escape quick action was 
necessary. Some grabbed mattresses 
and dragged them out on the snow far 
enough away from the building to be out 
of danger from the fire, and huddled to- 
gether upon them, while others wrapped 
blankets and other bed clothing about 
themselves and rushed into the freez- 
ing atmosphere, and stood in shivering 
groups at a safe distance from the fire, 
which was rapidly devouring their for- 
mer shelter. 

Mrs. Mary Tyman, 70 years of age, 
caught her little daughter in her arms, 
and in her night dress ran from the 
building, but before she had gono 100 
yards she fell exhausted upon the snow- 
covered ground, where she lay until the 
arrival of the police anid firemen an hour 
later. 

The fire was not known down town 
until 6:30, the first word belug bronght 
by one of the smallpox patients who 
ran to the police station, where he 
kicked on the door, then backed into the 
middle of the street and when the door 
was opened by an officer, announced the 
fire and shouted: “I’ve got smallpox. 
Don’t come near me.” 

By the time the firemen arrived the 
building was nearly destroyed, and 
their attention, as well as that of the 
police, was at once turned to the relief 
of the distressed inmates. Eugene La- 
Bond, who lived half a mile away, of- 
fered the use of his dwellingasa tempo- 
rary relief station, giving it up entirely 
for that purpose, and, impressing a 
neighbor and his sled into service, the 
half frozen refugees were removed to 
his home. 

Many of the latter were clad only in 
the thinnest of garments and the fire- 
men and police took off their own conts 
and wrapped them around the sufferers. 
Although all were more or less frost- 
bitten, it is believed that no fatalities 
will result, unless it be in the case of 
La Pointe. 

Yesterday afternoon 26 of the patients 
were removed from La Bond's house to 
the city’s auxiliary smallpox building. 

After the police and firemen had 
finished their work of rescue, their 
clothing, as well as that of the teamster, 
was all fumigated in the city building. 

The burned building was situated a 
mile or more from the centre of the city, 
and Was about 135 feetin length. The 
loss will be $4000, upon which there is 
no insurance. y 


From Martinique to Canada 


Ogdensburg, . Y., Jan. 26.—A_pe- 
culiar phenomenon was observed at 


Iroquois, a small Canadian town below 
Ogdensburg «fter a heavy snowstorm 
early last week, when it was found that 
the stow was quite dark colored. A 
chemical analysis just made showed 
that the powder contained a_ large 
proportion of silica and some iron in 
solution. Itis believed that the powder 
is of voleanic origin and was probably 
carried by the trade winds from Mt. 
Pelee.

Brotherhood of Iron Shipbuilders 
Adopt Resolutions. 


Representatives of the Brotherhood 
of Boiler Makersand Iron Ship Builders 
met in Boston, Sunday, and after con- 
ference adopted the following resolu- 
tions which will be forwarded to Sena- 
tors and Representatives:

and a respectful and urgent appeal is 
hereby made for, the immediate enact- 
ment of the pending ship subsidy bill,

Some Facts About a Strange 
African Disease. 


OFTEN AOOOMPANIED BY INSANITY 


According to a Portuguese Commis- 
sion That Is Studying the Disease’s 
Causes and Symptoms, It Is a Form 
of Cephalo Meningitis—Only Young 
Negroes Attacked. 


Travelers in Africa have occasionally 
described a curious disease affecting 
the young negro population, the most 
characteristic symptom of which is ab- 
solutely uncontrollable fits of sleepiness. 
These fits are in no sense a true coma, 
as the sufferers can always be awak- 
ened, but upon stopping the stimulus— 
talking and shaking—they immediately 
“doze off” again. 

The disease was naturally named the 
sleeping sickness. It is of infrequent 
occurrence and only attacks the na- 
tives, and so excited little curiosity 
among pathologists. But during the 
last few years it has increased much in 
frequency and severity and has caused 
such a terrible mortality in the Kongo 
basin that both the Royal society and 
the London School of Tropical Medi- 
cine have sent out a commission of ex- 
perts to study it. Their reports have 
not yet been published, although sever- 
al of the commissioners have already 
returned. But a commission sent by the 
Portuguese government to study the 
same disease, which was making seri- 
ous havoc among the negroes on Prince’s 
island, in the gulf of Guinea, has print- 
ed a full account of its findings, and 
from this the following curious facts 
are obtained, says a correspondent of 
the New York Commercial Advertiser: 

The most marked and early symp- 
toms of the disease are the fits of 
sleepiness, although these may be pre- 
ceded or accompanied by a feeling of 
weakness, depression and disinclina- 
tion to exertion of any sort. Dr. Pat- 
rick Manson of mosquito malaria fame, 
who has studied the disease in the 
Kongo, states that it is frequently ac- 
companied by insanity, and fits of 
maniacal excitement may be one of its 
earliest manifestations. He also speaks 
of a curious lightening or reddening of 
the hair as a premonitory symptom. 

At first the sleepy fits are short and 
infrequent, but even in the early stages 
are extremely sudden and quite irre- 
sistible, the patient falling asleep with 
his mouth full of food or even while 
drinking. In this stage the sufferer 
can be easily aroused, but immediately 
falls asleep again. As the disease pro- 
gresses the fits are more frequent and 
the sleep is deeper, but even to the end 
it is possible to arouse the sleeper. One 
patient upon being awakened a few 
hours before his death smiled and ac- 
cepted a proffered cigarette. It Is al- 
most uniformly fatal. The memory 
seems to be but slightly impaired, but 
the will and power of concentration are 
markedly weakened almost from the 
start. The senses of sight, hearing and 
taste remain active to the last. 

In Prince's island the exciting causes 
of the disease appear to be excessive 
labor, poor food and bad sanitation. 
All negroes of either sex are liable to 
contract it, except those over forty 
years of age. 

A germ was of course suspected and 
diligently searched for. In the vessels 
of the brain and in the brain tissue it- 
self there was constantly found a small 
double germ belonging to the coccua 
family, about two ten-thousandths of 
an inch in diameter. It was found 
very difficult to artificially breed this 
microbe, although a slight growth was 
obtained by placing them in a mixture 
of meat broth and the fluid which oc- 
curs in cases of dropsy. Guinea pigs 
and pigeons were unaffected by in- 
oculations of the coccus, but rabbits 
were somewhat sensitive, and it was 
fatal to mice. 

The most marked and characteristic 
tissue changes found after death were 
in the brain. The cephalo rachidian 
fluid, a small amount of which is nor- 
mally present in the ventricles and sub- 
arachnoid spaces, was considerably in- 
creased in quantity and slightly turbid, 
although not purulent. Inflammation 
of the membranes of the brain was a 
constant lesion, but varied much in ex- 
tent and severity. 

The conclusion reached by the Portu- 
guese commission is that the disease is 
a form of inflammation of the brain 
and its membranes—a cephalo menigi- 
tis—and that treatment “will be diffi- 
cult, but may be possible.” 

Dr. Castellani of the Liverpool com- 
mission, who was at last accounts still 
in the Kongo studying the disease, has 
isolated a coccus, which, he thinks, is 
the causative agent. The role of the 
Fiaria perstaus in causing the disease 
has already been disproved by the Eng- 
lish commission. 

Dr. Low, lead@ of the commission of 
the Royal society, who has recently re- 
turned to England, found that the dis- 
ease had already extended over a large 
area and computed that it had killed 
between 20,000 and 30,000 people dur- 
ing the last year or two. Its virulence 
is also increasing, The length of the 
attack varies from one to six months, 
and it is invariably fatal. He classes 
it with hydrophobia in hopelessness. It 
is distinctly contagious. The depopu- 
lation caused by its ravages is making 
itself seriously felt, and unless some 
way of checking the disease is found 
the outlook for many African provinces 
is a gloomy one.

LONGEST LOG CARRIER. 


It Is In Maine and Is Three Thou- 
sand Feet In Length. 


There has just been completed be- 


tween Eagle and Chamberlain lakes in 


northern Maine the longest log carrier 
in the world, writes the Bangor corre- 
2h)| spondene of the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
This carrier will cause the bringing 
of many million feet of lumber down 
the Penobscot river to the sawmills of 
Malne which under the conditions that 
have prevailed since lumbering began 
in Maine would go down the St. John 
river to New Brunswick mills, although 
the logs were cut in Maine. 

The log carrier runs over thé rising 
ground that divides the watershed of 
the Allegash river and the eastern 
branch of the Penobscot, the Allegash 
being a tributary of the St. John. The 
carrier is 3,000 feet long, and its cable 
is 6,000 feet. It is built to last for 
years and when running at its regular 
speed will deliver seven thirty foot logs 
a minute, or about 4,000,000 feet a day. 
It will carry at a time 100 logs of that 
length, 

The cable is of steel rope an inch and 
a@ quarter in diameter and weighs 100 
tons. The motive power for operating 
the plant connected with the carrier 
consists of a Westinghouse automatic 
compound engine of 150 horsepower 
and two sixty horsepower boilers of the 
locomotive type. The carrier will be in 
use for the first time when the driving 
begins next season—that is, about the 
first of May.

Her Skin Varies In Sympathy With 
Different Emotions. 

Miss Marga Cerbus, a young Rouma- 

nian girl whose skin possesses the re- 

markable property of changing color in 


‘| sympathy with her varying sensations, 


is the physiological wonder of the day 
for Parisian scientists, says the New 
York World. 

Her skin does not reflect the colors in 
her vicinity, but a complete change is 
produced by the different emotions she 
feels. Anger makes it much darker 
than that of a negress. Joy turns it to 
a pretty pink shade. Anxiety causes 
her to assume a pale greenish tint.

INCUBATOR FOR CROWS. 


Farmer Billings Hatches Them to 
Supply a Millinery House. 

Farmer Billings of Brookdale has 
taken a contract to furnish a Chicago 
milliner with crow heads at 25 cents 
apiece, writes the Susquehanna (Pa.) 
eccrrespondent of the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. It costs something to get a 
dead crow, because it is an elusive bird 
and ammunition costs something. 

Billings, however, is an enterprising 
speculator. He has devised a scheme 
| by which a maximum number of 
crows’ lieads can be obtained at small 
expense. He has set up a chicken in- 
cubator in which are placed as fast as 
laid the eggs of about a hundred hen 
crows that have been trapped, with 
perhaps a dozen cock crows. 

Within fifteen days the little crea- 
tures are hatched, and a fortnight later 
they are ready to be beheaded. It is 
understood that the head of a crow 
chick is worth just as much as that of 
the oldest of the same species. At the 
uniform rate of four for a dollar dead 
Farmer 
Billings has the only crow hatchery in 
the world, and he is justly proud of it. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT HALTED. 


Had to Identify Herself to Get Into 
the White House. 

Mrs. Roosevelt had to stop and iden- 
tify herself the other afternoon before 
she was allowed to enter the White 
House grounds, says a Washington dis- 
patch to the Philadelphia Press. She 
had been out walking and returned by 
way of the executive office entrance. 

As she started up the steps Will 
Wheeler, a policeman on the White 
House detail only a few days, stepped 
toward her. 

“That’s all right; that’s the missus,” 
whispered one of the old guards, but 
Wheeler didn’t hear him.

The grounds are closed to the public,” 
Wheeler said. 

“I know, but I live here,” replied the 
president’s wife.

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ELEMENTS AGAINST HER 


Steamer Dawson City Had Memorable 
Trip From Nome to Port Townsend 

Port Townsend, Wash., Jan. 26.—-The 
steamer Dawson City, 86 days from 
Nome, reached port yesterday under sail 
after a tempestuous voyage. The en- 
tire trip was marked by a succession of 
accidents and exasperating deluys, 
while the fury of the elements seemed 
to combine to hiuder her passaze to her 
destination. 

Soon after starting south the boilers 
commenced leaking, with the result that 
the fresh water supply was consumed. 
Then fuel began to run short and the 
vessel was forced to resort to such can- 
vas as could be fashioned into suils. ‘Ihe 
vessel put into Port Moller for fuel and 
Water, and after remaining two weeks 
Started again only to run into 
storms, which drove her from her 
course. Again fuel ran out, the 
Dawson City headed for Dutch harbor 
to refill her bunkers and tanks. At this 
port her sailors deserted and refused t 
continue the voyage. The run from 
Dutch barbor to this port was made in 
22 days. The Dawson City brought vo 
passengers except her owner, [lelix 
Brown of Seattle, and his wife. 

On Oct® 29 last the Dawson City left 
Nome and since that time she has been 
reported only once. That was on Novy. 
13. The vessel is a screw propeller, 
ocean freight steamer, with accom- 
modations for some passengers. She 
plies between Alaskan ports and Seattle.

Vanderbilt In Scorching Case 

Paris, Jan. 26.—The appeal of W. K. 
Vanderbilt against the sentence of two 
days’ imprisonment for scorching on an 
automobile last year came up for hear- 
ing yesterday.

Washington, Jan. 26.—The house of 
representatives yesterday inaugurated 
the experiment of holding memorial ser- 
vices for deceased members upon the 
Sabbath. It will be followed hereafter 
during this session and probably will 
become the general practice in the house 
in the future. At the session yesterdays 
tribute was paid to the life and public 
services of the late Representatives Rus- 
sell of Connecticut and Sheppard and 
De Graffenreid of Texas. 


Is Pledged to Celibacy 

Vienna, Jan. 26.—The newspapers 
here deny the rumor emanating from 
Budapest that Archduke Engene, one of 
the second cousins of Emperor Francis 
Joseph, is about to renounce his rank 
in order to marry. Archduke Engene 
enjoys a large income as the grand 
master of the Ancient and Noble ‘Teu- 
tonic order, one of the chief obligations 
of which is celibacy. 


Pretender Advancing on Fez 

Tangier, Jan. 26—News from Tez 
dated Jan. 21 stated that the pretender, 
Buhamara, was then advancing at the 
head of large forces and had arrived at 
a point 25 miles from Fez. A decisive 
battle was expected and, should the 
sultan’s main army be defeated, it was 
thought that the city of Fez would in- 
evitably fall into the hands of Puba- 
mara. 


Castellane a Winner 

Paris, Jan. 26—The election of a 
deputy in the Basses-Alpes district, 
rendered necessary by the invalidation 
of Count Boni de Castellane’s election 
by the chamber of deputies, took place 
yesterday. Castellane was again a 
candidate, and was opposed by Andre 
Siegfried. The returns show that the 
re-election of Castellane is assured. 


Armory and Public Hall Gone 

Burlington, Vt., Jan. 26.—Strong hall, 
originally built for a skating rink, but 
recently used as an armory and for large 
gatherings, was completely destroyed by 
fire yesterday. ‘The loss is $28,000. The 
fire originated among rubbish in the 
basement, probably due to spontaneous 
combustion.

WOLCOTT WITHDRAWS 


Bays He Ysa Victim of Treachery and 
Urges Election of Teller 
Denver, Jan, 26.—At 5 o’clock Satur- 
fay afternoon the Democratic mem- 
kers of the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives cast their ballots, 51 in num- 


ber, for Henry M. ‘feller, to succeed 
himself as United States senator, ‘The 
result was reached after a week of un- 
tiring effort on the part of the Demo- 
cratic lead=rs. 

The climax in the senatorial fight 
came last night, when ex-Senator BR. O. 
Wolcott, the candidate of the so-called 
“stalwart” wing of the Republicaa 
party, announced his practical with- 
drawal from any further contest, and 
urged the people of Colorado to accept 
the situation as it stands by the election 
of Senator Teller to succeed himself. 

The announcement was made ina 
signed statement in which Wolcott 
charges certain Republican leaders as- 
sociated with the anti-Wolcott forces in 
the Republican ranks with treachery, 
deliberate and continuous, although he 
disposes of others of the anti-Wolcott 
crowd by characterizing them as 
“dupes” of the main conspirators. 

Speaking of Mr. Teller, the ex-senator 
said that in no sense was he party to 
the frauds, although he was the bene- 
ficiary. He pays high tribute to the 
senator-elect. 


The Haverhill Situation 

Haverhill, Mass., Jan. 26—A new 
move was made in the local strike sit- 
uation yesterday when, ata meeting of 
the Central Labor union, resolutions 
condemning the Shoe Workers’ Protec- 
tive union and supporting the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ union were unanimously 
passed by the delegates. A mass meet- 
ing of the Shoe Workers’ Protective 
union was also held and it was voted to 
place the turned department in the 
union stamp factories where strikes nre 
at present being waged on the unfair 
list.

CLOUDS ARE LIFTING 


Bpeedy Settlement of Vene- 
zuelan Row Predicted 


BOWEN’S LATEST PROPOSAL 


Will Be In Hands of Allies Today 
and Immediate Acceptance Is Ane 
ticipated—Why American Efforts to 
Sever Blockade Agreements Failed 


Washington, Jan. 26—A long con- 
ference between Minister Bowen and 


British Ambassador Herbert, beginning 
at noon yesterday, followed by shorter 
conferences between Herbert, Mr. Des 
Planches, the Italian ambussador, and 
Count Quadt, the German charge d’af- 
faires, indicated diplomatic activity in 
Washington over the Venezuelan situa- 
tion. All the negotiators decline to dis- 
cuss the results of yesterday's meetings, 
but the general statement by them that 
the situation warraats hope of early re- 
lief is significant of what has been ac- 
complished in the last 24 hours. 

Striet reticence is maintained hy all 
the negotiators as to the nature of this 
guaranty and until the joint reply of 
the powers is received this will not be 
disclosed. 

Count Quadt has been advised by the 
German foreign office of the reasons for 
the bombardment of the San Carlos 
forts. This explanation agrees with 
that cabled from Berlin. 

Minister Bowen feels very optimistic 
of the future in the Venezuelan matter. 
He adheres to the belief expressed by 
him in the statement he gave out at mid- 
night last night that the case would 
be settled soon and satisfactorily. His 
latest proposition, the important feature 
of which is a matter of guaranty as a 
preliminary to the raising of the block- 
ade, will be in the hands of a1! the allies 
by this afternoon, and Mr. Bowen 
thinks an answer will be received in 
Washington within a very few days, 
possibly by tomorrow. 

Mr. Bowen declines to discuss the an- 
nouncement made by a Brussels news- 
paper to the effect that a cowmission 
appointed by the United States will be 
charged with the administration of the 
maritime customs offices in Venezuela. 
The inference drawn from his remarks 
is that, while the statement as 1 whole 
is incorrect, yet there is an element of 
probability to some feature of it. 

The important fact is developed that 
the triple alliance against Venezuela 
was far more comprehensive than was 
at first supposed. The agreement be- 
tween Great Britain, Germany and Italy 
involved not only a joint initiative ae- 
tion for the collection of their claims, 
but each of the three powers pledged 
itself to lift the blockade simu!tane- 
ously. 

This fact was learned last night from 
a European diplomat who is acquainted 
with the details of the alliance. and ex- 
plains the fruitless efforts made by Am- 
bassador Meyer at Romeand Mr. White, 
the American charge at London, as well 
as by Mr. bowen, acting for Venezuels, 
to sever the agreement and secure the 
consent of at least one of the allies to 
lift the blockade. 

Tke iron-clad nature of the aliiance 
has been already communicated to the 
state department by Mr. White and it 
is this fact which was responsible for 
the grave apprehension heretofore felt 
regarding the outcome of the distute. 
The reply of the powers therefore will 
necessarily be joint. A favorable an- 
swer to Minister Bowen's last preposi- 
tion, and it is the belief of all the nego- 
tiators, as well as of the administration, 
that the answer will he favorable, will 
inean the jinmediate withdrawal of all 
the blockading ships. 


Views of the German Press 

Berlin, Jan. 26—The German press 
calmly discusses the bombardment of 
San Carlos. ‘The leading newspapers 
here and in the provincial cities publish 
telegrams from New York, reproducing 
the views held there, and giving the 
supposed attitude of the United States 
government in regretting the bombard- 
ment, the loss of life it caused, and its 
consequences. ‘The newspapers take 
the position that if the United States 
put itself in the place of Germany, it 
would see that the commander of the 
Panther, unless the blockade were to 
become a mere operetta, was obliged to 
enter the lagoon of Maracaibo, and that 
the action of the fort and the subse- 
quent co-operation of the Vineta with 
the Panther was an inevitable conse- 
quence. 

Th: newspayers attach some import- 
ance to President Castro’s throwing 
ridicule on the blockade and his remark 
that he could render the blockade use- 
less through! the Maracaibo lagoon. 

The foregoing statement is a sum- 
mary of the editorials published in The 
National Zeitung, The Post, The Boer- 
sen Zeitung and other representative 
organs. 


Embezzlement Charged 
New Haven, Jan. 26.—Henry F. Mul- 
len, who was formerly the head of the 
stock brokerage firm of Mulien & 
Doody of this city, was arrested at Proy- 
idence on seven allegations charging 
him with embezzlement of moneys paid 
to his G&rm by customers last summer. 
Mullen agreed to return to New Haven 

without requisition formalities,

WOMEN BACK TO WORK 


As Requested by Beot and 
Shoe Workers’ Union 


INTEREST IN INJUNCTION 


Spectators Had to Be Turned Away 
to Make Room cor Large Number 
of Witnesses—Police Officers and a 


Manufacturer Testify 


Lyun, Mass., Jan. 27.—Some of the 
women stitchers who struck the other 
day at the Watson Shoe company fac- 
tory in sympathy with the Knights of 
Labor cutters, regretted their action, 
und returned to work yesterday. They 
said that they had been impressed by 
Shoe 
Workers’ union. Nearly all the depart- 
wents in this factory are working, 
though not with full force. 

The Boot and Shoe Workers’ union 
put its cutters into eight factories, as 
usual, about the sume number of men 
going to work. ‘The anticipated exodus 
Saturday and Sunday did net take place, 
or if it did the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
union had eneugh more men arrive to 
fill up the places in the ranks. The 
Knights of Labor cutters remain firm. 

There was no police escort for the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ union strike 
breakers, and that feature of the trade 
dispute is practically over. 

IF’. R. Hall of Boston opened his hear- 
ing yesterday in’ the Lynn council 
chamber on the application for an in- 
junction against the Knights of Labor 
Cutters’ assembly, restraining that 
organization from interfering with the 
operatives in the union stamp shoe fac- 
tories, or with the plans of the Boot 
and Shoe Workers’ union. James H. 
Sisk appeared for the manufacturers 
who have applied for the injunction and 
William H. Niles and Peter A. Breen 
for the cutters and stitchers, 

Mr. Hall sits as master in this case 
and will report the facts, as he finds 
them, to the superior court in Boston. 
Being the first case on record here in 
which an injunction has been sought 
against women it attracted much at- 
tention. So many witnesses have been 
summoned that it became necessary to 
call upon the police to clear the room of 
some spactators in order to find sccom- 
modation for all of them. 

Chief of Police Burckes was the first 
witness and he described the tumultu- 
ous scenes on the streets Jan. 20, when 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union cut- 
ters left the factories at night. He told 
of the disturbances at the several fac- 
tories and of the arrest of five men for 
inciting to riot. His evidence was a 
description of the scene from day to 
day. 

Counsel for the Knights of Labor cut- 
ters stated that to evpedite matters he 
would admit the existence of a state of 
affairs as described by the police on the 
nights mentioned. Cross-examined, 
Sergeant Bessom said he saw none of 
the defendants present. Patrolman 
Murray described the arrest of a man 
in the crowd at Lasters’ hall Jan. 20; 
he was not a cutter and did not notice 
any cutters in the crowd. 

Thomas H. Logan of the firm of 
Walton & Logan told of negotiations 
with the Knights of Labor Outters’ as- 
sembly before the strike. He was 
asked to give a bond to employ none 
but Knights of Labor cutters and re- 
fused. The men struck, and some of 
the women stitchers went out with 
them. The following Monday new cut- 
ters were supplied to him by the Boot 
and Shoe Workers’ union. ‘There were 
15 or 20 pickets at all times in front of 
his factory. He described the scenes 
when the men left work, the chase after 
a covered wagon containing cutters, and 
declared that he recognized some of his 
striking workmen in the crowds. He 
identified a copy of a circular distribnted 
by the cutters to the stitchers, asking 
them to quit the Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers’ union and to strike in the factory.

Thompson of Brighton, inspector of cat-| Now Denies That Quigg Of- 


tle of the bureau of animal! industry, 
who was fined $15 in the Concord dis- 


trict coust for alleged cruelty in his 
method of killing animals in the ex- 
termination of the foot and mouth dis- 
ease, wus discharged yesterday by 
Judge Brown in the United States cir- 
cuit court. The case involved techni- 
calities in law as to whether the federal 
government or the state shoul! handle 
the case of Dr. Thompson. ‘The points 
around which all the evidence revolved 
was whether or not Dr. Thompson had 
purchased, or as good as purchased, the 
animals slaughtered, and whether or not 
he was responsible to the state or to the 
United States. 

Orlando E. Patch, the con:plainant, 
admitted on the stand that he was not 
complaining particularly about the 
method of killing as that he had not 
received what he wanted for the ani- 
mals. 

On the constitutionality of the act of 
congress appropriating money for the 
killing of diseased cattle Judge Brown 
upheld the power of congress to pass 
the act under which Dr. Thompson 
acted. He also held that Dr. Thompson 
acted under the proper authority from 
the federal officials. In view of this, 
he said, Dr. Thompson was entitled to a 
discharge. This overrides the state 
courts and clears Dr. ‘Thompson of the 
charge against him. 


To Get $2500 a Year For Life 

Boston, Jan.-27.—William T. Hunt- 
ington, dean in the college of liberal arts 
ut Boston university, was yesterday 
chosen acting president of the univer- 
sity by the trustees, to serve until 
President Warren's successor shall have 
been elected. President Warren's 
resignation was accepted, and resolu- 
tions expressing the esteem, Lonor and 
affection in which he is held were 
adopted. The additional recommenda- 
tion was adopted that “the university 
legally guarantee to Mr. Warren, in 
recognition of the notable services which 
he has rendered the university for more 
than 30 years, a salary of at least $2500 
a year during life.” 


Crew of the Luce Safe 

Boston, Jan. 27.--Steamer Chatta- 
hoochee arrived from Savannal yester- 
day, having on board four menibers of 
the schooner Hattie C. Luce, which they 
took off the vessel off Chatham yes- 
terday morning. Captain Heal fell 
everboard in trying to board the schoon- 
er John H. Buttrick after the collision 
on Friday night. The other members 
of the crew were saved by the Bbuttrick 
at the time of the collision. The Luce 
Was on her way from Vinalhaven to 
New York with 500 tons of cut granite. 
After being abandoned, the Luce was 
picked up by the tug Storm King and 
towed to Vineyard Haven, 


Wings Clipped Just In Time 

Portland, Me., Jan. 27.—An_ unsue- 
cessful attempt to escape was made at 
the county jail yesterday. The pris- 
oners concerned are under state prison 
sentences and are to be transferred te 
Thomaston today. When thediscovery 
was made several bars were near'y 
sawed off, and but a brief time ‘onger 
would have been needed for the convicts 
to have gained their liberty. 


Liquor Dealers Get a Jolt 

Biddeford, Me., Jan. 27.—The liquor 
dealers who have’ had their places 
raided aud who are out on bail received 
a decided shock yesterday in the sen- 
tencing of John Curtis to four months 
at hard labor in the county jail at Al- 
fred. As the Curtis case was con- 
sidered in the nature of a test case, it 
is thought that very few of the other 
dealers will appear for trial. 


Granite State Solons Hustling 

Concord, N. H., Jan. 27.—At last even- 
ing’s session of the house of repre- 
sentatives 90 bills and joint resolutio 1s 
were introduced and notices were given 
of 142 others, breaking all records for 
the quantity of new legislation proposed 
and presented at a single session. The 
time for giving notices expired last night 
and the total of 550 bills is the lurgest 
in the history of the state. 


Smallpox Shuts Off Amusements 

Biddeford, Me., Jan. 27.—At the meet- 
ing of the mayor and the members of 
the board of health last night it was de- 
cided to close all places of amusement 
on account of additional outbreaks of 
smallpox. Several public schools are 
elosed and the authorities will decide 
today whether to include the parochial 
schools. 


Strikers Running Busses 

Waterbury, Conn., Jan. 27.—For the 
first time since the beginning of the 
strike of the motormen and conductors 
of the Connecticut Railway and Light- 
ing company a regular schedule was 
adopted for cars to be run after dark 
last night. A feature is the running of 
busses by the strikers. 

Boxer Sympathizer Madv Governor 

Pekin, Jan. 27.—Hu Lien Sun, gov- 
ernor of Hunan, one of the officials 
blacklisted by the powers afier the 
Boxer troubles on account of compli: 
ity in the massacre of missionaries, has 
been appointed governor of Shan Si. 
The ministers are sending a note to the 
government saying that considering the 
former and recent missionary mur- 
ders in the territory under his Jurisdic- 
tion, it is not wise to send him to a 
province where the missionary interests 
are exceedingly important.

CALLED TO WASHINGTON 


Says All He Kuew About Details of 
What Lessler Claimed Was Learned 
From Newspapers—The Retraction 


Places Congressman In Bad Light 


Washington, Jan. 27.—Philip Doblin, 
who testified before the house committee 
on naval affairs Saturday that he had 
approached Representative Lessier of 
New York with an offer of money to in- 
fluence his vote on the submarine boat 
bill, and who made the further state- 
ment that he had been told there mizht 
be $1000 in it for him, made the astound- 
ing statement before that 
yesterday that he had made statements 
Saturday which were not true and that 
he wanted to retract his statemeut that 
Mr. Quigg had tendered a bribe to him, 

The statement came without any 
previous warning that Doblin intended 
making any such retraction. Members 
of the committee looked at one another 
in amazement as Doblin went on with 
his statement. 

Gustavus Rogers, an attorney, arose 
in the committee room after the first 
witness had left the stand in the morn- 
ing and said he appeared for Mr. Dob- 
lin, who had stated to him that he 
(Doblin) had made some statewents 
Saturday which were trae and 
which were false, and held in his hand 
a statement to which Mr. Doblin had 
sworn. The committee was unarimous 
in agreeing that Doblin appear in per- 
son forthwith. He was called and made 
specific denial of all statements be had 
previously made wherein he alleged at- 
tempts at bribery. 

Doblin was rigidly cross-examined by 
practically every member of the coin- 
mittee and pressed vigorously for ex- 
planation of his action, but persisted 
that he was telling the truth aud ad- 
hered to his denials. 

Mr. Tayler, for the committee, quoted 
witness’ testimony that Quigy had made 
an offer of money and asked if Quizz 
had done so. Witness replied in the 
negative. Doblin also said his’ state- 
ment was false when he testified at the 
previous hearing that hé had told Less- 
ler that there was $5000 in it if he 
could see his way clear to be friendly 
disposed to the submarine boat Dill. 

“The fact is,” said Doblin, “the state- 
ments made regarding Mr. Quigg are 
not true. I read the article as it was 
handed me and I was told by Lessler, 
‘You have got to stand for this.’ ” 

“And I said, ‘Oh, that cannot he.’ 

“ Well,’ he said, ‘Then Lam politi‘ally 

{ dead.’ 

“ ‘Well,’ I said, ‘you carry me with 
you.’ 

“He said: ‘You would be all right if 
you will just appear before this com- 
mittee. I will go and see 
and I will fix it up.’ He goes out of the 
room, comes back, and he said be had 
seen the speaker, and said: ‘It will be 
all right. All you have got to do is to 
go before the committee and sub- 
stantiate my story.’

Representative Fallon of Quincy, not 
profiting by Mr. Carey’s experience, 
followed in the same forbidden path 
and put his question to the witness 
without addressing the chairman.

Anniversary Calendar. 


What are commonly called calendars, 
more or less ornamental tables 
giving the days of the week correspond- 
ing to the days of the year,—are, 
strictly speaking, almanacs. A calen- 
dar, according to the Standard Diction- 
ary, is a collection of dates, and the 
Derby Anniversary Calendar, neatly 
bound in book form, belongs to tbe 
latter category and not the former. 

Its compiler has collected 6,000 note- 
worthy dates and birthdays in Ameri- 
can history and biography, and has as- 
sorted them according to the days of 
the year, each day occupying a page of 
the book. By this original and instruc- 
tive arrangement, every day in the year 
is the anniversary of fifteen or more 
days of note, and the collection is not 
only brimful of interesting information 
of value, but grouped in a way to great- 
ly assist the memory, For instance, 
how few will remember when Great 
Britan adopted the Gregorian Calendar ; 
yet who will ever forget it when told 
that it was the same month and day that 
President McKinley died in 1901,—a 
day to be always known hereafter as 
Carnation Day. It is also the anniver- 
sary of the founding of Salem, Mass. 
(1628,) of the capture of the Mexico 
City (1S47,) of the battle of South 
Mountain (1862,) and of the Alabama 
Award (1872. ) 

We learn further that President Mce- 
Kinley was shot on the twentieth anni- 
versary of the day President Garfield 
was taken to Elberon, N. J.,in the hope 
of saving his life (Sept. 6, 1881,)—a day 
observed by fasting and prayer. It was 
also the anniversary of the sailing of 
the Mayflower to America (1620,) and 
the birthday of Lafayette (1757,) Gen, 
Rosecrans (1819,) Bishop Armitage 
(1830,) and Ex-Attorney-General Wil- 
liam H, H. Miller (1840,) ete. , ete.

Anent ‘‘The Law of 
Libel,’’ Dr. Gallison writes: 

‘“‘T note with interest the attack of

libel bill, as shown in your last issue. 
It was my delight to be in that mem- 
orable battle in which the bill was 
fought to success. It then took two 
years to secure its passage. As an old 
printer who learned his trade by band 
service ‘at the case,’ allow me to hope 
that all such attacks may end as they 
should, in smoke.’ 

Printers and publishers in Massachu- 
setts are net likely to forget the cir- 
cumstances attending the movement to 
secure a more equitable libel law, and 
it is due to ex-Rep. Gallison that his 
services should be recalled at this time. 
It was in 1896-7, when he was a mem- 
ber of the lower branch, that the agita- 
tion took place, and the battle, as he 
Says, was “‘ fought to success.’’

main In the Caribbean 
Berlin, Jan. 27.—The guarantee of- 
fered to the powers through Mi. Bowen 
is a portion of the customs receipts of 
La Guaira and, perhaps, of several other 
ports. The proposal was first made to 
Great Britain, which provisionally ac- 
cepted it, and then to Germany, v hich 
accepted it in principle on Sat iday. 
The allies are now engaged in examin- 
ing the value of the guarantee offered 
and are negotiating details, lixe the 1orm 
of payment. In their declarations the 
representatives of the European powers 
promised to consent to the immediate 
raising of the blockade so soon as an 
agreement is concluded between them 
and Mr. Bowen embodying the conidi- 
tions laid down by the powers. 

A question which is being considered 
is whether the allies shall establish an 
international commission for receivlig 
the customs or whether some neutral 
agent shall be appointed receiver. If 
the latter course is decided upon it is 
believed that some American authority 
will be chosen, perhaps Mr. Bowen. 
The proposal contemplates dividing the 
allies’ claims into three grades and 
that eacly be treated separately and in 
proportion to their validity. 


It 1s still believed here that all the

The German foreign office is very 
hopeful of an early settlement and of 
the raising of the 
much further delay. 

A lively exchange of telegrams oc- 
curred between Germany and Great 
Britain on Saturday before the accept- 
ances of Mr. Bowen's propositions as 
cabled from Washington. It is ex- 
pected that Great Britain’s acceptance 
was forwarded to Washington first be- 
cause Mr. Bowen submitted his pro- 
posal to Ambassador Herbert before see- 
ing Count Quadt, the German 
Waffaires. 

Italy’s attitude is to accept any ar- 
rangement agreeable to Great Britain 
and Germany. 

So soon as the guarantee for the pay- 
ment of the first grade claims is disposed 
of the negotiations for the settlement of 
the remainder will proceed with each 
power independently. 

The alliance between Great Britain 
and Germany may be considered to have 
been definitely ended so soon us the 
guarantee is signed and the consequent 
raising of the blockade occurs.

Washington Views 
Washington, Jan. 27.—Up to the close 
of yesterday formal notice of the accept- 
ance of the proposition had not come 
to Mr. Bowen from the representatives 
of the allies here. However, sth un- 
official information as reached Mr. 
Bowen confirmed him in the betief that 
the pending controversy would be :-et- 
tled “soon and satisfactorily.” It is 
learned that the Italian government all 
along has favored an honorable com- 
promise and bas let its allies know the 
favor with which it regarded the Bowen 
proposition, while professing a willing- 
ness to defer to their views in tle mat- 
ter. 

It has developed that the proportion 
of the customs dues collected at La 
Guaira and Porto Cabello to be paid to 
the allies is 30 percent. ‘These two 
ports collect a large part of the tutal 
customs receipts of the country. Un- 
der this arangement probably a-cash 
payment can be dispensed with, as the 
customs receipts would quickly defray 
the pressing individual claims of the 
allies. 

The lifting of the blockade would not 
mean the complete withdrawal from 
American waters of the allied fleet, and 
it is understood that not only will the 
British-American fleet remain in its ac- 
customed winter quarters in the Carib- 
bean, but that the German _ govern- 
ment will depart from its ancient policy, 
which has been to get along without 
station fleets, and will continue the 
present squadron in American waters 
as a permanent fleet. 


American Fleet on the Watch 

Washington, Jan. 27.—The navy de- 
partment has ordered the Marcellus 
from Culebra to Havana to remove the 
remainder of the American coal there. 
There are about 900 tons left. It has 
developed that the fleet in the West 
Indies is being kept constantly informed 
as to the details of the Venezuelan 
situation. Denial is made, however, 
that any recent orders to ships have 
been influenced by a threatened clash 
with a foreign power.

Upwards of 500 comrades of the camp 
and their guests were present and the 
presence of many women lent brilliavcy 
to the banquet. The opening toast to 
“The President and the army and uavy 
of the United States;” “a prines emong 
the rulers of the world and but_ the 
servant of a free people,” was drunk 
standing amid great applause, the 
orchestra rendering “Hail Columbia.” 

The final toast of the evening was to 
“The Silent Brigade,” all rising and a 
bugler sounding “taps.”

New York, Jan. 27.—The missionary 
society of the Methodist Episcopal 
ehurch has shipped from New York 27 
cases of hospital and medical goods for 
the equipment of u hospital soon to be 
started in connection with the Old 
Umtali mission, stationed in East 
Africa. Already schools of carpentry, 
blacksmithing and agriculture have 
been started, with native blacks for 
pupils. 


Heavy Seizure of Lottery Tickets 

Honolulu, Jan. 27.—Customs officials 
have made a seizure of lottery tickets 
that were shipped to Honolulu on the 
steamship Alameda. The officiuls sus- 
pected Joseph Rothenberg, the ship's 
barber, and a search of his elfects re- 
vealed 6000 Louisiana lottery tickets. 
‘Lhe tickets were confiscated and Roth- 
enberg was arrested. 


Fifty-Two Hours lu Small Boat 

Southport, N. C., Jan. 27—Captain 
Gilbert and crew of the  barkentine 
Nineveh, from New York to Mayport, 
arrived at the Cape Fear life saving sta- 
tion yesterday and reported that their 
vessel sank Thursday last off the North 
Carolina coast. ‘The crew were 52 hours 
in a small boat, but all landed safely. 


Negroes Want Crum Confirmed 

Washington, Jan. 27.—The executive 
committee of the National Afro-Amer 
ican council yesterday passed a resolu- 
tion urging confirmation by the senate of 
the nomination of W. D. Crum to be 
collector of customs at Charleston, and 
adopted an address to the country on the 
race question in general. 


An Extension of Time 

Washington, Jan. 27.—The president 
yesterday sent to the senate an agree. 
ment with Cuba extending the time for 
the ratification of the Cuban recip- 
rocity treaty. Under the terms of the 
Cuban treaty ratification was required 
by Jan. 31 and it had become appareut 
that the time limit was too short. 


Rumor Without Foundation 

Washington, Jan. 27.—The agent of 
the quartermaster's department at 
Nagasaki, in obedience to instructions, 
bas investigated the rumor started at 
Seattle that the army tra nsport Dix was 
lost in the vicinity of Yokohama, and 
has ascertained from reliable sources 
that the report lacks foundation. 


Plague Spreading In Africa 

Durban, Jan. 27.—Bubonie plague is 
spreading so seriously here that the na- 
tives are panic stricken. Servants and 
laborers are leaving the town in large 
uumbers. It is anticipated that the 
Zululand drifts will be closed so as to 
prevent the spread of the plague to that 
territory. 


Another Defeat For Maher 

Philadelphia, Jan. 27.—Peter Maher 
was knocked out by Joe Choynski in the 
second round of what was scheduled to 
be a six round bout here last night. 
Maher was apparently afraid of his op- 
ponent and went to the floor from a left 
hand swing on the jaw and was counted 
out. 


Plenty of Coal In New York 

New York, Jan. 27—The price of coal 
in New York city is $8.50 a ton, sud 
there is a plentiful supply.

A HORRIFYING SCENE 


Accompanies Railroad Smash- 
up In New Jersey 


MANY DEAD AND INJURED 


Four Cars of a Local Ploughed Into 
and Wrecked by an Express—Sur- 
vivors Powerless to Aid People 


Roasted to Death In Fire 


New York, Jan. 28.—One of the most 
appalling railroad wrecks that has oc- 
curred in the vicinity of New York for 
many years, the estimated loss of life 
ranging from J2 to 30 persons, took 
Place last night at Graceland, N. J., on 
the Central Railway of New Jersey, 
when the Roy al Blue hne express 
ploughed at top speed into the rear of a 
local train. 

Immediately after the crash three of 
the shattered cars of the local train 
took fire, rendering impossible the res- 
cue of many of the wounded who were 
pinned fast in the wreck. Many bodies 
are believed to have been consumed. 

On board the flyer all the passengers, 
although badly shaken up, escaped un- 
fijured save for trifling bruises. 

The train which was run into left 
New York at 5:45 and runs express to 
Bound Brook, making stops at Tliza- 
beth, Westtield and Plainfield. Beyond 
Bound Brook it runs as a local. The 
Royal Blue train left 15 minutes later, 
but travels at a higher speed and wakes 
no stop except at Elizabeth, and is 
scheduled to overtake the slower tram 
just beyond Graceland, where the latter 
switches from track 3 onto track 4 to 
permit the Royal Blue to pass. 

Last evening a freight train was 
blocked upon track 4, and the local re- 
ceived orders to proceed on the express 
track to Fjinelien and there take the 
outside or No. 4 track. Shortly after 
receiving orders the train had to stop 
for a hot box, which delayed it so that 
when it got under way again it was due 
at Dunellen. It had just started and 
was moving slowly when the Noyal Blue, 
travelling apparently at full speed, 
which ai that point usually approxi- 
mites 65 miles an hour, crashed into the 
rear end. 

The heavy engine of the Royal Blue 
tore its way into the rear cer and at the 
Sime time drove the forward end of 
that car into the rear end of the car 
ahead, which in turn was driven into 
the third car, and this in turn was 
driven into the fourth car from the rear, 
The fourth car was only partly wrecked, 
but the last three were torn to pieces. 

The engine of the Royal Blue left the 
rails and turned over on its side, the en- 
gineer and fireman sticking to their 
posts and going down in the wreck. 
They are now in a hospital and the en- 
gineer is not believed to have a chance 
of living more than a few hours, 

Passengers on the flyer say the en- 
gineer applied the brakes hard just a 
minute or so before the wreck. The 
train ahead had sent a fixgman back, 
but it seems he was recalled when the 
train got under way and, although he 
left torpedoes, the Royal Blue did not 
heed them or else was going to fast to 
stop in the short distance remathiing. 
The man who went back to fing the 
train had just swung outo the rear end 
of his train and is among the dead. 

The engine and the three worst 
wrecked cars were piled into an awful 
heap, containing at least 100 deed and 
injured. From the mass came fearful 
screams for aid. A minute later the 
wreck caught fire from the firebox of 
the locomotive. The screams of the in- 
jured were intensified as they found 
themselves hemmed in by the fames. 

Fhe sight while the wreck was burn- 
{ng was horrifying. Men could be 
reen in the wreckage pinned fast amid 
the timbers of the cars and struggling 
to be free while the flames roared 
around them. ‘The rescuers were heip- 
less to aid them, as they had already 
been burned and scorched in the fire 
before desisting from the work of res- 
cue. One of those who tried to take out 
@ man pinned in found that he was heid 
down by one leg near the ankle and 
seeing that it would be useless to do any- 
thing else, is said to have severed the 
mnan’s leg and then carried him to one 
of the parlor cars. Both rescued and 
rescuer were burned. 

Those in the car ahead, which was 
lifted onto the rear car, were those who 
suffered the most. Fourteen minutes 
before the flames reached thein from the 
car below and behind them they were 
enveloped in smoke and steam and it 
was here that the worst sights were 
witnessed. The imprisoned ones begged 
for death to end their agonies and im- 
plored those who were laboring to get 
them free to crush their heads with the 
axes they were using to chop away tle 
wreckage. Some begged for water, 
some raved, more prayed, some cursed 
and prayed alternately,

For Building Parts of Met- 
ropolitan Parkways. 


Presented to the Legis- 
lature. 


Quincy People. 


Mayor Bryant, following out the vote 
of the Council of 1902, has forwarded 
two petitions to the Legislature relative 
to the building of the Metropolitan 
parkway in Quincy for which land has 
already been taken. 

One petition asks that the Metropoli- 
tan Park Commission construct the 
Furnace Brook parkway, from the Blue 
Hills reser reservation through West Quin Quincy 
to Hancock street, ata cost not to ex- 
ceed $150,000. 

The second petition also asks that the 
Metropolitan Vark Commission con- 
struct the Quincy Shore parkway, from 
Hancock street, at Atlantic, along the 
shore of Quincy bay to Haucock street, 
near the High school building. 

City Solicitor Blackmur informs the 
Ledger that bills accompanied both pe- 
titiuns. He explains the two petitions, 
instead of one, by the fact that land for 
the parkway was taken under two acts 
of the Legislature. 

The taking op the east of Hancock 
street in 1900 were under the reserva- 
tion act, while the takings on the west 
of Hancock street in 1901 were under 
the Furnace Brook parkway act. 

The petition set forth that the land 
taken is now out of the market and a 
damage to the city. That Quincy has 
lost considerable in taxes, and thus far 
has received no benefits from either the 
Metropoliton reservations or Metro- 
politan parkways,

Throughout our history, and indeed 
throughout history generally, it bas been 
given to only a very few thrice-favored 
men to take so marked a lead in the crisis 
faced by thelr several generations that 
thereafter eaeh stands as the embodiment 
of the triumphant effort of hia generation.

There 
followed a harder task. As x result of the 
war we came into possess'on of Cuba, 
Porto Rico, and the Philippines. In each 
island the conditions were such that we 
had to face problems entirely uew to our 


national experience, and. moreover, In each 
island or group of islands the problems dif- 
fered radically from those presented in the 
others. In Porto Rico the task was simple. 
The island could not be independent. It 
became in all essentials a part of the 
Union. It has been given all the benefits 
of onr economic and financial system, Its 
inhabitants have been given the highest In- 
dividual liberty, while yet their govern- 
ment has been keptunder the supervision 
of officials so well chosen that the Island 
can be appealed to as affording a model 
for all-such experiments In the future; 
and this result was mainly owing to the 
admirable choice of instruments by Prest- 
dent McKinley when he selected the gov- 
erning officials. 
In Cuba, where we were pledged to give 
the island independence, the pledge was 
kept not merely in letter but in spirit. It 
would have been a betrayal of our duty to 
have given Cuba independence ont of hand. 
l’resident McKinley, with his usnal singu- 
ity in the choice of agents, selected 
ral Leonard Wood the man cf all 
st fit to bring the Island py 
its uncertain period of preparation for In- 
dependence, and the result of his wisdom 
wes shown when last May thé island be- 
came in name and in fact a free Republic, 
for it started with a better equipment and 
re favorable conditions than had

ever previously been the case with

Finally, in the Phillppines, the problem 
Was one of great conte. There was 
an Insurrectionary party claiming to repre- 
sent the people of the Islands und putting 
forth their claim with a certain specious- 
ness which decelved no small number of 
excellent men here at home, and which 
afforded to yet others a chance to arouse 
a factious party spirit against the Presi- 
dent. Of course, looking back, it is now 
easy to see that it would have been both 
absurd and wicked to abandon the Philip- 
“ine Archipelago and let the scores of dif- 
erent tribes—Christian, Mohammedan, and 
agap, in every stage of semi-Asiatic bar- 
oarism—turn the island into a welter of 
bloody savagery, with fhe absolute cer- 
tainty that some strong power would have 
to step in and take possession. But though 
now it is easy enough to se2 that our duty 
was to stay in the islands, to put down the 
insurrection by force of arms, und then to 
establish freedom-giving civil government, 
it needed genvine statesmanship to see thin 
and to act accordipgly at the time of rhe 
first revolt. A weaker und less far-sighted 
man than President McKinley would have 
sbrunk from a task very dificult in Itself, 
and certain to furnish occasion for attack 
and misrepresentation no less than for hon- 
est misunderstanding. But President Mc- 
Kinley never flinched. He refused te con- 
sider the thorght of abandoning our duty 
in our new possessions. While sedulously 
endeavoring to act with the utmost human- 
ity toward the insurrectionists, he uever 
faltered in the determination to put them 
down by force of arms, alike for the sake 
of our own interest and honor, and for the 
sake of the interest of the islanders, and 
articnlarly of the great numbers of friend- 
y natives, including those most highly 
civilized, for whom abandonment by us 
would have meant ruin and death. Again 
his policy was most amply yindicated. 
Peace has come to the islands, together 
with a greater measure of individual liberty 
and self-government than they have ever 
before knewn. All the tasks set us as a 
result of the war with Spain hare so far 
beer well and honorably accomplished, and 
as a result this nation stands higher than 
ever before among the nations of mankind. 
President McKinley's second campaign 
was fought mainly on the issue of approv- 
ing what he had done in his first adminis- 
tration, and specifically what be had done 
as regurds these problems springing out of 
the war with Spain. The result was that 
the popular verdict in his favor was more 
overwhelming than it had been before. 


Nation Stunned by Tragedy 


No other President in our history has 
seev high and honorable effort crowned 
with more cousplonene personal success, 
No other President entered upon his see- 
oud term feeling such right to a profound 
and peaceful satisfaction. Then by a 
stroke of horror, so strange in its fantastie 
{niquity as to stand unique In the black 
faunals of crime, he was struck down. 
The brave, strong, gentle heart was stilled 


forever, and word was brought to the 
woman who wept that she was to walk 
thenceforth alone jin the shadow. The 


hideous infamy of the deed shocked th 
Nation to its depths, for the man thus 
struck at was in a peculiar sense the cham- 
plon of the plain people, In a pecullar 
Sense the representative and the exponent 
of those ideals which, if we live up to them, 
will make, as they Dave largely Dade, our 
country a blessed refuge for all who strive 
to do sight and to live their lives sim ly 
and well as light is given them. The Na- 
tlon was stunned, and the eople mourned 
with a sense of bitter bereavement because 
they had lost a man whose heart beat for 
them as the heart of Lincoln once had 
beaten. We did right to mourn; for the 
loss was ours, not bis. He died in the 
gplden fullness of his triumph. He died 
‘ietorious in that highest of ail kinds of 
strife—the strife for an ampler, juster, and 
Inore generous national life. For bim the 
laurel; but woe for those whom he left he- 
hind; Woe to the Nation that Jost him, and 
woe to mankind that there should exist 
creatures go foul that one ‘mong them 
should strike at so noble a life.

To Provide Smoking Room. 


Smokers’ needs are soon to be recog- 
nized in a new and novel manner at the 
Charlestown Navy Yard says the Trans- 
cript. Within the last two er three 
years the regulations against smoking 
inside the reservation limits have been 
growing more and more strict, owing to 
the fact the great plant. has been con- 
stantly expanding and the danger from 
fire more to be feared. Now the rules 
are so strict that officers are not per- 
mitted to smoke in their own offices. 
However, they do not feel the effects 
of the rule as severely as the mechan- 
ics and laborers who are deprived of 
their noonday pipe or cigar, unless 
they choose to stand outside on the 
streets and smoke, which, of course, 
no considerable number of them care 
todo. Soon all this is to be changed 
and the news will bring gladness to 
hundreds of the Government's em- 
ployes, not only at the Charlestown 
Navy Yard, but at all other navy yards 
and stations, for if the experiment to 
be tried here isa success, it is more 
than likely that it will be adopted 
elsewhere. Naval Constructor William

to help the workmen under him, has 
succeeded in getting the consent of the 
Navy Department to authorize him to 
remodel the two brick buildings now 
used by the plumbers and galvanizers 
into luncheon and smoking rooms for 
the workmen.

Clearly Understood 


CASTRO'S DIPLOMATIO DEBT 


Amounts to Over $14,000,000 and 


Nothing Has Been Paid on It Since! 


Dec 31, 1901—Bowen Outlines 
Plan For its Adjustment 


Washington, Jan. 29.—The British 
and Italian ambassadors and Count 
Quadt, the German charge d'affaires, 
called on Mr. Bowen, Venezuela’s repre- 
sentative in the negotiations looking to 
a raising of the blockade and a settie- 
ment of the claims against Venezuela, 
about 10:30 o'clock last night by ap- 
pointment and at the request of the 
representatives of the allies, 

The conference broke up early this 
morning. It was made kno-yn that no 
agreement had yet been reached for 
the raising of the blockade and that 
further word must be awaited from 
Europe before this stage of the negotia- 
tions is passed. Details respecting 
payments still remain to be adjusted to 
the common satisfaction of all con- 
cerned and, as under the instructions of 
their governments each diplomatic 
representative of the allies must report 
to his own country, these reports in turn 
being the subject of cablegrams he- 
tween the allies In order that the con- 
cert between them may be preserved, it 
will be at least 24 hours longer before 
the blockade can be removed. By com- 
mon consent the duty of giving the 
press a statement of the conference, us 
far as it was deemed politic to make 
any announcement, was devolved on 
Mr. Bowen. That gentleman's state- 
ment was as follows: 

“We have been discussing tonight 
certain points which needed to be clear- 
ly understood. ‘They haye been re- 
ferred to us for consideration and-our 
views are now to be communicated at 
once to Rome, Loudon and Bertin.” 

Partial confirmation has been ob- 
tained here of cable dispatches that 
Belgium is to take a prominent part in 
the administration of the customs re- 
ceipts. Mr. Bowen declines to discuss 
the details of his plan, however, until 
the blockade has been raised. Late yes- 
terday afternoon he gave out a brief 
statement of the diplomatic debt of 
Venezuela and the methods for its fu- 
ture adjustment. In round numbers 
this debt amounted on Dec. 31, 1901, to 
something over $14,000,000, and con- 
sisted of claims which had previously 
been adjusted. Since that date, owing 
to the almost eonstant state of revolu- 
tion which has prevailed in Venezuela, 
no payments have been made on the 
debt. 

Mr. Bowen's plan provides that 13 
percent of the customs receipts of all 
the Venezuelan ports shall go toward 
the payment of this debt. ‘This ar- 
rangement, it is stated, will interfere 
in nowise with the plans of Mr. Bowen 
eubmitted to the powers for the settle- 
ment of the unadjudicated claims. For 
the payment of the latter 80 percent of 
the custonis duties of the two ports of 
Porto Cabello and La Guaira have been 
offered in pledge by Mr. Bowen, These 
ports were selected because they would 
be the last to fall into the hands of the 
revolutionists. 

Assurances have been given the 
French government that it shall re- 
ceive fair treatment in the settlement 
of the claims and that no previous ur- 
rangements which it has made with 
Venezuela shall be interfered with. The 
French charge yesterday received in- 
structions from the foreign office at 
Paris authorizing him to conduct nego: 
tiations with Mr. Bowen wheuever the 
latter desires to take up the French 
claims. 

An Italian consul has been ordered to 
Washington from Venezuela with all 
the papers bearing on the claims of his 
government. These will be placed at 
the disposal of the Italian ambassador. 
The latter is being congratulated on his 
diplomatic triumph in securing a pro 
rata payment of the claims four the 
powers, as this méins much for the 
Italian government. 

From the highest authority it is 
Jearned that the publication by the 
London foreign office of the fact that 
Great Britain and not Germany sought 
the alliance against Venezuela was 
brought about by representations from 
the German foreign office. It is said 
that Germany had threatened to publish 
the diplomatic exchanges between the 
German and British foreign offices un- 
less Great’ Britain immediately 
shouldered the responsibility for the 
alliance. This threat was induced by 
the anti-German feeling aroused in the 
United States by events in Venezuelan 
waters. 


Fort Fired on Panther First 

Caracas, Jan. 29.—It Is learned from 
an officer of the United States gunboat 
Marietta that Commodore Scheder, on 
arriving at Curacao, said: “The 
Panther did not fire first on Fort San 
Carlos, but on Jan. 17 was obliged by 
a storm to take refuge inside the bar, 
and on coming near the fortress she 
tried to land a boat flying a red flay. 
This signal was misinterpreted by the 
fort, which subsequently fired on the 
boat.”

Numerous Petitions Presented to 
the Legislature Yesterday. 


An important resolve for a constitu- 
tional amendment to make the Lieuten- 
ant Governor the president of the Senate 
was introduced by Representative Dowse 
in the Legislature on Wednesday. 

Representative Carey also introduced 
a petition for a constitutional amend- 
ment for a referendum. 

Henry S. Dewey seeks legislation to 
restrict the power of sheriffs, deputies, 
constables and police officers. 

Representative Bennett seeks legisla- 
tion to replace Board of Agriculture by 
a commission, 

Of Henry O. Whiting, that armories 
be built and maintained at the expense 
of the state. 

Of Wallace C. Ransden, that eight 
hours constitute a day’s work for state, 
county and municipal employes. 

That cif¥ councils shall submit 
questions before them to the voters 
upon petition of 15 per cent. of the 
latter, 

Of Michael Fitzgerald, that barbers 
must be licensed by a special e*amin- 
ing board of five members, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. 

Of Squire E. Putuey of the Socialist 
state committee, to provide that any 
party casting 3 per cent. of the total 
vote shall be entitled to a place on the 
ballot law commission. 

Of George W. Wilde, that the New 
Haven road beneficiary association may 
be exempted from the law as to benefi- 
ciary corporations. . 

Of Clarence H, Hayes, that directors 
of mutual “fire insurance companies 
may set apart annually net profits of 
the preceding year for the surplas of a 
permanent fund, 

Of Frederick O. MacCartney, for a 
change in the law as to prima facile 
evidence in actions relative to injuries 
upon or about railroads or railways. 

Of James F. Carey, to limit the time 
of railroad employes to not more than 
60 hours per week to serve on trains or 
locomotives running in the aggregate 
not more than 750 miles in any one 
week, except in case of emergency, 
when extra hours and éxtra mileage 
may be required for extra compensa- 
tion, 

Of Guy A. Ham, for a change in the 
law as to the construction of electrical 
conduits upon highways. 

Of James P, Clare, a House Messen- 
ger, that his rank and grade in the 
militia may be established, it having 
been interfered with by his resigning 
to accept a commission in the army. 

Of James F, McKeaon, for a law to 
prohibit persons other than registered 
pharmacists from designating them- 
selves druggists, pharmacists and the 
like. 

Several petitions were also presented 
to the Senate, including that of Timo- 
thy Bigelow chapter, D. A. R., for an 
act authorizing cities and towns to ap- 
propriate money for monuments to 
reyolutionary soldiers, 

Senator Celrke of Suffolk presented a 
bill to provide that civil war veterans 
in the employ of cities and towns shall, 
when femoved from office, unless for 
crime, be provided with other employ- 
ment at the same compensation,

Carmack Makes Harsh Re- 
marks About Root 


LODGE IS ALSO CENSURED 


Declares That Minority Was Headed 
Off In Recent Philippines Investi- 
gation— Rawlins and Beveridge Have 
a Tilt Over “Cold-Blooded Murders” 


Washington, Jan. 29.—Senator Car- 
mack (Dem.) of Tennessee, in an ex- 
cited colloquy with Mr. Beveridge over 
Philippine matters yesterday afternoon, 
made rather serious reflections upon 
Secretary Root and Senator Lodge. Of 
Root Mr. Carmack said: “With his 
loose and lavish unveracity he has said 
that we had an investigation of tive 


months, when in reality the amount of 
time devoted to Whilippine outrages 
would not amount to seven hours a day 
for four days.” 

Mr. Carmack declared that the Phil- 
ippine investigation had been = sup- 
pressed just as the most important wit- 
nesses were about to testify. Jie then 
asserted that the chairman of the com- 
mittee (Mr. Lodge) had promised to go 
on with the investigation if the minority 
would permit the Philippine bill to come 
to a vote. The minority acceded, and 
the bill was passed. But when an at- 
tempt to resume the investigations was 
made “the senator from Massachusetts 
had fled from Washington and never 
again could we get another investiga- 
tion.” 

The resolution offered by Mr. Raw- 
lins calling upon the secretary of war 
for information regarding certain trials 
by court martial in the Philippines was 
called up. Mr. Lodge protested that 
the resolution called for the printing of 
proceedings of a voluminous nature. 
Mr. Rawlins urged that the resolution 
be adopted, because neighbors and rela- 
tives of the persons concerned had de- 
manded the facts. He referred to the 
death of Father Augustin, who, he said, 
was wurdered in cold blood. “Wehave 
reason to infer,” said he, “that a fou! 


crime has been committed, and that the’ 


criminal is within our borders, and ui- 
der the present condition of the law 
cannot be reached.” Mr. Beveridge 
said that be had hoped an end of the 


folicy of insinuation and badgering 
about American soldiers had been 
reached. 


Mr. Rawlins replied that he had not 
specifically charged any person with 
having committed cold-blooded mur- 
der, but his statement was based on 
affidavits on file in the war department. 
“It is the old charge,” said he, “that 
we have called attention to tortures and 
thereby have been arraigning the Amer- 
ican army. It is a false and infamous 
charge, and I will cram it down the 
teeth of the men who have falsely 
given it utterance. I brand the state- 
nent as infamous if not cowardly. It 
is simply an attempt to put me in a 
false positioh which I will not occupy.” 

“If that is the best explanation the 


senator cun give,” remarked Mr. RBer- 
eridge, “for his remarkable language 


here, I think the best friend he has 
would advise him to accept the alterna- 
tive of silence.” He then entered upon 
a defense of the army and said that Mr. 
Rawlins had given the best argument 
why the resolution should not be 
adopted. Mr. Hoar interrupted and 
asked if it was fair to impute to anybody 
a desire to attack the American army 
when the government of the United 
States itself through its military au- 
thority has made such charges. 

Mr. Beveridge reverted to the use of 
the words “cold-blooded murder,” and 
said that Mr. Rawlins would not under- 
take the responsibility of saying it. 
Mr. Carmack characterized the charge 
that the Democrats were assailing the 
army as the “meanest and dirtiest” of all 
that had been made. Whoever made 
the charge, he said, consciously took a 
falsehood upon his lips when he spoke 
i®# Mr. Beveridge replied that Mr. 
Carmack made his charge because the 
investigation did not result as he (Car- 
mack) had hoped it would. “It did not 
result in putting on the American army 
the brand which the senator had 
thought would be put there, but which 
resulted in a complete and brilliant 
vindication.”

TO VISIT QUINCY. 


Delegates to the Educational 
Convention. 


Schools of 1834 and 
Today. 


The Gathering in July Will be a 
National Event. 


The National Educational association 
is to meet in Boston in July and con- 
siderable interest in the convention is 
already shown by educators‘in Boston 
and its suburbs. It is hoped to make 
it one of the most hospitable and best 
yet held; a credit to its president 
Charles W. Eliot, president of Harvard 
University, and to_ Boston. It is the 
first time in years that the convention 
has been held in the east. 

Mrs. F. C. Babcock of President's 
hill had a timely article in the editorial 
columns of the Boston Transcript of 
Jan. 30, under the heading ‘‘The Com- 
ing Educational Convention’? which we 
give below: 

In a book recently published entitled 
‘*Recollections of a New England 
Town,’’ the author devotes two chap- 
ters to the schooldays of 1820 and 1840, 
when she, as a little child, was a pupil 
tirst in the district schools and later in 
the only private school. The first 
schoolhouse in the town, about 1780, 
says the writer, ‘‘was a little, low, red 
hut with four small windows, It hada 
fireplace with the chimney built out- 
side.*’ 

By 1834 (the earliest date of the 
recollections) the schoolhouse was a 
more ambitious structure. Twenty- 
five feet on the ground, with two en- 
trances, north and south, and four 
windows. A _ sloping counter ran 
around the walls of the room, serving 
as desks for the pupils, who sat on 
benches made of slabs. ‘‘These benches 
were an elongated and exaggerated 
counterpart of the washbench in com- 
mon use before the era of faucets and 
sets tubs,”’ 

A box stove occupied the centre of 
the room, standing on a platform of 
brick. This was fed froma pile of 
logs in the schoolyard, cut for feel as 
wanted, ‘‘which was by no means as 
often as was needed.’’ The natural 
result was an alternate freezing and 
roasting process through the cold 
weather. 

Of course the teacher of the winter 
school wasa man. His fitness for the 
position was gauged by his ability to 
‘*govern’’ the big boys, which was 
often a matter of brute force, or per- 
haps one should say ‘‘muscular 
activity.’’ He must be mentally quali- 
fied to teach the three ‘‘Rs,’’ the third 
being Daboll’s Arithmetic through the 
rule of three, and to make a quill pen. 
He was also expected to build the fire, 
but as he ‘‘boarded round,’’ distance 
sometimes relieved him of this part of 
the bargain. In return for these ser- 
vices $3 a week was large pay. 

The summer school was always in the 
hands of a woman, She was required 
to teach plain sewing, consisting 
usually of patchwork for bed-quilts: 
also the knitting of yarn stockings, to 
start the little ones in A. B. C, and to 
teach reading, writing and primary 
arithmetic. ‘‘The rule of three was 
considered too abstruse for the femin- 
ine intellect and was _ therefore 
omitted,’’ The sidelong jerk of the 
heads of the boys, and the girls’ quick, 
prependicular dip of the person, known 
in winter as ‘‘manners’’ was in the 
summer school called ‘‘obeisance,’’ 
and the woman teacher was expected 
to have particular oversight of tiese 
contortions, For her services she 
received $1.50, and this for six days’ 
teaching was thought ‘‘pretty easy.’’ 


It is a far cry from those days to this 
present year of 1903 and the present 
educational standard. That was a time 
when food and wages—literally ‘‘a 
living,’’ was—must be every man’s 
first thought. Bone and muscle first, 
and the development of the mental 
faculties later. It has been a slow but 
sure process, as from infancy to 
maturity. Wesmile indulgently when 
we hear about those primitive methods 
of education. Those first steps towards 
ascending the ladder of learning, from 
whose almost topmost round we of to- 
day look back as we smile. Yet those 
early district schools were the begin- 
ning of great things. 

The present extensive preparations 
and plans, now already begun and 
forming in Boston for a festival of 
learning, which, owing to the natural 
and acquired advantages of this well- 
matured city and its surroundings 
ought to be, probably will be, the most 
interesting and profitable educational 
conference ever held in this country. 
= It is from no false ambition to ont- 
strip and outshine that the committee 
in charge of the five days convention 


next July is putting forth every effort | 


for success, but from a conseientious 
desire to give of Boston's very best to 
the thousands bidden to this mingled 
festival of study and recieation,—not 
merely fulfilling obligations of pleasure 
and duty, but celebrating great facts of 
national importance. 

That first hamble seat of learning of 
the early days of New England is eulo- 
gized when President Eliot of Harvard 
University acts as host to the grand- 
children of those who bore the discom- 
forts of the old district schooland made 
the most of its opportunities, The Na- 
tional Educational Association is the 
vigorous plant of which the first schools 
of New England were the cotyledons, or 
food-leaves, 

The gathering of this organization is 
a national event. With this in mind 
the committee in charge, of which 
President Eliot is chairman, has so ar- 
ranged the week’s schedule, that while 
the mornings and evenings are given 
entirely to the platform, the afternoons 
shall be free for the outdoor conference 
in the form of excursions to Concord 
and Lexington and Plymouth and Quin- 
cy and other places near Boston full of 
history and tradition. For the guests 
from far inland special plans are being 
made for their better knowledge of the 
great pathway between the nations— 
that they may see and hear and smell 
the shining, murmuring, salt, salt sea. 

Undoubtedly this coming July weck 
will try Boston's hospitality to the ut- 
most, —test it and see if it ring true. 
For this convention is not merely the 
gathering ofa fraternity of people, 
known in old times as ‘school marms’’ 
and school masters, and today as pro- 
fessors and ‘‘professeresses,’’ It is an 
opportunity to show our patriotism and 
our loyalty to the foremost institution 
of this country, the public school. 

For the time being the people of 
Boston and vicinity, under direction of 
the committee in charge, will each and 
all be and hosts and hostesses. And 
if any one ofus has an abundance 
or only a small portion, a rare treasure, 
or any good and lovely thing and does 
not share it with the stranger amoug 
us, then such a person, man or woman, 
is not a citizen anda patriot, bnt an 
alien and a foreigner, and less than the 
barbarian in the desert.

Family of Former Naval Sec- 
retary Near His Bedside 


DELIROUS FUR SOME DAYS 


Grip and Bronchitis Developed Whilt 
He Was Under Treatment For Ca 
tarrh of Bladder—News of Unfavor 
able Turn Surprises His Friends 


Boston, Jan. 80.—Former Governo) 
John D. Long, secretury of the navy 
under President McKinley, as well a: 
for some months under President Roose 
velt, lies critically ill at the St. Mar 
garet’s hospital in tis city. - Three 
physicians are at his bedside, his w ife 
and daughter are close at hand, and bis 
young son, Peirce, 
moned from Hingham. 

Governor Long was brought fron 
Hingham, nearly three weeks ago, witl 
catarrh of the bladder, a trouble of long 
standing. He was taken to the St 
Margaret's hospital, a private institu 
tion. Dr. Spooner of Hingham, one ot 
the consulting physicians, who has beet 
Mr. Long’s family pbysician for nearly 
80 years, was sent for last night, and 
on the way to the hospital said: “After 
Governor Long went to the hospital a 
disease analagous to the grip set in anc 
this had effect upon the kidneys. Ther« 
was for a time danger from uraemik 
poisoning. Mr. Long has been mildly 
delirious for some days, recognizing 
members of his family only at times.” 
On being pressed for an opinion on the 
patient’s condition, Dr. Spooner re- 
plied: “It is serious.” 

When first brought to the hospita 
Governor Long was attended by Dr. 
Spooner and Dr. Cutler of this city. 
After his condition became serious Dr. 
Cabot was called into the case and the 
three physicians now have assumed 
personal charge of the patient. 

Dr. Cabot gave the following inter 
view last night regarding Governo 
Long’s condition: 

“Iwo days ago,” he said, “Mr. Lons 
developed symptoms suggesting la 
grippe, and at that time Mrs. Long had 
their family physician, Dr. Spooner, 
come to see him. Dr. Spooner, afte 
his examination, suggested that Dr, 
Cutier, a former pbysician of Mr. 
Long’s, also be taken into the case, and 
together they have hac charge of ii 
for the past two days. I have beer 
simply assisting. 

“Grip is infectious, but it is a dif- 
ficult thing to diagnose it. With that 
Mr. Long developed bronchitis, and we 
noticed that his kidneys were not dcing 
as well as they should. All of these 
things combined have resulted in a cou- 
dition which is serious. Mr. Long isa 
man much older than his years and the 
strain upon him in public life has un 
doubtedly been such that he has not the 
vitality that his friends expected 01 
him. The trouble has been with the 
bladder, a complaint common among 
old men who have worked as hard as 
Mr. Long, and it has been treated 
locally.” 

The fact that Governor Long was u 
patient at a hospital was not known un- 
til Sunday last, and at that time it 
was given out that the trouble froir 
which he was suffering appeared to be 
yielding to treatment and that his resto 
ration to health was looked for at an 
early day. At the same time, a mem- 
ber of the family said that the governor's 
illness was not looked upon us espe- 
cially serious. Since then the reports 
from the sick room have been meagre, 
although of a favorable tendency, ne 
anxiety being awakened until Wednes 
day, when it was stated that a trace of 
pneurgonia had been noticed, but this 
had been overcome. 

The news of an unfavorable turn in 
the patient’s condition took the city by 
surprise and inquiries as to his condi- 
tion have almost overwhelmed the hos- 
pital and anxious messages from all 
parts of the country have been received 

It was stated at the hospital this 
morning that no particularly serious 
complications are anticipated inside of 
the next 24 and perhaps 48 hours.

RAISING OF THE BLOCKADE

London, Jan. 80.—Venezuela’s answe! 
to the power’s latest communicatior 
(the joint note refusing to place al 
claims on an equality with those of the 
co-operating powers) is expected to ar 
rive here today. If Mr. Bowen car 
agree to give preference to the claims 01 
Great Britain, Germany and Italy, the 
blockade is likely to be raised imme 
diately. So far as known this is the 
only outstandiag vital point. Shoulc 
Veuezuela demur or complications arise 
such as a protest from some of the 
other powers, the negotiations may be 
indefinitely prolonged. Authoritative 
opinion here differs regarding the out 
come. 

The German officials adhere to the 
belief that when President Castro sees 
ihat all the three powers are so com- 
pletely unanimous and insistent upon 
preference he will agree to it. The 
British foreign office adopts a non 
comuinittal attitude, not altogether with- 
out a pessimistic trend. All, however, 
unite in declaring that after all the ex 
pense and trouble of the blockade their 
claims would not be equitably treated 
if they were put on the same basis as 
those of nations who bave not taker 
steps to recover their debts or re-estab 
lish their prestige in Venezuela. 


Venezuela In a Tight Place 
Washington,’ Jan. 30.—Venezuela’s 
plight at this moment lies in the fact 
that she is between two The 
allies demand preferential treatment 
while France and other creditors look 
to Venezuela for fair treatment, point 
ing out that to discriminate against 
their claims, when their attitude had 
been correct and even magnanimous 
would not be fair treatment. 

Senor Ojeda, the Spanish minister, 
called on Minister Bowen yesterday anc 
presented the formal thanks of the 
Madrid government for the courtesy 
and kindness shown the Spanish sub 
jects in Venezuela during the present 
troubles and for his safeguarding ot 
their interests. 

Count Quadt, the German charge. waa 
the only representative of the allies te 
sce Mr. Bowen. He afterwards was 
in conference with Sir Michael Herbert, 
the British ambassador, and was later 
at the state department, where be intro- 
duced the new milivary attache to Sec 
retary Hay. The Venezuelan matters 
was alluded to and the department wag 
informed of the last report from Ker. 
lin regarding the Panther episode. 
Pierre de Margerie, the French charze 
iffaires, talked over the Venezuelar 
crisis with Secretary Hay, though he 
came to the department primarily te 
announce the willingness of his govern. 
ment to negotiate a post and parcels 
treaty. ©

The topic speaks of a call to decision 
and we may inquire: What are we to 


decide? Who calls us to decision?

1. What are we to decide? Prac- 


tically our relation to God. This is the | 


position urged upon the Jews who had 
become Christians. In the midst of 
trial and tribulation they were in dan- 
ger of unbelief and of departing from 
the living God. This they are called 
upon not to do and are urged to de- 
cide in the favor of faith and of God 
by the sad fate of their ancestors, who 
decided the other way. God called to 
the ancient Jews, but they hardened 
hearts in unbelief and decided 
against God. Therefore they never en- 
tered Canaan. Their fate should be a 
warning to us. If not Chrisflans, we 
should decide for Christ, and if Chris- 
tians under temptation to give up our 
faith or our faithfulness we should 
decide for God. The unbelieving and 
unfaithful can never enter into God's 
heavenly Canaan. 

2. Who calls upon us to decide? The 
Holy Ghost. “Wherefore, as the Holy 
Ghost saith, Today, if ye will hear 
My voice.” The office work of the Holy 
Ghost is to call sinners to repentance 


and to build them up in faith and com- | 


fort. To this end He calls us by His 


personal influence through His word, |

All refused, one, the 
head of one of the chief German firms 
at Puerto Cabello, answering: “Tell 
the captain that his invitation surprises 
me under the present circumstances, 
when Venezuela is suffering from an un- 
justifiable aggression on the part of 
Germany. I will not attend nor allow 
any of the young German clerks em- 
ployed by my firm to attend the celebra- 
tion.” 


Scarcity of Food Supplies 

Paris, Jan. 31.—The correspondent of 
The Matin at Caracas telegraphs that 
food supplies in that city are rapidly 
diminishing. Twelve bakeries have 
kad to close, owing to the scarcity of 
flour. The news concerning the dif- 
ficulties encountered by Minister Bowen 
in his negotiations witb the allied pow- 
ers has caused a great sensation through- 
out the country, where the public is 
anxiously and !mpatiently awaiting the 
raising of the blockade. 


Von Sternburg In Washington 

Washington, Jan. 31—Baron Speck 
Von Siernburg, the German minister to 
the United SXates, arrived in Washing- 
ton late last night. He will not be able 
to take up the Venezuelan negotiations 
with Minister Bowen until he has pre- 
sented his letters of credence to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.

Safety Appliances Tested on 
German Railways. 


THIRD RAIL NEEDED IN THE TRAOK 


By Means of an Electrical Apparatus 
the Be- 
fore His Eye an Automatic Signal 


Engineer Has Constantly 


Which Instantly Warns Him of Any 


Danger From Collision. 


A full deseription of the new safety 
appliances for German railway trains 
has been sent to the state department 
at Washington by Frank H. Mason, 
consul general at Berlin. Although in- 
tended for use on steam railroads, the 
devices are operated by electricity and 
require a third rail in the track. Mr. 
Mason's description of recent experi- 
ments is in part as follows: 

Midway between the rails is laid a 
light third rail of the ordinary T pat- 
tern, the joints of which are s0 con- 
nected as to form a continuous conduct- 
or. 
the engine is hung the working instru- 
ment, an electrical apparatus inclosed 
in a square case or jacket occupying a 
eubic foot of space. The instrument is 
connected with a contact shoe, which 
slides along the third rail and by wires 
with a telephone and electric alarm 
bell in the cab of the engine driver and 
a red incandescent lamp which is light- 
ed by the same impulse that rouses the 
alarm bell into action. A further im- 
provement of the device sets the elec- 
tric brakes on the engine or entire train

BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 


ADAMS. 


First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams. 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Janitor can be found at Savings 
Bank building or at his home Maple place. No 
fee charged, but janitor may be paid for his 
trouble. 

HANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rev.
